GEORGE DUDLEY HUMPHREY 


George Dudley Humphrey, One Hundred Eleventh Grand Mas- 
ter of Masons in North Carolina, the son of the late Nathan and 


Sarah Pope Humphrey, was born in Wilmington, North Carolina, on 
October 17, 1904. 


He attended the public schools of New Hanover County, entered 
North Carolina State College in 1923 and received the degree of 


Batchelor of Science in Electrical Engineering (cum laude) in June 
of 1927. 


In June of 1927 he began work with the Southern Bell Telephone 
& Telegraph Company in Atlanta, Georgia, and on October 1, 1927, 
was assigned to the Dial Equipment Department in the Chief En- 
gineer’s Office of said company, where he remained until April 15, 
1933, when he resigned and returned to North Carolina to enter Wake 
Forest College and study law. While at Wake Forest he studied under 
our late Grand Master, E. W. Timberlake, Jr., whom he admired as a 
teacher and a Mason. 


Having passed the North Carolina Bar examination on August 21, 
1933, he returned to Wilmington, North Carolina; and immediately be- 
gan the practice of law with the Honorable Woodus Kellum, his 
father-in-law, under the firm name of Kellum & Humphrey, which 
continued until Mr. Kellum's death on January 17, 1963. 


On June 10, 1930, he married Miss Madeleine Kellum, daughter 
of the late Woodus and Christian Horne Kellum. They have three 
children: a daughter, Christian Chloris Humphrey of Wilmington, 
North Carolina; and two sons, George Dudley Humphrey, Jr., of 
Winston-Salem, North Carolina; and Woodus Kellum Humphrey of 
Shreveport, Louisiana. They have four grandchildren: George Dudley 
Humphrey, III; Elizabeth Lerian Humphrey of Winston-Salem; and 
Rosalind Woodus Humphrey and James Brown McCullough Humphrey 
of Shreveport. 


Mr. Humphrey is an active member of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Wilmington where he taught the Men's Bible Class for 
about twenty years. He is a trustee and was a deacon until he was 
elected to the permanent office of elder in 1947. 


Brother Humphrey has not engaged in politics but is actively 
interested in good government and good public schools, having served 
two years as President of Parent and "Teacher Associations. He 
served for six years as Attorney for the Town of Carolina Beach, and 
is a Past President of the Wilmington Lions Club. During World 
War II, he served as Assistant County Air Raid Warden and served 
as a member of the War Price and Rationing Board, gasoline and tire 
division. He is a member of the Cape Fear County Club. 


His Masonie career began in Piedmont Lodge No. 447, Atlanta, 
Georgia, where he was initiated on October 26, 1928; passed on No- 
vember 9, 1928; and raised on November 23, 1928. He served as a 
Steward in 1930 and 1931, as Junior Deacon in 1932 and as Senior 
Deacon until April 1933, when he removed to Wilmington. He affili- 
ated with St. John's Lodge No. 1 on July 10, 1934 and was installed 
Steward on December 28, 1944, and served as Junior Deacon, Junior 
Warden and Senior Warden. On December 30, 1948, he was installed 
as Master. He has for a number of years served on the Budget and 
Finance Committee of his Lodge. 


His connection with the Grand Lodge has continued over a num- 
ber of years. He qualified by the examination for Certified Lecturer 
September 18, 1945, and has remained certified since that time. 

From 1946 through 1948, because of his knowledge of the ritualis- 
tic work, he was a member of the Advisory Committee to the Board 
of Custodians in revising and publishing the Official Standard of the 
Work. This was a big task and took much of his time. 


From 1946 through 1949 he was also a member of the Advisory 
Committee to the Code Commission in preparing and publishing the 
present Code of Masonic Jurisprudence of our Grand Lodge, and he 
thereby acquired valuable and extensive knowledge of our laws and 
regulations. He has served since that time on the Grand Lodge Com- 
mittee on Masonic Jurisprudence. 

On July 12, 1949, Brother Humphrey was appointed Judge 
Advocate of the Grand Lodge, and he served in that office until April 
22, 1959, when he resigned to accept appointment as Grand Steward 
because he could not hold both offices at the same time. 

On April 22, 1959, he was appointed Grand Steward and since 
then has served as Junior Grand Deacon, Junior and Senior Grand 
Warden, and Deputy Grand Master. His activity in and service to this 
Grand Lodge is evidenced by his steady advancement in office and 
continued assignment to boards and committees. 


In the fall of 1944, he received the degrees of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite from the Fourth through the Thirty-second, 
and by virtue of his long and continuously active service in promoting 
the Rite and Masonry, he received the rank of Knight Commander of 
the Court of Honour on October 18, 1949, and the Thirty-third Degree 
on October 25, 1957. He has served this Rite well and by his excellent 
ritualistic work and general knowledge of its laws and regulations, 
he has promoted Scottish Masonry in the Valley of Wilmington. He 
has served his Bodies in official capacity as well as on committees and 
has been a member of the Executive Committee since July 14, 1960. 


Brother Humphrey is a member of Concord Chapter No. 1, Royal 
Arch Masons, Munson Council No. 4, Royal and Select Masters and of 
Plantagenet Commandery No. 1, Knights Templar, all of Wilmington, 
North Carolina. He has served as the presiding officer of three local 
units. He is a member of Saint John of Patmos Conclave No. 67, 
of the Red Cross of Constantine, and on May 14, 1946, he became a 
member of the Grand Council of the Order of High Priesthood of 
North Carolina. His interest in those Bodies has not diminished, but 
as Brother Humphrey has said “there are only so many hours in a 
day, and I have to make a living.” 

Brother Humphrey has four brothers, what he calls blood-broth- 
ers, and three of these are members of St. John’s Lodge No. 1, to-wit: 
Nathan W. Humphrey, P.M., D.D.G.M., 32? KCCH; Allie J. Hum- 
phrey, P.M., 32° KCCH, and William 0. Humphrey, The fourth broth- 
er is the Rev. Edward J. Humphrey of Richmond, Virginia.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 


(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonie 
and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Incorporated, 
was presented, received and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., met 
at the Home in Greensboro, North Carolina on Sunday, February 23, 
1964, in conformity with Regulation 38-16 of THE CODE. 


The meeting was convened in the office of Brother Troy G. Rob- 
bins, Superintendent, where the report of the Auditor was examined 
and various points were discussed in detail. From the financial state- 
ment the Committee noted that the monetary affairs of the home were 
in good order. Brother Robbins was most helpful in explaining many 
details and answering questions. The Committee noted with satisfac- 
tion that the income of the Home has shown a steady increase since 
1958 and especially from 1962 to 1963. It was felt that this was largely 
due to the efforts of Brother Robbins in visiting the various district 
meetings to tell the subordinate lodges about the Home. 


After lunch in the Dining Room the Committee was conducted on a 
tour of the facilities of the Home and these were found to be in good 
order, very clean and properly cared for. This tour included the new- 
est portion of the Home which has been completed in the past year. It 
also included the older buildings and the grounds. Brother Robbins 
advised the Committee that the Board of Directors have taken action 
to enlarge the Dining Room and Kitchen facilities and following that 
to build a new 40-bed infirmary. The construction of this infirmary 


will eventually free the present infirmary space for use as a dormitory 
for more guests. 


The reasons for this action were clearly evident to the Committee. 
The present buildings and space are being operated as efficiently as 
possible, properly heated and safeguarded with firedoors at strategic 
spots and with outside fire escapes properly located. It is apparent that 
some parts of the building have about outlived their usefulness and the 
Committee applauds the action of the Board of Directors in their 
present plans. We urge that this long range planning be continued so 
that eventually the Home will be a completely fireproof structure, 
modern in every way, that will serve the needs of the guests who are 
now being taken care of and add additional space to accommodate more 
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guests. We also feel that some type of assembly room large enough 
for all of the guests to gather should be kept in mind as a future 
possibility. 

We commend Brother William K. Price, Sr., for the efficient job 
he is doing as Business Manager and Treasurer in order that Brother 
Robbins may be free of some details and devote more time to his other 
duties, 

The Committee would also like to compliment Brother Robbins for 
the way and manner in which he is conducting the affairs of the Home. 
The Committee talked to many of the guests and questioned them pri- 
vately and found that all were high in their praise of Brother Robbins. 
We noted that an atmosphere of kindness prevailed at the Home 
and that the guests all seemed to be contented. The Masons of North 
Carolina can be assured that the spiritual, physical and emotional 
needs of the guests are being properly cared for, 


The Committee recommends that every Mason in North Carolina 
support the Home as liberally as he can. Though, as we noted, the 
monetary support from the subordinate lodges has gradually increased 
in the past few years, it will take the continued efforts of every Ma- 
son to keep this support ahead of the increasing costs of our time and 
the increasing number of elderly persons we are called upon to care 
for in the twilight of their lives.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INC. 
(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford Or- 
phanage was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Oxford Orphanage met in the Conference Room 
at Oxford Orphanage on Monday, January 20, 1964, at twelve o’clock 
noon. Following a delightful luncheon with the children, the Commit- 
tee was convened and we submit the following report. 

We find that the Orphanage under the very able leadership of the 
Superintendent, Worshipful Brother A. D. Leon Gray, is progressing 
beautifully. In going over the financial reports and the reports of the 
officers and directors, we find that five new buildings have been built 
on the campus since 1951. Twelve more cottages are to be built to 
house 350 children in fireproof buildings. One of these buildings is 
now under construction. 

We find that there are now 318 children in the home, 6% from 
Masonic parents and 30% from Masonic background. We find that 
the school is now a Grade A standardized school. We call attention to 
the fact that the 1963 graduating class was composed of 28 students, 
of which 18 continued into advanced education financed by scholarship 
funds from the Orphanage. 

Under the provision of the Code, we found the condition of the 
property will be excellent when the proposed new buildings are com- 
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pleted. Management of the business we found to be most efficient in 
every respect. 


The officers and directors are doing an excellent job, meeting in 
quarterly session and in close contact with the entire program. 


Under recommendations, we recommend and urge the brethren to 
visit the Orphanage and see for themselves the monument that is be- 
ing built to Masonry on the foundation of brotherly love. We recom- 
mend that the same officers and directors be continued. 


Finally, we heartily commend Brother Gray for his efforts in 
behalf of our children and respectfully suggest that the success of the 
Orphanage is but the length and shadow of one man and that one man 
is Brother Gray. It is our considered opinion that this Grand Lodge 
owes Brother Gray a debt of gratitude.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
ORGANIZATION OF NEW LODGES 


(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of the Special Committee on Or- 
ganization of New Lodges was presented and entered on the 
record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Commitee understands that a resolution will be introduced 
at this Annual Communication which will permit dual membership in 
North Carolina lodges, provided the dual membership is for the pur- 
pose of becoming a charter member of a new lodge only. We think this 
is a forward step in the history of our Grand Lodge and we hope our 
brethren will be favorably inclined toward this resolution. 


During the year 1964 we instituted four new lodges; one each at 
Rocky Mount, Fayetteville, Stedman and Archdale. At the present 
time a new lodge is in the making at Sneads Ferry, Onslow County, 
and the brethren at Monroe have expressed interest in forming a new 
lodge in their city. 

It is our feeling that, if many brethren felt they could keep their 
ties with the old mother lodge, in whatever state they hold member- 
ship, and still be a charter member of a new lodge in North Carolina, 
we would have many more new lodges annually than has been the case 
in the past. 


In our report to the Grand Lodge last April we called attention to 
the average size of lodges in several countries. These ranged in size 
from an average of 53 in Germany to 117 in Australasia. Our own 
North Carolina average is about 174, but 21 of our lodges show totals 
of from 450 to 1124 members. The average of 174 today in 368 lodges 
compares with the following: 


1924—456 lodges with a total of 42,242 members, or an average of 
93 per lodge 
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1988—336 lodges—total 26,721 members—average 79 members 
per lodge 


1945—315 lodges—total 35,014 members—average 111 members 
per lodge 
Your Grand Secretary’s office is anxious and willing to help any 
group anywhere in North Carolina to organize new lodges.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL CORRESPONDENCE 
(Docket No. 12) 


The following report of the Committee on Fraternal! 
Correspondence was received, entered on the record, and 
the recommendation that the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina continue its declaration of severing fraternal relations 
with the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba, and that the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina continue h ‘aternal relations with 
the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Exile in Florida, was unani- 
mously adopted. The report was then adopted as a whole: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


We herewith submit our third annual report of the commutes on 
Fraternal Correspondence of this Grand Jurisdiction. 


Two years ago, from information available at that time, we com- 
mended the Grand Lodge of Florida for its humanitarian attitude in 
assisting those Masons who had fled from Cuba due to the intolerable 
condition which had arisen in that Grand Jurisdiction, and also for 
granting permission and protection to the Grand Lodge of Cuba in 
exile in Florida, under certain conditions which were stated at that 
time. 


Last year we recommended after due consideration and on re- 
liabie information, that we recognize the Grand Jurisdiction of India 
and also of Belgium, and accept them as Sovereign Grand Lodges and 
worthy of Fraternal Relations. However, the situation in Cuba had 
become so puzzling, and reports were so conflicting, with the picture 
changing so much that we were unwilling to make a recommendation 
either for or against the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba or the Grand 
Lodge of Cuba in Exile in Florida. The attitude of several Grand Jur- 
isdictions had changed so much and to such an extent that certain 
Edicts had been issued that were not clear in their meaning. 


We therefore recommended that the matter of recognition of the 
Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba and the recognition of the Grand Lodge 
of Cuba in exile in Florida, and the visitations of its members in the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, be referred to the incoming Grand 
Master for his action. 


Accordingly, Brother W. Edward Burrier, Grand Master of Ma- 
sons in North Carolina, after thorough investigation and inquiry, and 
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after receiving various reports did on July 9, 1963 issue such an Edict, 
the text of which will be found in the Grand Master's report. 

Most of the Grand Jurisdictions have commended our Grand Mas- 
ter for the position he had followed in issuing his EDICT, although 
one or two Grand Jurisdictions have not withdrawn recognition of 
the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Cuba. 

With these conditions existing and an apparent attitude of in- 
difference in co-operating with any of the terms expressed in the 
EDICT of our Grand Master, and with no other information available 
at the present time, we recommend that the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina commend our Grand Master for the position outlined in his 
EDICT of July 9, 1963, and that we continue our declaration of sev- 
ering Fraternal Relations with the Grand Lodge of Cuba, and that 
we continue our present Fraternal Relations with the Grand Lodge of 
Cuba, in Exile, in Florida, recognized by the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina in Annual Communication in April, 1962.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 

(Docket No. 13) 


The Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home of North Carolina, Incorporated, presented the fol- 
lowing report which was received, entered on the record, 
and referred to the Committee on Finance and to the Com- 
mittee on Masonic and Eastern Star Home: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Five Hundred and Seventy-Five eligible and deserving persons 
have been admitted as Guests to your Home over the past fifty years. 
One hundred and forty-two needy Brothers and Sisters unable to 
enter the Home as a Guest have been assisted financially during 
the same period. We believe the record of the past year to be one of 
our best and are happy to make a report on our stewardship. 

At the beginning of 1963 we had eighty-eight Guests enrolled and 
during the year we admitted thirty-two, thus closing the year with one 
hundred and one thankful Guests. The final chapter of life was writ- 
ten for seventeen of our Brothers and Sisters, they having been called 
to their Eternal Home. Two of our Guests became permanent patients 
in hospitals specifically adapted to meet their needs. With vacancies 
and admissions occurring all during the year, we had an average of 
ninety-eight Guests in the Home each day. 

A certain trend is clearly seen in looking at a few of the statistics 
pertaining to our infirmary; namely, our Guests are more feeble at 
time of admission, we have more permanent infirmary residents and 
the average infirmary patient lives longer due to improved medical 
care. The average daily enrollment was 29.75 patients per day, nine- 
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teen of whom are permanent residents therein. Seventy-four different 
Guests received treatment and care during the year by spending as 
much as three days as an infirmary patient. Seventeen of our Guests 
were admitted to outside medical hospital centers for surgery or spe- 
cial treatment. From our budget we paid for one hundred eighty-one 
days of hospital care. Our outside medical expense for the year was 
$7,510.03 as compared to $6,124.02 for the previous year. Again we are 
happy to report that the Board of Directors of the Moses H. Cone 
Memorial Hospital gave us $1,000 in free service but this amount is 
not reflected in our outside medical expense. 

A long range planning committee composed of several members of 
the Board of Directors has been hard at work during the year in an ef- 
fort to secure plans for the new building to house our cooking and din- 
ing facilities. This is in keeping with the approved expansion program 
of facilities at the Home as adopted at the Grand Lodge Communica- 
tion in New Bern. At this writing the plans and specifications are in 
process of being completed and it is hoped that the construction soon 
will be under way. 

Again, it is my happy privilege to report that the Masons and 
Eastern Stars increased their support for the Home over the preceding 
year. From the subordinate Lodges we received $75,284.95, which was 
a 5.4% increase over the previous year. Due to increased enrollment we 
were able to hold our per capita operating costs to $1,740.50 per an- 
num. The 1964 Budget adopted by your Board of Directors is $223,- 
137.00. 

Following is a condensed summary of operations for 1963 and five 
preceding years:

Brethren, I must emphasize this fact: We have 38817 more 
Guests in the Home, but our contributions from the Blue Lodges for 
1963 exceeded that of 1962 by only 5.4%. 

The Sunshine Fund furnished by the Eastern Stars and friends 
and the Carson York Rite Fund furnished by the Grand York Rite 
Bodies make it possible for the Guests to have daily papers, magazines 
and a few extras, adding joy and contentment to their Home life. 

I am confident that I speak the sentiment of each member of your 
Board of Directors when I say that the experience of serving thereon 
is one of our greatest joys. 

On behalf of the Board of Directors I am indeed grateful to every- 
one who has responded to the needs of the Home with such generosity.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
.OF THE MASONIC & EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 
(Docket No. 14) 


Brother Troy G. Robbins, Superintendent of the Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home of North Carolina, Inc., pre- 
sented the following report which was received and entered 
on the record: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


One hundred Guests are now safely abiding in the Home prepared 
for them by Brother Master Masons and members of the Order of the 
Eastern Star, whose work dates back to the beginning of the century. 
The Home as we know it today is generously supported, adequately 
maintained and properly operated as a joint enterprise on a 60-40 ba- 
sis respectively with the Masons and Eastern Stars of North Carolina. 
The record written for 1963 is one of which you can be justly proud. 


Six years ago (1958) having 75 Guests in the Home, our per capi- 
ta cost of operating expense was $1,446.08. Today we can look at the 
record of the past year and see that our per capita cost was $1,740.50 
with an average daily enrollment of 98 Guests in the Home. We have 
increased our enrollment during the past six years from 75 to 100; 
Hence, we are able to have advantages reflected in the cost by the in- 
creased enrollment. Our 1963 Operating Expense Budget totaled $193,- 
926.00 but the current budget (1964) amounts to $223,137.00. Thus we 
look forward with faith believing that the Brothers and Sisters of these 
100 aging but deserving Brother Master Masons, their mothers, sisters, 
widows and daughters will be given a Home, not only during the cur- 
rent year but throughout their lives. 


I want to mention two or three things which have occurred during 
the year that are of great importance, not only to the physical prop- 
erties of the Home but to the general welfare of all who live here. 


The inter-communication system, the project of Worthy Grand 
Matron Sister Ella M. Holthouser, is one of the greatest assets we now 
have at the Home. In addition to communicating between the Matron's 
office and each of the bedrooms, we can use the same system as an 
emergency alarm in case of necessity. This gives our Guests a greater 
feeling of security and enhances peace of mind. It must be said also 
that our Worthy Grand Matron furnished the Home with an autoclave 
to be used in our infirmary and a new tractor with certain attachments 
which can be used to improve the beauty of the Home grounds. Let me 
commend every Sister and Brother of the Order of the Eastern Star 
who responded so generously to the appeal of our Worthy Grand Ma- 
tron. 

Another good thing that happened to us during the year which 
may to some seem but a trifle, is somewhat like finding a pot of gold. 
We have had the most delicious, delectable, fine jams and jellies 
brought to us from all parts of the State from practically every Chap- 
ter of the Order of the Eastern Star and frankly we have become 
spoiled children in having so much of such good sweets. We know it 
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would be a bit selfish but must say we wish we could be fortunate 
enough to have home-made jellies sent to us every year. 


If you have visited the Home recently you surely have noticed 
some refrigerators placed in the halls at key places. The Guests are 
using this convenience for their special treats which they enjoy late 
at night or on a hot afternoon. 


Our orchids are blooming almost constantly now and it is very 
rare not to be able to see at least five or six beautiful orchids in full 
bloom placed in conspicuous places about the Home. 


I now must say something in this report which I wish could be 
omitted; namely, that we have 26 deserving Brothers and Sisters whose 
applications have been approved and we cannot take them into the 
Home until 26 of our Guests have expired. Usually each vacancy is 
filled on the day following the passing of one of the Guests in the 
Home. 


I hope that every member of our Order will read carefully the 
President's Report to the Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter since im- 
mediate and future plans for the operation of the Home are presented 
therein. It is our sincere desire to see the beginning of immediate con- 
struction of additional and modern facilities so sorely needed at the 
homesite. Please, my Brothers and Sisters, continue to do what you 
ean toward the improvement for better service at the Home.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MASONIC HERITAGE WEEK 
(Docket No. 15) 


The Committee on Masonic Heritage Week presented 
the following report which was received, entered on the rec- 
ord and referred to the incoming Grand Master: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Many inquiries were made to all the known Grand Jurisdictions 
holding or sponsoring Masonic Heritage programs, such as Kentucky, 
New York, California, and others, who in most instances employed a 
professional person or firm to handle the formation of plans for such 
a project. 

In some instances, individual lodges held such programs under the 
direction of a Grand Lodge Committee comparable to our Special Com- 
mittee on Masonic Research and Education. In some instances, such 
programs were held only by the Lodges in a District or in a few of 
the larger cities over their States where meeting accommodations for 
large numbers could be made available. In Kentucky, one meeting 
for the entire State is held in the City of Louisville where they can 
accommodate some 15,000 in their fair grounds stadium. 

Another problem that confronted your Committee was whether 
or not such a program should include allied and appendant Masonic- 
eonnected organizations such as the Shrine, York Rite Bodies, Scottish 
Rite Bodies, Eastern Star, et al. 
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One Grand Jurisdiction, during Masonic Heritage Week opens on 
Monday Night with the program by Master Mason Lodges, the next 
night by the Scottish Rite, the next night by the York Rite, the next 
night by the Shrine, the next by the Eastern Star, the next by De- 
Molay, etc. These meetings are held on a State level but could he held 
on a local level as well. 

In the event the incoming Grand Master wishes to continue the 
study of the possibility and feasibility of a Masonic Heritage Pro- 
gram, it is suggested that the services of a professional person or per- 
sons be secured to either organize or advise his committee on perfect- 
ing plans for such a program since the ultimate goal and purpose of 
such a program or programs is primarily a public relations matter to 
acquaint not only the members of the Craft with our great heritage 
but the public at large, as well.

I shall always be grateful to those who made 
it possible. I am particularly indebted to Most Worshipful W. Edward 
Burrier, James G. Johnston, Charles B. Newcomb, Charles A. Harris, 
and many others who have given freely of their time and wise counsel 
to make my task easier and more effective. 

The year 1963 was one in which considerable progress was made 
in the field of ritualistic proficiency and Masonic Education. I wish 
to take this means to thank and congratulate the fine dedicated group 
of District Deputy Grand Lecturers for their outstanding performance, 
To them, more than to me, belongs the credit for the progress reported 
herein. 

I am grateful for the many kind invitations to visit with you at 
your communications, your District Meetings, your banquets, etc., and 
I apologize that I could accept so few of them, however, I have spent 
just about every available free hour during the past year on the ad- 
ministrative details of the important task of Grand Lecturer. 


LECTURE SERVICE 


Again it is my pleasure to report that all lodges in this Grand 
Jurisdiction are current as to Lecture Service for the year 1963. The 
Grand Lodge joins me in expressing our gratitude to the District Dep- 
uty Grand Lecturers and Certified Lecturers for making this the 
seventh consecutive year in which this perfect goal has been attained. 
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REPORT ON RITUALISTIC WORK AND ACTIVITIES 


Fifty-six of the fifty-seven Masonic Districts have filed a report 
on the conditions and activities of the various lodges in their respec- 
tive district as required by THE CODE, forty-nine districts report 
that two or more Schools of Instruction were held, seven held only one 
school and one held no school during the year. 


A careful study and analysis of these reports indicates that in- 
terest in the ritualistic work continues to improve throughout the state 
and that steady progress is being made towards having proficient de. 
gree work in every lodge. 


It has been mentioned and discussed by many of the brethren and 
all agree that the degree work could be made more uniform if the work 
which is silent as to any action in floor work were more clearly defined 
in the O. S. W. 


MASONIC EDUCATION 


The use of the Lodge System of Masonic Education continues to 
improve year after year and the reports indicate there is a larger 
number using this system more effectively than in the past. There are 
355 lodges now using this system. The remaining 13 lodges, 5 of which 
fail to report, we hope will avail themselves of this valuable instru- 
ment in the coming year. 


A list of the brethren being recommended for appointment as Dis- 
triet Deputy Grand Lecturers of the 57 Masonic Districts will be 
printed in the Proceedings.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON LOANS FROM THE FOUNDATION 
(Docket No. 17) 


The following report of the Special Committee on Loans 
from the Foundation was received, entered on the record, 
and adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons of North Carolina: 


Your special committee appointed by M.'.W.'.W. Edward Burrier, 
Grand Master, to explore and study the feasibility of making loans 
from the foundation for a certain percentage of the costs of erecting or 
renovating Masonic Temples at a low rate of interest, or of establish- 
ing a revolving Building Fund for loans to subordinate lodges, as 
authorized and directed by the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge at its 
Annual Communication in 1963, reports as follows: 


The proposition before your committee was examined exhaustively 
from the standpoint of: 
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1. The availability of funds from other sources for the pur- 
poses stated; 


2. The position the Grand Lodge would assume as a creditor, 
and 


3. The obligation of the Board of Directors of the Foundation 
to all the Masons of North Carolina. 


Funds from several sources for the purpose of erecting and/or 
renovating lodge halls and buildings are available in almost any 
quantity desired by our subordinate lodges and have been available 
to our lodges for these purposes since the 1930s, with the exception of 
the war years and the so-called tight-money days of the Eisenhower 
administration. Principally, local banks, the officers of which have 
first-hand knowledge of the proposed endeavor; life insurance com- 
panies, nearly all of which have complete facilities and mortgage loan 
departments for investigating, making and servicing loans of this 
type; building or savings and loan associations, both federally and 
state chartered, have a portion of their funds set aside and earmarked 
for loans other than on residential properties; and, finally, private 
sources, individuals and lodge members, usually are financially able to 
lend assistance to lodges desiring to build new or improved existing 
lodge halls. 


A report from the Chairman of the Lodge Service Commission 
informs your committee that no difficulty has been experienced by 
our subordinate lodges in recent years in securing whatever funds are 
reasonably needed for construction purposes or for renovation of 
their properties. 


The relationship of creditor/debtor is potentially dangerous. Your 
committee believes that the Grand Lodge, as a matter of policy, 
should not permit itself to be jockeyed into the position of having to 
face up to possible foreclosure proceedings against one or more of its 
subordinate lodges. The relationship is not tenable, and your committee 
is of the opinion that the relationship should be avoided. 


Finally, the duties and obligations of the members of the Board 
of Directors of the North Carolina Masonic Foundation are to all the 
Masons of North Carolina and not to the few who would seek largess in 
the form of favored treatment at the expense of all others. The pur- 
pose and aims of the Foundation are charitable giving; the desire 
of the members of the Board of Directors of the Foundation is to pro- 
duce the most revenue possible consistent with sound investment prac- 
tices. By adopting the policy of accepting mortage loans at reduced 
rates would, on the very face of it, defeat the purpose, aim and desire 
toward which responsible men have been devoting their time for years. 


Your committee’s conclusion is that Grand Lodge assistance in the 
procuring of monies for lodge hall construction and/or renovation 
is not necessary or desirable, and recommends the rejection of the rec- 
ommendation as not in the best interests of the Grand Lodge or of 
the Freemasons of North Carolina.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON DUAL AND PLURAL MEMBERSHIP 
(Docket No. 18) 


The following report of the Special Committee on Dual 
and Plural Membership was received, entered on the record, 
and referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons of North Carolina: 


Your Special Committee, appointed by M.'.W.'.William Edward 
Burrier, Grand Master, to ascertain the merits and/or demerits of 
dual and/or plural membership, as authorized and directed by the 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge at its 1963 Annual Communication re- 
ports as follows: 

An examination of the dual and/or plural membership privileges 
of the forty-nine Grand Lodges in continental United States reveals 
permissive regulations by States as follows: 


Dual Membership Plural Membership 
In State Out of State In State Out of State 
29 39 15 19 


It ean be seen from the above statisties that a majority of the 
49 Grand Lodges permit in State dual membership and by an even 
greater majority permit dual membership privileges outside of the 
State over which they have jurisdiction. Only 15 Grand Lodges per- 
mit plural membership within their jurisdiction while 19 permit plural 
membership outside of their borders. 


Your Committee cites these statistics not as a suggestion that 
our Grand Lodge govern itself by the opinions and decisions of others 
but rather to convey to you the importance attached to dual out-of- 
State membership privileges, for your Committee, after careful study 
of the subject, concludes that the privilege is important for our pur- 
pose also, particularly in the formation of new lodges within our Grand 
Jurisdiction and that the advantages to be derived from the privilege 
of dual membership far outweigh any disadvantages that might be in- 
curred or experienced in record keeping by the secretaries of the sub- 
ordinate lodges or in the Grand Secretary's office. 


An out-of-State dual membership privilege would enable sojour- 
ners in our Grand Jurisdiction to participate on a primary basis in the 
activities of our lodges while retaining for sentimental reasons mem- 
bership in their mother lodges in other States. North Carolina is fast 
becoming a “resort” state—a place for men to live out their retirement 
years. The areas around Asheville, Brevard, Hendersonville, Pinehurst, 
Wilmington and northward along the coastal plain have many such 
brethren who would like to take an active part in the affairs of the 
local lodges while retaining membership in the mother lodge. 

Many sojourners also would assist in the formation of new lodges 
and become charter members thereof, if they had the privilege of do- 
ing so while retaining for sentimental or other reasons their original 
primary membership. It is a matter of record that our Illustrious 
Brother George Washington retained his membership in the lodge 
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at Fredericksburg while serving as Master of Alexandria Lodge, now 
Alexandria-Washington Lodge No. 22, 

Your Committee does not recommend the adoption of regulations 
permitting plural membership but your Committee does feel that 
dual membership privileges for members of out-of-state lodges to 
be advantageous and we recommend adoption of permissive legisla- 
tion to that end.

REPORT OF THE MASONIC RELIEF ASSOCIATION 
OF THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA 
(Docket No. 21) 


The following report relative to the Masonic Relief As- 
sociation of the United States and Canada was received, 
entered on the record, and referred to the incoming Grand 
Master: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Last September our Grand Master asked the Officers of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina to submit recommendations for con- 
sideration by the Board of General Purposes and the Grand Lodge. 
I was privileged to attend the annual meeting of the Masonic Re- 
lief Association of the United States and Canada held last year in 
Brooklyn, and from this visit and from other sources I have learned 
a great deal of the history of this fine association, and I now desire to 
impart some of this information and a recommendation. 

The Masonic Relief Association of the United States and Canada 
was organized in 1885 and 1886 by a small group of Masons repre- 
senting 18 Boards of Relief which had been previously established, 
some for more than 25 years. From what I have been able to gather, 
it engages primarily in coordinating the activities of the various re- 
lief boards scattered throughout the continent, of which there are are a 
total of 170. Only one of these is located in North Carolina—at Southern 
Pines—and it has been more or less inactive for several years. 


The activities of these boards are many and varied. They were 
established originally for the main purpose of helping the sojourning 
and transient member, his widow and orphans, (1) from another juris- 
diction, or (2) from the local jurisdiction residing temporarily or 
permanently elsewhere. The help rendered may be through their own 
service, or by referral to a proper agency. Such assistance may be 
financial, medical, or legal: arranging for temporary accommodations, 
giving travel advice, or simply listening to someone’s troubles. The 
services now include the detection and reporting in “The Bulletin” of 
unworthy Masons and impostors preying on the fraternity; blood 
donor programs, employment services, counseling, hospital visitations; 
and in some cases boards have available hospital beds, Wheel chairs, 
crutches and other such items which may be used by a needy and wor- 
thy brother and his family. 

I have been amazed to learn the extent of the work being done 
by these dedicated Masons, and am somewhat embarrassed in admitting 
that I had been a Mason for more than 23 years before I realized 
how much good they were doing, not only for the needy Masons, their 
widows and orphans, but for Masonry itself. 
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While I know that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina has two 
of the finest Masonic institutions in the United States today, if not 
the finest, I feel that we are falling short of our duty until we make 
a greater effort to better serve those deserving Masons and their fam- 
ilies who need assistance but do not require or cannot avail themselves 
of the benefits available at the Masonic and Eastern Star Home or the 
Oxford Orphanage. Masonic Relief is one of Masonry’s principal 
Tenets. I believe there is much to be done in North Carolina before 
we can say that we are doing all we can to live up to this obligation. 

This brings me to my recommendation: That a Grand Lodge Com- 
mittee be appointed to make a thorough study of the activities of 
the Masonic Relief Association of the United States and Canada, and 
of the various boards throughout the continent; that the information 
so obtained be used to educate the officers and members of our lodges 
regarding the fine accomplishments of this group; and to encourage 
the Masons in this jurisdiction to join this effort by organizing Boards 
of Relief in their own communities, so that we in North Carolina may 
assume a larger share of the responsibility for the execution of these 
worthy Masonic services. 

This, in my opinion, would serve another useful and valuable pur- 
pose. These worthwhile activities would stimulate the interest of more 
and more members. We would have a better informed membership and 
those who participate, or even learn of the unselfish service being ren- 
dered by Masons day after day throughout the year, would have another 
good reason to be proud to call themselves Masons. 

I would like to make just one other suggestion. We have in North 
Carolina two outstanding Masons, either one of whom, because of 
their training and experience—not to mention their superior personal 
qualities—would be eminently qualified to head up the proposed com- 
mittee. I refer to Brothers A. D. Leon Gray and Troy G. Robbins.

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REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE 
TO THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
(Docket No. 23) 


M.’.W.’.Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representative to the 
Masonic Service Association of the United States, presented 
the following report, which was read and entered on the 
record. The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue 
its membership in the Masonic Service Association of the 
United States for the ensuing year was adopted unani- 
mously, and the matter of finances referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Forty-fifth Annual Meeting of the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion of the United States was held in the Colonial Ballroom of the 
Muehlebach Hotel, Kansas City, Missouri, at nine-thirty o’clock on the 
morning of February 19, 1964. The meeting was called to order 
promptly by Most Worshipful Brother William T. Sturtz, Past Grand 
Master of Minnesota and Chairman of the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion. After the invocation by the Reverend Dwight H. McAlister, 
Grand Master of South Carolina, the secretary then called the roll of 
the member lodges, and a welcome was extended by the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master of Missouri, Brother Arthur U. Goodman, Jr. 


It was noted that Brother John D. Cunningham, who had served 
the Association so long and faithfully, had resigned effective July, 
1963, and that Most Worshipful Brother Conrad Hahn, Editor of 
Publications, was appointed Deputy Executive Secretary-Treasurer 
to “assume all the duties and functions of the Secretary-Treasurer in 
the event of his death or resignation.” Among the arrangements made 
by the Commissioners of the Association, in appreciation of such 
an outstanding contribution to the labors of the Association, was the 
preparation in the form of a beautifully hand-lettered scroll of a trib- 
ute to Brother John D. Cunningham. 


No new members had joined the Association during 1963. The Ma- 
sonic Service Association is composed of 42 Grand Lodges, the largest 
membership in its history. 


The Association published twelve issues of THE SHORT TALK 
BULLETIN during 1963, making now a total of 492 in print. These 
BULLETINS deal with pertinent Masonic topics and furnish the 
finest type of program material for any lodge who wishes to put on 
such a program. The Association received many appreciative comments 
on the messages in the SHORT TALK BULLETINS. It also published 
quite a number of digests, documents, and other subjects of Masonic 
information during the year. 


Since the release of its first picture in 1956, the many prints of 
pictures now availalbe have been in almost constant circulation. Al- 
most all of the Association’s films require a 16mm. sound projector, 
and all of them run approximately 30 minutes. A new talking motion 
picture filmed in November presents the former Executive-Secretary, 
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John D. Cunningham, giving an engaging address for historians en- 
titled, "The Mason in Your Home." It is now ready for release. 


It should also be noted that the reference files and research library 
of the Association have been augmented through purchases and docu- 
ments sent by Masonic librarians and scholars from every section of 
the country. Thus the Association is better equipped to assist the Ma- 
sonie students, Grand Secretaries, Committee on Education, and others 
who continually write to them for information. 


Members of the headquarters staff have also been glad to serve as 
consultants to Grand Lodge committees on information, education, or 
publications when requested to do so. 


The Hospital Visitation Program continues to exemplify the great 
heart of Masonry in a manner easily recognized and greatly appre- 
ciated by those who have no other contact with us. The extremely lim- 
ited finances of the Association still prevent the expansion of this pro- 
gram to include areas that are desperately in need of its service, In 
North Carolina, for example, there are two full-time hospital visitors, 
one of whom serves Camp Lejeune and Fort Bragg, and the other 
serves Oteen. Of especial interest, however, not only to Masons in 
North Carolina, but to Masons everywhere who are interested in ex- 
tending the Hospital Visitation Program is a new type of Hospital Visi- 
tation Program, which was inaugurated this year in the Veterans 
Hospital of Salisbury, North Carolina, directed by our Grand Master 
and requested by the Assistant Administrator of the hospital in Salis- 
bury, Brother M. R. Brownlee, with Brother Harold L. Isenhour, a 
prominent and very active Mason of Salisbury, serving as the co-or- 
dinator and general director of the initatory plans, together with the 
able assistance of the very efficient Chief Field Agent of the MSA, 
Brother William C. Edmunds. This new program is of such importance 
that we are attaching the story of its activation in its entirety, and as 
the story was presented to the Masonic Service Association in Kansas 
City. The inauguration of this program in Salisbury now means that 
there is only one Veterans Hospital left in North Carolina without 
a program of Hospital Visitation, and this hospital is in Durham. Cer- 
tainly, it is to be hoped that the brethren in the Masonic District in 
which Durham is located might be inspired to initiate such a program. 


In North Carolina last year there were 6,106 bedside visits made to 
Masonie brethren and a total of about 104,000 bedside visits to old 
patients. Interestingly enough, throughout the United States there were 
1,779.007 bedside visits made at a cost of between nine and ten cents 
per visit. Anyone desiring a deep appreciation of the services that 
are provided through this program has only to arrange for a visit 
with one of our hospital visitors. Such a visit will prove most in- 
spiring indeed. This Hospital Visitation Program is financed by vol- 
untary contributions resulting from appeals by the Grand Lodges, and 
also by direct assessments to the membership, as well as by contri- 
butions from Grand Lodge funds. 


It is recommended that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina con- 
tinue its membership in the Masonic Service Association, with a pay- 
ment of dues which have been in the amount of approximately $1550, 
and that we furthermore continue our participation in the Hospital 
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Visitation Program by allocating the sum of $3,000 for this purpose 
in the budget for the coming year. Both of these items are the same 
amount as was provided in our budget for the preceding year. -

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO THE M. S. A. 
ON THE HOSPITAL VISITATION PROGRAM 
(Docket No. 24) 


M.’.W.’.Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representative to the 
M.S.A., presented the following report, which was read and 
entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


On June 11, 1963, the Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 
received a request from Brother M. R. Brownlee, Assistant Administra- 
tor of the Veterans Hospital in Salisbury and Information Service 
Representative, for necessary steps to be taken to provide this hospital 
with a Masonic Visitation Program. Brother Brownlee stated that he 
was already familiar with the tremendous good that could be accom- 
plished in Veterans Hospitals through such a program, because he had 
had association and experience with such programs in his administra- 
tive capacity in other hospitals. The Grand Master immediately got in 
touch with the Masonic Service Association and action was immediately 
initiated by Brother William C. Edmunds, the efficient Chief Field 
Agent. In the meantime, the Grand Master had proceeded to contact 
one of the most active Masons in Salisbury, Brother Harold L. Isen- 
hour, who also had expressed a keen interest in the initiation of such a 
program and had also indicated a willingness to serve as the Local 
Representative or contact man, to make the arrangements necessary 
for the institution of such a Visitation Program. 

Then followed a considerable amount of correspondence in which 
Brother Edmunds indicated the procedure that should be followed in 
perfecting a local organization. 

It was indicated from the very beginning that the program to be 
instituted would be one that was carried on by local Masons entirely 
from a standpoint of voluntary service, that one of them would be 
selected as the Field Agent and another to serve as the Alternate 
representative, that the Masonic Service Association would provide 
the direction and guidance and would make possible the training of 
the Field Agent for his subsequent duties. For the most part, other 
than these incidentals, there was to be no financial obligation of any 
significant amount to be absorbed by anybody. 

Finally, all of the organizational details had been handled most ef- 
fectively by Brother Isenhour and Brother Edmunds and a date was set 
for a meeting, at which time the final organization was to be per- 
fected. This meeting was held on Sunday afternoon at two o’clock 
December 1, 1963. The Grand Master had asked Most Worshipful 
Robert L. Pugh, Masonic Service Association Representative in North 
Carolina, to attend the meeting and to assist in the plans for the 
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organization. By invitation, Most Worshipful Brother James W. 
Brewer of Greenville, North Carolina, also attended the meeting. Other 
persons present were William C. Edmunds, Chief Field Agent of the 
M.S.A., Brother Harold Isenhour, and six representatives from the 
Thirty-Seventh Masonic District, in which district the hospital is 
located. These six representatives came from each of the six lodges in 
the district. The meeting was held in the Administration Building with 
Brother Dick Brownlee, the Assistant Administrator, also assisting. 


The six representatives organized themselves into a V.A.V.S. 
(Veterans Advisory Volunteer Service) Committee, each member un- 
derstanding that he was representing his lodge on the committee and 
that he could go back into his own lodge and have a committee of 
assistants appointed to help him in any number. 

After Brother Edmunds had explained the program of the M.S.A. 
and duties that would be required of the Field Agent and the Alter- 
nate, agreeing also to send the selected Field Agent to the Veterans 
Hospital in Augusta for training in this particular type of work, the 
committee then selected Brother W. G. Morgan of Fulton Lodge No. 99 
as the Field Agent, and Brother F. T. Carawan of Andrew Jackson 
Lodge No. 576, Salisbury, as the Alternate. Brother Harold Isenhour 
was asked to continue in his capacity as Co-ordinator. 

Subsequently Brother Morgan proceeded to the Augusta Hospital 
where he en?oyed a period of training in the Veterans Hospital there. 
It should be noted at this point that the hospital in Salisbury deals 
with patients afflicted with emotional disturbances, and therefore re- 
quires a type of technique in visitations totally different from that 
required in ordinary hospitals. 

Since that time, the visiting has been done by the Field Agent, or 
his Alternate. However, a change of plan is now in process, and this 
anticipated change bids. fair to become extremely effective. Brother 
Morgan, and Mrs. Campbell, the wife of one of the psychiatrists attach- 
ed to the hospital, are now assigning one ward to each of the six lodges 
in the district for purposes of visitation. This lodge then becomes 
responsible for the welfare of this ward, which has been. assigned to 
it. These assignments have already been made, and in a very short 
while it will. be possible to measure the progress that has been made 
with this type of. program. The chairman of the lodge committee will 
make his contacts with the Field. Agents and with Mrs. Campbell and 
together they will plan the day and the hour when the visits will be 
made. 

. It is the consensus that this type of روم وو‎ program in which a 
lodge assumes full responsibility for the Masons in an assigned area in 
each hospital will be-one of the great challenges issued to these lodges. 
Thus far it is being received with a tremendous amount of enthusiasm, 
and it is predicted that it will produce immense benefits. 

The Veterans Hospital in Salisbury is a tremendous institution. 
There are one thousand beds, with approximately one employee per 
patient. The Assistant Administrator, Brother Brownlee, made this 
significant comment at the time, he asked concerning the possibility of 
the Visitation Program: he said that they wanted the Masonic lodges 
to enter into a Visitation Program not with money, not with fruits 
and eandies, not with moving picture shows. The hospital already 
possessed all of those things in abundance, but what they wanted was a 
committee of Masons to come in and make an effort to reach their 
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brother Masons who are patients in that hospital, and form a contact 
with them on the basis of their common Masonic membership, which 
would be far superior to that which might be formed by a psychiatrist 
dealing with these same patients. What a tremendous challenge this 
is to the Masons of this district. What a golden opportunity it is to per- 
mit them to make a contact which might reach the inbeing of that per- 
son in a way that no other non-Mason could possibly develop. 

This leaves only one Veterans Hospital in North Carolina now 
without a Visitation Program—the one in Durham, and it is devoutly 
hoped that we will be able to make plans in the very near future for 
the formulation of a similar type program with the Masons who are 
confined in that hospital.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 

THE GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC 

NATIONAL MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 25) 

M.'.W..Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., Representative to the 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Associa- 
tion, presented the following report, which was read, enter- 
ed on the record and referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Fifty-fourth Annual Convention of the George Washington 
Masonic National Memorial Association was called to order in the 
Colonial Ballroom of the Hotel Muehlebach, Kansas City, Missouri, 
February 22, 1964, with the President, Most Worshipful Brother John 
H. Hessey, Past Grand Master of Maryland, presiding. After the wel- 
come by the Grand Master of Missouri and a response by the Grand 
Master of Maryland, the distinguished guests who had come from 
almost all over the free world were recognized. 

President Hessey made his report on the excellent condition of the 
Memorial and on the progress that had been made to increase the 
Endowment Fund by encouraging the adoption by the various mem- 
ber states of what has become known as the “Pennsylvania Plan.” 
During the course of his remarks, he referred to the campaign that is 
in progress now in North Carolina to meet its goal and poured praise 
upon the efforts that are being expended to complete the project. He 
made recognition of the retirement of Brother Frederick F. Schondau, 
who had served many years as Secretary-Treasurer Emeritus of the 
Association, and was presented with a beautiful plaque with a citation 
of his marvelous record of service. 

It was announced also that Most Worshipful Brother Marvin E. 
Fowler, Past Grand Master of the District of Columbia, and Provincial 
Grand Master of the Royal Order of Scotland, was elected Secretary- 
Treasurer to succeed Brother Schondau. 

The Association was informed also that the fourth floor of the 
Memorial, which is now empty, will hereafter be designated as The 
George Washington Museum to represent both the Scottish Rite and 
the York Rite, the room itself to be a gift from the York Rite and also 
from the Northern and Southern Jurisdictions of the Scottish Rite. 
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In April 1961 while the Grand Lodge of North Carolina was hold- 
ing its Annual Communication in New Bern, it unanimously approved 
the adoption of the Pennsylvania Plan under which each of the lodges 
in North Carolina agreed to contribute the sum of one dollar for each 
of its members. At the conclusion of this campaign, the Grand Lodge 
itself would contribute ten dollars for each lodge in North Carolina. 
The period of four years was designated as the length of time in which 
it was hoped the campaign would be completed. We are now approach- 
ing our third Annual Communication since that time, and again will 
bring our reports up-to-date and will continue to present Certificates 
of Merit to those lodges who have made their contribution amounting 
to 100% during the year. Our Grand Master this year, Most Worship- 
ful W. Edward Burrier, has labored extensively in support of this 
program and wherever he has held his District Meetings, he has given 
a period of time in which the plan was emphasized, Lodges made their 
reports at each of these meetings on the amount that they have con- 
tributed. Wherever there was need for encouragement, or a word of 
inducement, the Grand Master was quick to come forth with whatever 
was necessary. 

Contributions at the present time total $31,317.22. This amount 
represents gifts from 236 lodges. We now have one year left in which 
to complete the plan. The ensuing year, therefore, must produce exten- 
sive effort if the plan is to be completed during the allotted four-year 
period. We are fortunate indeed in that the incoming Grand Master 
has already pledged himself to utilize his tremendous energies to the 
end that this program shall be brought to a successful conclusion. 
Needless to say, North Carolina looks forward to that day, and it is 
sincerely hoped that when our Grand Master visits the next annual 
meeting of the George Washington Masonic National Memorial Asso- 
ciation, which this year will be held once again in the beautiful 
Memorial at Alexandria, the Grand Lodge of the Tarheel State will be 
able to come forward with a check in the approximate amount of 65 to 
70 thousand dollars, representing the successful conclusion of this pro- 
gram. 

Our Grand Master has done a marvelous job in supporting this 
program during the current year, and we look forward to the next year 
under the leadership of a new Grand Master during whose administra- 
tion we sincerely feel this marvelous project will be completed in 
North Carolina. 

Thus far we have presented approximately 90 or more lodges with 
Certificates of Merit. This year, as heretofore, a Certificate of Merit 
will be presented to the lodges that have reached their goal of 100% 
participation since that time. The following lodges have achieved that 
goal, and on Wednesday morning the Master of the lodge, or his repre- 
sentative, will come forward as the name of his lodge is called and the 
Grand Master will be happy indeed to present his Certificate of Merit, 
recognizing such outstanding achievement: (See Proceedings)

The T of the Special Committee to study the Grand 
Master's Recommendation regarding Fifty-year Members 
was presented and unanimously adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Immediately following the Annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina in Asheville in April, 1963, a Special Com- 
mittee was appointed to make a study of Most Worshipful Grand Mas- 
ter Ricker's recommendation found on page 13 of his report and listed 
as recommendation number 10. From this, we quote: *I recommend 
that fifty-year members be exempt from the payment of dues to their 
lodge, and that Regulation 85-35 be amended to make possible the 
exemption of such payment." He also recommended the amendment of 
Regulation 50-01 to deal with the same recommendation. 

The members of the committee, whose names are attached to this 
report, have ziven consideration to the recommendation and respect- 
fully submit the following as an expression of the unanimous opinion 
of this committee : 

i 1. ‘Such provision as that included in the Grand Master’s 
recommendation is rightfully an obligation of the local lodge, 
and if remission of dues is to be granted, or payment of the per 

. capita tax absorbed by anyone, it should be done by. the local 
lodge. 

2. The committee expresses itself as beine unanimously of the 
opinion that this is a program the Grand: Lodge should not embark 
upon at this time.

the Regulations up-to-date with any amendments thereto, or de- 
cisions or enactments thereunder made since THE CODE was 
‘adopted on April 22, 1948, uis revised and amended on April 
17, 1957; i 
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2. To revise, clarify and reconcile any part thereof that may 
be necessary; and 
3. To present its recommendations under this order, for ac- 
tion by the Grand Lodge as provided in Section 11-02 and Reg- 
ulation 111-01, at its Annual Communication in 1965.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 28) 


. The Grand Master recognized and presented W.'.Broth- 
er W. Kenneth Goodson, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 

I speak to you this afternoon with a deeper feeling of insecurity 
than you can possibly imagine. I realize my inadequacy in performing 
the task that has been assigned to me by my Brother, the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master. He knows and I know, and you soon will know, 
that I do not come to you in excellency of speech nor with the wisdom 
of a long-time tried performer in the excellent acts and works of our 
Craft. Many of you are far more proficient than I in the secrets of 
Masonry. I stand humbly before you as one who has been asked to 
deliver thé Grand Oration, and I do it in deep appreciation for the 
honor that has been conferred upon me in making me the Grand Ora- 
tor for the Grand Lodge of Masons of North Carolina. I come not to 
you as a Master to direct your attention to great drawings upon my 
trestle board, nor even as a Fellow-craft to present a specimen of 
skill. I do come, however, as a Free man who has sat among his breth- 
ren, repeated the password, and been admitted into the Lodge. I have 
vouched for my brethren and I have had them vouch for me. I have 
been given and received a token, my heart has been opened to receive 
a secret word, but closed again to seal it for time and eternity except 
to “him or them to whom it may rightfully be given.” I am a Mason, 
a Free Mason, so accepted among my brothers. I ask for no other 
yualifications as I 0 before this assembly of Master Masons ue 
afternoon. 

“J would have to benin. with a Samoa Sod of deep PR N 
to oüi Most Worshipful Grand Master who has honored me by this ap- 
pointment. So conspicuous has been his service and devotion to the 
Grand Lodge of our State that it shall long be one of the happy mem- 
ories of my life that I was allowed by his gracious appointment the 
privilege of being a part of his team. This honor I have had once be- 
fore and what I shall say to you this day shall be somewhat in tbe 
same vein as a previous oration that I 0 at the Grand Lodge 
more than ten years ago. 

I have read and reread with interest every available oration de- 
livered at this Grand Lodge since my birth. I realize that I stand here 
this very afternoon in a long and esteemed lineage. Because of this I 
am filled with a deep sense of humility and the complete. realization 
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of my inability to follow where they have trod, but having said that, 
«T plunge." 

I am not proficient enough to instruct you in the practices or the 
theories of Masonry or in the complete workings of our Fraternity. 
Here beside me and yonder in front of me sit men proficient beyond 
all my capacities in the workings of our craft. From some of them I 
received my instruction. I would not presume now to take the role of 
teacher. From many of them I have received inspiration and fellow- 
ship. To all of them I am grateful. I still sit in humility at their feet, 
"seeking more light in Masonry." Though I could not speak to you as 
an expert on operative or speculative Masonry, I could speak as one 
who has felt in his heart the tug of the fraternity; who has been, on 
more than one occasion, inspired almost beyond the ability of expres- 
sion as the secrets and wonders of our craft have been unfolded before 
me. I could and do claim my right to speak to you as one who has felt 
and seen back of the symbolism of our craft the great meanings and 
principles for which our order stands. I can and do speak with humil- 
ity to you concerning our craft as a plain, free man, a Master Mason, 
who has stood and does now stand under the protection of the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe in whose name and under whose spirit all 
freemasonry must live if it is to prosper and endure. 

I speak primarily of the great spiritual values of our Order. A 
friend once said to me, “What do you have to learn to be a Mason?" 
I ask you, "Is that all there is to it; something you have to learn?" 
Can a man with a poor ability to learn and to memorize be kept from 
our Chambers and a man with a keen ability to memorize and poor 
ability to discern be allowed to fellowship among us? My brethren, 
our order consists far more than of the catechism and its component 
parts. The pity of Masonry is still that a man can feel that he is a 
Mason because he can recite, with a minimum of coaching, the words 
of Masonry. A very great Man, many centuries ago, reminded us that 
“the letter killeth but the spirit giveth light.” It is my purpose to carry 
you down a spiritual highway as we “seek more light.” 

May I ask you some questions, four in all? I do not presume for 
one moment, as you will presently see, that they are original with me. 
They are as old as time and as honored as our order and are more 
honorable than the ancient golden fleece to the heart of each of us. 
I ask you first: 


Who are You? Hundreds of years ago, prior to the Christian Era, 
a Psalmist lifted his voice out of despair toward the East and, ad- 
dressing the Great Architect of the Universe, cried out, “What is 
Man, 0 Lord that thou art mindful of him?" What is man? Who are 
you? Science tells us that we are material formed by the composition 
of many elements, including sulphur, phosphorus, water, manganese 
and other elements, but is that all you are, the composition of many 
elements? It was the Psalmist who reminded us that we were created 
only a little lower than the angels and were given destiny and purpose 
and meaning to life. Many years ago, a great preacher was addressing 
a national convention in the City of Los Angeles when the audience 
became distracted by a “‘comrade” who wandered to and fro in the 
aisle. It soon became apparent that he was under delusion and finally 
it was discovered by all there that he was a victim of that dreaded 
disease of the First World War. He was shell-shocked! How that word 
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brought horror into our hearts a generation ago. This brother became 
attracted by the voice of the speaker and with profound slowness 
made his way toward the speakers rostrum where the mighty speaker 
was addressing the convention. A hush came over the audience; the 
“buddy” walked over toward the preacher, looked him over with cau- 
tion and care, and then finally pulled at his coat. The great preacher 
stopped for a moment, put his brawny arm about the man and said, 
“my friend, ten thousand of your buddies would like to help you and 
do now offer their services. Is there anything we can do for you?” 
“Yes, sir," he timidly replied, “Can any of you tell me Who I am?” 
Somewhere, some day we must get that matter straightened out. Until 
a man completely knows who he is and what he is, he is not ready to 
mingle in the fellowship of the Lodge. We must know that we were 
created with a dignity, a little lower than the angels, and thus it was 
intended for us to act as if we were part of the Creation of God. It 
must be remembered that we were made for God’s enjoyment and for 
the edification of other’s souls, that we are free men, unbound by 
shackles of tyranny, but just as important, meant to be unbound by 
the shackles of ugliness and dissipation. You’re a free man, free-born, 
properly vouched for by the Great Redeemer of men. You've been ad- 
mitted into the secrets of an old and time-honored fraternity whose 
strength must lie in something greater than the fact that we know 
certain facts that those without our craft do not. You’re a Mason, 
under bond; you’re a Mason under pledge; you’re a Mason with your 
trust in—well, we'll get to that in a minute. You're a real man! Now 
live like one. No man has the right to bring disrepute upon his Lodge 
by the manner of man that he is, while he wears in his lapel the em- 
blem of our fraternity, or carries within his purse a card to admit 
him into our Order. In this day when some reaction to our Lodge has 
been more than caustic, its only defense is for a Masonry that stand: 
high in human conduct. Let that part of the human family without 
our gates, who have not yet been in search of our secrets, look upon 
us collectively and individually as men who are men, moral and dedi- 
cated. Let our light so shine that other men may see and be drawn 
toward us. 

Then, may I ask, Whence Came Ye? I came out of the past, a 
great past. I came out of time and eternity. I am a free man; I came 
out of history; I came out of the bosom of God. May I tell you how I 
was made? I quote from James Weldon Johnson’s poem entitled Crea- 
tion: 

Then God sat down 

On the side of a hill where he could think; 
By a deep, wide river He sat down; 

With His head in His hands, 

God thought and thought, 

Till He thought, “PU make me a man!” 
Up from the bed of the river 

God scooped the clay; 

And by the bank of the river 

He kneeled Him down; 

And there the great God Almighty, 

Who lit the sun and fixed it in the sky, 
Who flung the stars to the most far corner of the night, 
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Who rounded the earth in the middle of His hand— 
This Great God, 

Like a mammy bending over her baby, 

Kneeled down in the dust 

Toiling over a lump of clay 

Till he shaped it in His own image; 

Then into it He blew the breath of life, 

And man became a living soul. 

We are part and parcel of all that is gone before, though the past 
is only prologue. I came from a family of Masons. My father, now 
gone to his reward, spent more than thirty years as an officer of the 
Lodge in our home town. My brother has sat in the East in that Lodge. 
Many of you come from a long line of distinguished Masons, thus, we 
all stand this very afternoon where generations of great men have 
stood before us. Our Grand Master stands in noble lineage and he shall 
contribute to that nobility. So does every Master Mason here among 
us. I have read the proceedings of our Grand Lodge for many moons 
now past. The names of many whose records can be found among our 
sacred archives are now in the Supreme Lodge above. We tread, my 
brethren, where the saints have trod. The beginning of freemasonry 
in North Carolina dates back more than two hundred years, for we 
find some evidence in North Carolina immediately after the colony 
of Carolina was divided into North and South in the year 1729. It is 
stated by Marshall D. Haywood in his history written in 1906, that 
“the Craft was actively at work in N. C. prior to 1735, for in that 
year enough Masons had settled in the Cape Fear Settlement, near 
the present city of Wilmington, to form a lodge. We came out of the 
past of men who were interested in the beginning of life and in its 
ending. I can see an old battered wagon bearing the little anemic 
bodies of three Granville County children as it rode up to an old frame 
building in Oxford; well, let’s listen to an eye witness account of it: 
“It was a Saturday afternoon. A dull cloud hung in the sky. A man 
with a one horse wagon drove to the door. He told his mission. He 
lifted the pale youths from the wagon with the paw of a lion and, 
with melting pity and tears, kissed them and committed them to the 
Care of Masons in North Carolina.” Thence, now caring for the be- 
ginning of life, we next look to the ending of it and on January 12, 
1904, under the direction of Brothers Clymer, Monroe and Winchester, 
and with the assistance of many of the brethren, founded the Masonic 
and the Eastern Star Home where the weary pilgrims returning from 
the East and the West and the North and the South may pause and 
refresh themselves before continuing their journey to the gates of the 
Supreme Lodge where the Great Architect of the Universe shall re- 
ceive them. We came out of a noble past! A past to which we now may 
contribute with fidelity and perseverance in order that our children 
and our children’s children may reap a more glorious future. We came 
te be sure, from a significant yesterday, but we shall pay rightful 
homage to it only as we build for a significant tomorrow. If you came 
from no place, and are going back to the same, you cannot walk in 
the majestic army of good and fine Master Masons. | 

What Came Ye Here to Do? I came to see my brethren of many 
places. I came to feel the clasp of their hands and the warmth of their 
hearts, for I am a gregarious creature and I must be with others of 
like mind and feel their spirits. I must sit in the Lodge with them; I

must commune with my brothers. I must feel the warmth of a strong 
grip and the strength of a friend to me and mine. I travel this world 
only once. I care not to be that poverty stricken as to be without 
friends. I came to share with my brethren of many valleys and many 
hills the warmth of the craft. I came for fellowship. The greater the 
work and the more harmonious the craft as the closer in bonds of fel- 
lowship and love they come. I came, sir, from near at hand to feel <he 
warmth of my brothers in Masonry. 


I came here, sir, seeking more light. God forbid that any real Ma- 
son should ever be content with that which, at any given time, he then 
knows. I know little, but my heart is warmed; I came seeking more 
light. Our Order has been handed down from mouth to ear and mouth 
to ear for many, many centuries. It could not have been so done had 
not men, many men, been proficient in the work of our craft. Let it 
behoove us all to seek more light to become the more proficient; and 
the more proficient we become, the more excellent we will be in the 
administration of the craft to all ages yet to come. 


I came also to renew my vows in the Congregation of the Lodge 
and among the brethren. I am a human being with instincts that are 
human. I need the hour of revival. Once we stood and assumed the 
obligations of the craft. Come now and let us resume the obligations 
of the craft that our stewardship may ever be acceptable to Him unto 
whom all things are offered. 

These are some of the reasons, sir, for which I came; maybe not 
all of acceptable excellence within themselves, but they are some of 
the reasons. I am continually under the conviction that no man was 
created without a purpose, and that for every man there is a plan and 
a purpose and a destiny. I seek that plan. I seek that purpose. I seek 
to arrive at that destiny. If I came here to do nothing, it would have 
been better had I stayed at home. 

But, sir, Most Worshipful Grand Master, though the hour be wax- 
ing late and the time draws near that you seek to direct the craft 
from labor to refreshment, suffer me a parting word. Hast thou, you 
ask, another word? J have! It concerns the heart of our fraternity; it 
is the cement of our craft binding us together with all mankind and 
Him who is the Architect of the Universe. Will you sit quietly for a 
brief period as I ask you the greatest question addressed to any of us? 
Do you remember when, as a candidate for the secrets of our Order, 
you awaited in a room adjacent to the Lodge hall; where you were 
duly and truly prepared by your brethren. Finally the door opened 
and you were led for the first time in your life into a Masonic Lodge 
Meeting? Do you remember the first question ever addressed to you 
as you stood there? I ask it now to you again. In whom do you put your 
trust? Masonry without God is unthinkable. We might as well try to 
imagine the day without the sun, the sea without the waves, or the 
evening sky without the stars. I can see nothing to life without God 
in it. Perhaps more in our day than in any other generation we have 
known, the prophets of doom announce to us that the end of time 
seems to be drawing near, and because of our own ruthless inventions 
instead of because of God’s ruling. There are many facts in their 
favor. How long can man blow up the universe until there be none 
left? Is it true, really, that our final security must rest in missiles 
and space or is there a chance for a brighter tomorrow beyond our 
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scientific achievements? Is there a chance for a world of peace and 
brotherhood? What chance is there? There must be some. In Whom 
do you put your trust? Some while ago I was privileged to be on the 
beaches at Cape Kennedy and watch the launching of the largest mis- 
sile ever sent into orbit. I rejoiced in its success. I was stunned by its 
magnitude and its impressiveness, but not for a single moment did I 
believe that it carried within it salvation of the human family. In 
this time of uncertainty, when things are changing so rapidly, we 
should ask ourselves whether our ancient Order has anything to say 
to these times. It is a troubled world in which we are living. It is a 
desperately sick world. But it is our world. Have you anything to say, 
as you glance up from your trestleboards of history to this world? 
We have one word to whisper with a conviction into the ears of any 
man who will listen. It is the word God. Let him know once and for 
all that our trust is in God. Stand on your feet and say it over and 
over again, with your eyes looking toward the dawning at the East. I 
believe in God The Father Almighty; Maker of heaven and earth. 
Having said this, then proceed on your way and fear not, for your 
trust is well-founded. You have placed it in right and good and capa- 
ble hands. 

When I was raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason, a well- 
meaning friend remarked that it was regrettable that I had taken my 
degrees in Masonry after my Father had gone a decade or so before 
me. My father sat in the South for many years in his lodge. I was 
told that I would never have the thrill of sitting in a lodge with my 
Father. Is that so? I wonder? I have sat through the degrees of Ma- 
sonry until now I wear proudly the ring of a Double Eagle. I have 
tried to learn its catechisms and absorb its teachings. I have felt the 
thrill of its great pronouncements. I have felt the emotion of its 
mighty obligations. I have lengthened my cable-tow and have un- 
loosed my hoodwink and my eyes have looked upon the faces of my 
brethren and I have beheld the majesty of the Great Lodge. I think 
I understand some of the lessons that the Order of Masonry teaches. 
I truly affirm that someday, not long to be arriving, I shall sit in the 
Grand Lodge where the Supreme Architect of the Universe shall pre- 
side and feel the warmth of my father’s strong grip and take up with 
him the trowel and the square and the level and the plumb-line and 
work at his side in the presence of the Supreme Architect of the Uni- 
verse forever and ever. This I know, for my trust is well founded. 
Thus, I bring to you the Annual Oration of the Grand Lodge of Ma- 
sons for the State of North Carolina. If we are an exclusive Order, 
separated from life and have nothing to do with the grime of daily 
experience, then I have missed the tenets that Masonry has taught. But 
if it means that I shall stand amidst my fellows as a free man, un- 
derstanding and appreciating my freedom, and from that understand- 
ing and appreciation work for the freedom of all mankind, then I 
shall do it as one who understands the tenets of Masonry. It is not 
a Lodge to join and to be restricted to its own concern. To me Ma- 
sonry is a launching pad upon which I have reaffirmed my faith in 
the true and living God, the Supreme Architect of the Universe from 
whence I came and unto Whom I return. I give him the due password 
and sign of an honorable man and I seek to sit in His majestic com- 
pany. May He give me the privilege and may He extend it to all His 
children. This is my prayer so mote it be.

At a time such as this it has always seemed appropriate 
by my predecessors to recall what they had to say at the 
time of their installation, hence, I certainly do not want to 
be the exception to that rule and will accordingly recall to 
you that one year ago in Asheville I suggested that I fully 
realized in my assuming the exalted position of Grand Mas- 
ter of Masons in North Carolina that I did realize then and 
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hoped I would still realize one year hence that lightning had 
not struck, that there had been no Messianic Advent, that 
resurrection day was not immediately before us and that 
there probably were several thousand Masons much more 
competent than I who could accomplish a far better year of 
action. At this time I can honestly say that not one of the 
foregoing statements need to be changed. I do not think we 
have retrograded but if there is any increase in enthusiasm 
and in our prosperity it is only because of the groundwork 
laid by all of my predecessors and the continuing availabil- 
ity and dedication on the part of our Past Grand Masters, 
the Grand Lodge Officers, the Grand Lodge personnel and 
so many, many devoted members of the Craft. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

If there has been any emphasis during the past year on 
any particular subject it could probably be described as an 
effort to increase zeal and dedication among the brethren. 
This program was originated by our distinguished Brother, 
Most Worshipful JAMES W. BREWER who called my im- 
mediate predecessor, my successor and the writer together 
on several occasions before Brother Brewer assumed office, 
at which time his proposed basic program was adopted by 
us, faithfully carried out by Brother Brewer, so faithfully 
followed by Most Worshipful Brother Charles Carpenter 
Ricker and I have done as much as I could with such meager 
talents as I have to continue this program. Not only on be- 
half of the Craft do I want to express our thanks to Most 
Worshipful Brother Brewer but I shall always be personally 
indebted to him for his always willingness to listen to my 
problems and without fail to come up with a most sensible 
answer.

My brethren, the Craft is stronger today and my own 
life is richer because of the group of men I have spoken of 
in the preceding paragraphs. There are so many, many more 
whose names we would list here but for the fact the covers 
of this report cannot be stretched further apart, and your 
Grand Master is indebted to each of you. 


FRATERNAL DEAD 

My brethren, during the past year 1,142 of our brethren 
took that one little step before us and while we lament the 
loss of their presence we do rejoice that they have received 
the True Word and have attained that destiny to which 
every Master Mason aspires, that Celestial Lodge above. I 
think it was Ben Franklin who suggested that very probably 
“death is not a Sleep rather it is an Awakening." 


Every Master Mason is a distinguished Master Mason 
but to a few come the preferment of being accorded the title 
of Worshipful, to even fewer the title of Right Worshipful 
and to a very, very few, the title of Most Worshipful. One of 
that group departed our midst during the past year. Most 
Worshipful Brother John Catlett Vance, Grand Master dur- 
ing 1956-57 was born November 8, 1883 and took that step 
to be raised on December 18, 1963. Brother Vance was loved 
by all who knew him and all Masons, during the year of his 
Grand Master’s duties, did know this great and friendly 
brother. It was the request of Most Worshipful Brother 
Vance that when his hour did arrive our Grand Secretary, 
the Most Worshipful Brother Charles A. Harris conduct ful] 
Masonic ceremonies. This request was carried out with all 
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of its beauty and its dignity by our great ritualistic Brother 
Harris on December 20, 1963. 

The relentless Scythe of Time has also cut that brittle 
thread of life for another of our brethren, Right Worshipful 
Brother Wilbur LeRoy McIver, who died on April 22, 1963, 
as the result of an automobile accident. Brother McIver was 
Grand Secretary from 1946 through 1958, and his personal 
service and dedication symbolized the highest principles of 
Freemasonry.

EMERGENT COMMUNICATIONS 


It has been our pleasure in this year of Masonic zeal and 
activity to have held nine emergent communications each of 
which is worthy in its own right to be recorded here but will 
for the obvious reasons of brevity be confined to that por- 
tion of the Grand Lodge Proceedings where they more prop- 
erly belong. At this point I would like to congratulate those 
responsible for the meetings and to say I enjoyed so much 
being at each one. 

DISPENSATIONS 


I have granted several dispensations during the year for 
lodges to hold meetings for special events in places other 
than in their regular lodge halls, to elect officers to fill va- 
cancies caused by resignation or death and to erect one-story 


lodge buildings. 
ONE-STORY LODGE BUILDINGS 


Although this Grand Master offers no personal opinions 
relative to the merits and/or demerits of a one-story lodge 
building, it has been my experience over the year to find 
that such a type building is being highly favored due not only 
to the lower cost of construction but probably what is more 
important, the fact that since very few lodges can afford an 
expensive elevator, the one-floor plan does provide our sen- 
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ior citizens as well as our handicapped younger brethren 
the opportunity of conveniently attending lodge. I offer this 
not as an argument in favor of nor an argument against 
but rather merely give you what has been told to me. 


It has been my pleasure to issue dispensations to the fol- 
lowing lodges: St. John’s Lodge No. 4, Morning Star Lodge 
No. 85, Central Cross Lodge No. 187, Mount Olive Lodge 
No. 208, Greenville Lodge No. 284, Fort Bragg Lodge No. 
667, Crown Point Lodge No. 708, Troy Lodge No. 718, Win- 
ton Lodge No. 723 and Bush Hill Lodge U.D. to erect a one- 
story building provided it is properly tyled and made safe 
from cowans and eavesdroppers. Of course, each of these 
dispensations was further based on the fact that the dispen- 
sation included no authority to build since all financing ar- 
rangements, et cetera, had first to be approved by the Lodge 
Service Commission before any contracts could be let and 
construction begun. A similar dispensation was given to Red 
Springs Lodge No. 501; however, due to a local situation 
construction has not as yet begun. I do not know at this 
writing whether this item has been approved as yet by the 
Lodge Service Commission. 


The matter of new lodge construction, my brethren, is a 
most important one. Masonry, to be held in the high esteem 
with which we want it to be regarded in each community 
must present good housekeeping. We cannot expect our out- 
standing citizens to have the desired deference for Masonry 
when coming out of a well-kept home, being in attendance at 
an immaculate church, eating in spotless restaurants he 
must then in order to fraternize with his Masonic brethren 
be taken into some of the lodge rooms you and I have seen. 
This is a most important aspect of our dignity in the com- 
munity, Brethren, and while we are told in Masonry that it 
is the internals and not the externals that should be applied, 
it is but natural that our present day brother would like to 
be proud of his Masonic lodge and its temple rather than to 
offer excuses. There are a great many diversionary hin- 
drances to “coming to lodge". Good housekeeping is such a 
simple thing and so readily achievable it behooves us to well 
work for that cleanliness, and that beauty of the temple 
which we so describe in our lectures when we speak of the 
great temple of our first Most Excellent Grand Master. 
Please, let us look well to that temple wherein we carry on 
this great teaching to “love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
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INSTITUTIONS 


My enthusiasm makes me want to orate and elaborate 
on the praiseworthy achievement of the institution of our 
four new lodges: Twin County Lodge U. D. at Rocky Mount, 
John Huske Anderson Lodge U. D. at Fayetteville, Stedman 
Lodge U. D. at Stedman, and Bush Hill Lodge U. D. at Arch- 
dale, however, since this report must be confined within the 
pages of the Proceedings, some degree of brevity demands 
that I leave the description of these meetings to elsewhere 
in the Proceedings. I could not leave this subject, however, 
without expressing my gratitude to the prime movers in 
this movement to bring More Masonry to More people 
More conveniently. Each one of these lodges is showing ex- 
ceptional growth and I hope will have presented itself at this 
Annual Communication in such condition that a charter in 
each case will be granted. My thanks to each of you in those 
lodges for your hospitality to us at the time of our visit. 


CONSTITUTION 


One of my first official tasks was the Constitution of 
Meridian Lodge No. 728, which was the fulfillment of a 
dream I had been attempting to transpose into reality over 
a period of ten years. 


During 1962 a group of ardent Masons combined to form 
the first daylight lodge in North Carolina, such lodge being 
instituted by my predecessor as Meridian Lodge to meet 
on the first and third Thursdays of each month at high 
twelve—and being, of course, aptly cognominated Meridian. 
This lodge has experienced a miraculous growth proving a 
most successful endeavor, not only for the night worker for 
whom it was originally intended, but even more so for the 
busy professional man and white-collar worker who can be 
present during the day but finds it impossible to return to 
town in the evening. This also is proving a boon to our senior 
citizens who find it almost an adventure to go out in the eve- 
ning hours, whereas, a noon meeting can be readily reached 
by bus and our Masonic ceremonies and forms enjoyed by 
them during those hours of the day when they have so little 
to do. In the larger towns of North Carolina emulation of 
Meridian Lodge could well be considered when the matters 
of nonattendance, diversion of interest, etc., arise. This is 
not a substitute for an evening meeting but rather repre- 
sents to the Brethren of Meridian Lodge a modern concept 
of arranging one’s schedule. This lodge was constituted on 
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April 19, 1963 and today has seventy-eight members. Enthu- 
siasm is rampant and a great brotherhood prevails among 
a group of men who might “otherwise have remained at a 
perpetual distance.” 


LODGES CONSOLIDATED 


During the year due to a change in economic conditions, 
traveling conditions, et. cetera, the brethren of Unaka Lodge 
No. 506 elected to consolidate with Montgomery Lodge No. 
426, which consolidation we were happy under the circum- 
stances to approve. From this amalgamation has come forth 
a vigorous lodge with fine promise. 


DEDICATIONS AND CORNERSTONE LAYINGS 


In the wonderful progress that Masonry continues to 
make we are pleased to report to you, the minutes being re- 
corded elsewhere, of the laying of five cornerstones, one at 
the Orphanage and one each at Fort Bragg, Greenville, Rox- 
boro and Kinston. 


To these pleasant tidings, we are happy to report to you 
that we shared in the dedication of new temples at Cope- 
land and Roxboro. 


Dedications and cornerstone layings mark another step 
in Masonry’s progress. While some sister jurisdictions un- 
fortunately have been complaining and hopefully looking 
forward to a recession of losses, it is a pleasure to report to 
you once again that even with the largest number of deaths 
on record, our net gain for 1963 amounted to 444. This is not 
an unusual record for North Carolina Masonry but rather 
represents the rule since 1937. May the Supreme Architect 
long look with favor on the efforts of you, my dedicated 
brethren. 


OUT-OF-STATE VISITATIONS 


It has been our pleasure to have been the guest of our 
brethren in the Grand Lodge during the past year, the 
Grand Lodges of Maine, Ontario, Illinois, Ohio, Maryland, 
Virginia and Connecticut. Immediately prior to becoming 
Grand Master I represented Most Worshipful Brother 
Charles C. Ricker at the Grand Lodges of Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Oklahoma, Maryland and Maine. These visits 
have been an enriching experience for this Grand Master 
and I believe have accrued to the benefit of our Craft in 
North Carolina. On our visitation to Ohio we were accompa- 
nied by Worshipful Brother Robert N. Bass; in Maine by 
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Most Worshipful Brother Charles Carpenter Ricker; and in 
Maryland by Most Worshipful Brother Charles A. Harris. 


Official visitations were made in Rhode Island and the 
District of Columbia by Worshipful Robert N. Bass, Junior 
Grand Deacon; in South Carolina by Most Worshipful 
Brother Charles A. Harris; in Oklahoma and Arizona by 
Right Worshipful Brother Sam A. Hennis, Senior Grand 
Warden; New Jersey, Worshipful Brother Alfred A. Kafer, 
our Senior Grand Deacon; Delaware by Most Worshipful 
Brother James W. Brewer and Most Worshipful Brother 
Robert L. Pugh, and in Louisiana by Most Worshipful 
Brother Harvey W. Smith. In addition to the above visita- 
tions Worshipful Brother William Hooks our Grand Marshal 
attended the sessions of the Masonic Relief Association in 
Brooklyn; at the Southeastern Conference of Grand Masters 
we were represented by Most Worshipful Brother Robert L. 
Pugh, P.G.M., and Worshipful Brother Alfred A. Kafer, S. 
G.D. 


INTERSTATE VISITATION 

Through the splendid cooperation of our Grand Secre- 
tary, Most Worshipful Brother Charles A. Harris, P.G.M., 
and the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, 
Most Worshipful Brother Archer B. Gay, P.G.M., we en- 
joyed together with the Brethren of Virginia a communica- 
tion on December 9th at Greensboro where to a group of 
distinguished Masons from Virginia and North Carolina the 
Grand Master of Virginia, Most Worshipful John Powers 
Stokes, made a most inspiring address. 

On the following evening, Most Worshipful Brother 
Stokes opened a communication of Roman Eagle Lodge at 
Danville where this Grand Master was permitted to address 
another distinguished group of North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia Masons. 

This Interstate Visitation produced splendid reaction 
and I want to take this opportunity to congratulate Most 
Worshipful Brothers Harris, Gay and Stokes for the splen- 
did organization and work they did to make possible this 
fraternization of the Brethren of our two jurisdictions. It 
is sincerely hcped the communications will continue. 

OKLAHOMA VISITATION 

While Deputy Grand Master, I had the good fortune to 
attend the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 
Oklahoma held in Guthrie in February, 1963. There, we be- 
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came acquainted with the very adept and fervid Deputy 
Grand Master of Oklahoma, Right Worshipful Brother Car- 
son Scott. Shortly thereafter, Brother Scott inquired as to 
the availability of a North Carolina ritualistic cast to con- 
fer the Sublime Degree of Master Mason in Oklahoma. 
Immediately following receipt of an official invitation, a 
judging group consisting of Most Worshipful Brother Rob- 
ert L. Pugh, Chairman; Worshipful Brother Edward P. 
Blair and Worshipful Brother Harrison Kauffman, re- 
viewed a number of Master Mason Degree Casts in Raleigh 
where they selected that of Excelsior Lodge No. 261 to make 
the trek to Oklahoma. The Grand Lodge of Oklahoma pro- 
vided the transportation, housing and a portion of the 
sustenance while in Oklahoma City. We would like at this 
time to express our thanks to the Scottish Rite Bodies in 
Charlotte for their financial assistance. On Wednesday, 
October 9th, after a 36-hour bus trip, this very proficient 
and efficient group with the aid and direction of Worship- 
ful Brother Fred Bickell of Oklahoma, exemplified to more 
than 3,000 Brethren in the beautiful Scottish Rite Cathedral 
at Guthrie, as fine a Sublime Degree of Master Mason as it 
has ever been our pleasure to witness. A number of the 
Grand Lodge officers as well as your Grand Master enjoyed 
this perfect presentation as well as the fraternizing with 
more than 3,000 Masons from Oklahoma and nearby states. 
It was a magnificent gathering and a meeting of which 
Masonry in general can well be proud that such enthusiasm 
can be engendered in this day when so many of us are prone 
to lament. We heartily congratulate Most Worshipful Broth- 
er Scott, Most Worshipful Brother Ralph Howard, Most 
Worshipful Brother Fred Latham, Worshipful Brother 
Bickell and the others in Oklahoma as well as our Excelsior 
Lodge, our Grand Lodge officers, our judges and our hosts 
who made this trip such a grand success. 

It is regretted that space does not permit us to list the 
name of each who contributed his time and/or talent in 
this great enterprise—but herewith I express an extra bit 
of thanks to our friends in Oklahoma for their hospitality. 


GRAND MASTERS CONFERENCE 
At the combined sessions in Kansas City this year of the 
Grand Masters Conference, the Masonic Service Association 
and the George Washington National Memorial Association 
we were represented by our Deputy Grand Master, Right 
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Worshipful Brother G. Dudley Humphrey; our Senior Grand 
Warden, Right Worshipful Sam A. Hennis; our Grand 
Treasurer, Most Worshipful Brother James W. Brewer; 
our Grand Secretary, Most Worshipful Brother Charles A. 
Harris, and our elected representative to those groups, Most 
Worshipful Brother Robert L. Pugh. In addition, we were 
happy to share at this group of meetings our transcribing 
system and our Assistant to the Grand Secretary whose 
splendid efforts were appropriately acknowledged by the 
beneficiaries of this favor. At the Grand Masters Confer- 
ence it was our privilege and honor to serve on the Confer- 
ence Committee and in consequence it was quite a pleasure 
during the year to be in fairly frequent communication with 
that distinguished Mason, Most Worshipful Brother Sam 
McIntosh, Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the 
District of Columbia, who served so efficiently and so un- 
selfishly as Executive Secretary of that Conference. It 
was also our pleasure to serve on the Membership Committee 
of the Masonic Service Association. At the meeting of the 
George Washington National Memorial Association the Pres- 
ident, Most Worshipful Brother John Hessey, Past Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Maryland, congratulated 
North Carolina before the entire group assembled for its 
herculean efforts in endeavoring to culminate this coming 
year a most successful drive to perpetuate the George Wash- 
ington National Memorial. 

A number of vital subjects were discussed at the Grand 
Masters Conference; however, since all matters discussed 
there are intended to give each jurisdiction the benefit of 
the thinking of the others and since each Grand Lodge main- 
tains its own sovereignty, no conclusions are reached but 
rather are we given information that could not be available 
from any other source. This likewise applies to the Masonic 
Service Association. 

Annual attendance on each of these meetings and an 
active participation therein, on the part of the Grand Lodge 
of North Carolina is vital, I sincerely believe, to the con- 
tinued progressive outlook of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina. At these meetings no one tells us what we should. 
do, what is incumbent upon us, etc., rather, each Grand Mas-. 
ter does have an opportunity to express his views on any 
subject he chooses, in addition to those subjects that are set 
up on the schedule. This is a free-moving meeting that is. 
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not only stimulating but the finest media of communication 
I know possible between the Grand Jurisdictions. 


Elsewhere in this report will be more conclusive reports 
regarding the Cuban situation, etc., all of which have been 
handled during the past year on the basis of the valuable as- 
sistance and information we have secured from Brothers 
Cunningham, McIntosh, Hahn, et al. These represent a fine 
group of real Masonic statesmen. 


OTHER VISITATIONS 

Space does not permit the listing of each of the Ladies 
Nights, Anniversaries, Past Masters Nights, etc., which it 
has been my privilege to visit and on most occasions to be 
the speaker. As a matter of fact, perhaps I should take this 
paragraph to apologize to all and sundry for having utilized 
so much of your time with my thoughts, however, to each of 
you who has invited me and not only to those that the 
Assistant to the Grand Secretary could work into my sched- 
ule but likewise do I want to express a word of gratitude 
to the so many, many of you who did ask me to come by but 
fortunately for you—and unfortunately for the writer—did 
I already have a jam-packed schedule. I know that the speak- 
ers we sent in our place were most acceptable and sincerely, 
if I may make an observation, you got a much better speech 
than had the Grand Master himself been there. Thanks to 
each of you for asking me—perhaps you will give me a rain- 
check when the schedule lightens following April 22nd. 

Numbered among these many visitations were activities 
set up by Oasis and Sudan Temples of the Shrine. I could not 
leave this subject without congratulating each of these Tem- 
ples under the very capable guidance of Brothers Fleming 
Talman, Ralph Hood, Charles A. Harris and Herbert Ruffin, 
of the high honor and deference paid to the office of Grand 
Master. It was very amply demonstrated to everyone that 
these distinguished Brethren who are carrying on such fine 
work in the Shrine revere the Blue Lodge membership on 
which their membership requirement is based. These four 
Brethren together with their Recorders, Brothers Julian 
Helms and Nelson Banks, I want to thank for being so 
thoughtful and appreciative of their Blue Lodge responsibil- 
ities. These Brethren are dedicated Masons. 


YORK RITE AND SCOTTISH RITE 
As Grand Master of Masons during this year, it has been 
my pleasure to have personally known all of the good Breth- 
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ren constituting the officers of the Grand Bodies of York 
Rite as well as the officers of various Consistories of Scot- 
tish Rite. Each, I count as a personal friend and on practi- 
cally each of them have I called during the past year for 
services in some way to which full and complete response 
was given. I have had the pleasure of being in attendance at 
many York Rite and Scottish Rite meetings and although I 
was present at the Grand York Rite Bodies meeting in Ra- 
leigh in May, 1963, unfortunately, unanticipated circum- 
stances precluded my being in attendance at Greensboro in 
March of this year. That absence was my loss, however, I 
recorded here that my Sir Knights might know it was with 
regret I had to pass up their hospitality. I hope they will af- 
ford me another opportunity to put in an appearance. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS 

By reason of an arrangement entered into with my 
illustrious predecessor Most Worshipful Brother Charles 
Carpenter Ricker, most District meetings for the past two 
years have been held on a dual basis, Brother Ricker attend- 
ing in one of the dual District meetings last year with the 
writer covering the other district this year. This program 
has been completed with so much success that I would like 
at this time to pay tribute to Brother Ricker for his sug- 
gestion and his wholehearted cooperation in working out 
such a schedule. We have covered every district with the ex- 
ception of two when all of the wonders of modern medical 
science could not give this Grand Master sufficient resist- 
ance to overcome a combination of flu germs that precluded 
my being at Columbia and Plymouth on January 8th and 9th. 
I am hopeful that my brethren in Districts one, two, three, 
and four will permit me to return at some future time, that 
I might then say 1 have shaken hands with all of the active 
brethren in North Carolina. In the meantime, I do want to 
express appreciation to Brothers Harris and Gray for their 
so capably taking over for those two meetings. As a matter 
of fact, the brethren those two days probably fared far 
better than had the Grand Master himself put in an ap- 
pearance. I could not recommend, however, to the other Dis- 
tricts that they should have arranged to have conspired to 
keep the Grand Master out and use the wonderful talents of 
these two brethren I have just mentioned. 
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DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 


With the three year maximum continuous tenure in the 
office of District Deputy Grand Master—and that tenure 
subject to the reapppointment each year by the incoming 
Grand Master—approximately one-third of the District 
Deputy Grand Masters for any current year must be new 
appointments or those who have been out of office more than 
one year. Accordingly, I “inherited” approximately two- 
thirds of the present District Deputy Grand Masters but 
with the so capable aid and assistance of our Grand Secre- 
tary and several others with whom I took counsel in various 
parts of the state, it was our pleasure one year ago to an- 
nounce a list of District Deputy Grand Masters to serve for 
the ensuing year that has, with but one exception, proved 
that a miracle can be achieved; for every appointment, with 
the one exception, has been most zealous and indefatigable in 
his efforts to further the work of our Craft. Immediately 
following Grand Lodge a meeting of the District Deputy 
Grand Masters was held in Raleigh on Saturday, May 18, 
and the following Saturday in Charlotte. Each District Dep- 
uty was given the privilege of selecting which session he 
cared to attend and I am happy to advise you every District 
Deputy Grand Master with but one exception was in attend- 
ance, some at both meetings. The one exception resigned 
shortly thereafter and in his place has been appointed 
another ardent craftsman who fits in so well with the other 
fifty-six. This group of men do not represent the lodges in 
the District but rather represent the Grand Master and I 
can without fear of contradiction state that no Grand Mas- 
ter ever had a more solid phalanx of intelligent and willing 
Master Masons to carry on the propagation of the great 
principles of Freemasonry. Each is a prominent citizen in 
his community and has substantiated our confidence over 
these twelve months. 

At the two District Deputy conferences we were so capa- 
bly aided by our Grand Secretary, his Assistant, each of the 
Grand Lodge Officers and several of the Past Grand Mas- 
ters. Each of these assemblages proved to be somewhat the 
equivalent of a “Revival Service,” not in the nature that the 
brethren needed reviving but rather in the spirit of enthu- 
siasm that prevailed and which has continued to prevail 
throughout the year. For out of that meeting have come Dis- 
trict meetings where, almost without exception, the attend- 
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ance has been such that we have habitually run out of 
aprons, have continually had to resort to the use of one’s 
handkerchief to become properly clothed—and in one or 
two instances we have had to resort to paper towels. I offer 
this not in any facetious manner but rather to bring out to 
my brethren some idea of the prodigious results achieved 
by these fifty-seven Masons to whom the Craft owes so 
much. 


At this time it is my pleasure to recommend we accord 
the honorary title of Past District Deputy Grand Master to 
the following brethren who have served so well so long:

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OFFICIAL OPINIONS 
Opinion No. 1 


You ask for a ruling in the case of Mr John Dillard Frazier 
based on the following facts: 


Facts: 
At the stated communication of April 1, 1963, Oconee Lodge 
No. 427 balloted on the Petition for the Degrees of Mr. John 
Dillard Frazier, and only one black cube appeared in the box. At 
this point the Master made the mistake of not balloting again im- 
mediately as required in Regulation 76-04(6) of THE CODE, but 
instead declared the petitioner rejected. 
ANSWER: 
Upon these facts, it is my opinion that the action of Oconee 
Lodge No. 427 in rejecting Mr. Frazier is null and void because 
Regulations 76-16 and 78-01, a dispensation is hereby granted to 
Since the Grand Master is authorized to order another ballot under 
Regulation 76-16 and 78-01, a dispensation is hereby granted to 
Oconee Lodge No. 427 to ballot again on the Petition for the De- 
grees of Mr. John Dillard Frazier at its stated communication of 
May 20, 1963, provided that all members of the lodge shall be given 
not less than ten days’ notice by first-class mail under sealed 
cover of the re-ballot and the time and place therefor. 


Let the records of Oconee Lodge No. 427 and those of the Grand 
Secretary's office be made to conform to this opinion and the results 
of the re-ballot. 


Opinion No. 2 


Replying to your letter dated May 13, 1963, I give you an opinion 
on the following facts: 

On November 12, 1944, Brother Norman Wesley Massey was ex- 
cluded for nonpayment of dues by Durham Lodge No. 352. This 
exelusion occurred while Brother Massey was overseas serving in the 
armed forces during World War II. 


Upon the basis of the facts in this case, it is my opinion that Dur- 
ham Lodge No. 352 was at fault in excluding this brother for nonpay- 
ment of dues when he should not have been excluded, and under 
authority of Regulation 88-05 of THE CODE, I hereby order that the 
exclusion and restoration mentioned above be erased from Brother 
Massey's record, and that he be given a 25-Year Certificate in accord- 
ance with Regulation 88-03 of THE CODE. 


Let the records of Durham Lodge No. 352 and those of the Grand 
Secretary be made to conform to this opinion. The Grand Secretary 
will issue further instructions as to the records and to all financial 
matters involved. 


This opinion shall be read in full at the first stated communica- 
tion of this lodge after its receipt and entered in full in the minutes 
thereof, and marginal notations shall be made in the minutes for 
November 12, 1944 and January 11, 1946, referring to this official 
opinion and to the date it is recorded in the minutes. 


According to an affidavit signed by the present Secretary of 
Durham Lodge No. 352 and by the brother who was Secretary of the 
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lodge at the time of Brother Massey’s exclusion for NPD, Durham 
Lodge No. 352 had a resolution during the years of World War II 
stating that a member would not be suspended for NPD while he was 
in service overseas. 

Brother Massey paid his dues when he returned and was restored 
to membership on January 11, 1946; however, he does not remember 
having been told that he was excluded for NPD or that he was re- 
stored. Apparently, he simply thought he was receiving credit for pay- 
ment of dues, 

Opinion No. 3 

I have reviewed the matter of the election of Mr. Albert Columbus 
Purvis in Pythagoras Lodge No. 249, which ballot took place on June 
18, 1963, without the Petition for the Degrees having been certified by 
your office. 

This ballot was ILLEGAL and VOID because it is a violation of 
the provisions of Regulations 76-01 and 73-13 of THE CODE which 
make it mandatory for a petition to bear the certification of the 
Grand Secretary before a ballot can be taken. 

The Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in such 
cases; therefore, a dispensation is hereby granted to Pythagoras 
Lodge No. 249 to reballot on this petition at the stated communication 
of this lodge to be held on July 16, 1963, since you advise that the peti- 
tion has now been certified, 

You will issue such directions to the lodge as may be necessary to 
carry out this Order. 

Opinion No. 4 

After reading the communication from your lodge dated Septem- 
ber 10, 1963, and it appearing to me that while the reballot was being 
taken, Brother F. V. Pate, Junior Warden, approached the East while 
the balloting was in progress and before the results of the reballot had 
been announced or declared by the Master, and called the attention to 
an irregularity in connection with the secret ballot on the Petition for 
the Degrces, that it was the duty of the Master to immediately stop 
the balloting and take another ballot complying fully with Regulations 
71-13; 76-04(6, 7, 12); and 76-20 of THE CODE, and this not having 
been done, the said secret ballot was illegally taken. 

William G. Hill Lodge No. 218 is hereby authorized to take a re- 
ballot on the said Petition for the Degrees at your next stated com- 
munication to be held on September 23, 1963, as provided in Regula- 
tion 76-01(1) of THE CODE. 

This Official Opinion shall be read in full at your stated com- 
munication on September 23, 1963, and entered in full in the minutes 
thereof, and a marginal notation shall be made in the minutes for 
September 9, 1963, referring to this Official Opinion and to the date 
it is recorded in the minutes. 

Let the records of William G. Hill Lodge No. 218 and those of 
the Grand Secretary’s office be made to conform to this Official Opin- 
ion and the result of the reballot.

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EDICTS 


CUBA 


Early in my term as Grand Master, we began to receive inquiries 
from Subordinate Lodges as to what they might do relative to Breth- 
ren from Cuba desiring to visit local lodges. This matter was most 
comprehensively discussed with many Grand Masters, Grand Secre- 
taries as well as that very capable Mason, Worshipful Brother John 
Cunningham of MSA. After carefully assembling the data, the matter 
was fully discussed with our Board of General Purposes and following 
that meeting, was issued our Edict on Cuba. It is referred to and with 
comments thereon by our very able, learned and wise counselor, Most 
Worshipful Brother Charles Harrison Pugh, the Chairman of our 
Committee on Fraternal Correspondence. “Doctor Charlie” has for a 
long time been of invaluable assistance not only to his Grand Lodge in 
general but to this Grand Master in particular. 


EDICT 


To The Masters, Wardens, and. Brethren of The Subordinate Lodges 
of The Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of North Carolina: 


WHEREAS, The situation with respect to Cuban Masons is now 
so confused that many Grand Lodges, attempting to bring order out 
of chaos and to make it possible for any qualified Cuban Mason in 
exile to exercise his privilege of Masonic visitation, have issued 
edicts purporting to make such visitations possible; and 


WHEREAS, The Grand Lodge of North Carolina feels it highly 
desirable to provide qualified Cuban Masonic brethren the opportunity 
to hold Masonic communication, and to visit with the brethren and 
lodges of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons, while still protecting and safeguarding Freema- 
sonry and Masonic lodges against infiltration by undesirable breth- 
ren, and against the insidious threat of Communist infiltration; and 


WHEREAS, The Grand Lodge of North Carolina understands 
that in 1959 when many of the Cuban Masons fled to Florida and to 
exile, that along with them fled the Grand Secretary and the last 
duly-elected Grand Master of Masons of Cuba, Dr Juan Jose Tara- 
jano, carrying with them the membership records of the Grand Lodge 
of Cuba, as well as the Great Seal; and that subsequently the Grand 
Lodge of Florida, F. & A.M., in order to safeguard the visitation priv- 
ileges of these qualified Masons in exile, organized an Avouchment 
Committee (or Liaison) with Dr. Tarajano a member thereof, which 
committee could serve as a reference or Avouchment Committee for all 
Grand Lodges seeking to determine the validity of any brother's claim 
to Masonic affiliation through a lodge of Cuba; and 

WHEREAS, The Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Ma- 
sons of North Carolina in April, 1962, agreed to recognize the Grand 
Lodge of Cuba in Exile and did not, at the same time or subsequently, 
withdraw its recognition of the Grand Lodge of Cuba (in Cuba); 

NOW THEREFORE, I, W. EDWARD BURRIER, Grand Master 
of Masons in North Carolina, do now issue this EDICT, and I hereby 
direct: 
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First, That the recognition of the Grand Lodge of Cuba (in Cuba) 
by the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North 
Carolina be, and the same hereby is, withdrawn until further notice; 
and 


Second, That until further notice no Lodge in this Grand Jurisdic- 
tion of North Carolina, Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, nor any of 
its Masters, Wardens, and brethren recognize and admit, or permit, 
visitations into such lodge by a brother claiming membership through 
a lodge of Cuba, except and unless such brother present a CERTIFI- 
CATE FOR VISITATION approving such brother, issued by the 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons 
of North Carolina, bearing the Great Seal of the Grand Lodge of An- 
cient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina, and the signature 
of the Grand Secretary thereof, as well as bearing the Great Seal of 
the Grand Lodge of Cuba in Exile, and the signature of Dr. Juan Jose 
Tarajano, the last duly-elected Grand Master of Masons o* Cuba. 


Third, That in order to obtain this CERTIFICATE FOR VISITA- 
TION, the Brother must present 1959 Dues Card to the Secretary 
of the lodge he desires to visit. The Secretary will forward the Dues 
Card to the Grand Secretary, who will prepare a CERTIFICATE 
FOR VISITATION appropriate for the purpose and send the CER- 
TIFICATE FOR VISITATION and the Dues Card to the AVOUCH- 
MENT COMMITTEE of the Grand Lodge of Florida. The AVOUCH- 
MENT COMMITTEE with Dr. Tarajano will then determine whether 
the Brother is duly qualified and will affix the Great Seal of the Grand 
Lodge of Cuba in Exile and the signature of Dr. Tarajano. This CER- 
TIFICATE FOR VISITATION and Dues Card will then be returned 
to the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. The 
Grand Secretary will affix the Great Seal of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina and his signature to the CERTIFICATE FOR VISITATION 
and will forward both the CERTIFICATE and the Dues Card to the 
Secretary of the subordinate lodge, who will then notify the Brother 
of its receipt and then will retain it in his possession. The CERTIF- 
ICATE FOR VISITATION will state that it is good for admission 
only to the lodge the Brother initially desired to visit and that it is 
valid only for a period of six months after date of issue. It is antic- 
ipated that during this six-months’ period the Brother will have op- 
portunity to petition for affiliation. At the end of the six-months’ pe- 
riod the Secretary will return the CERTIFICATE FOR VISITA- 
TION to the Grand Secretary. 


Fourth, That in addition to the aforesaid requirements, the ap- 
ylicant for recognition, admission or visitation, after he is in posses- 
sion of his CERTIFICATE FOR VISITATION, shall also be sub- 
ject to full, complete and thorough Masonic examination and inter- 
rogation by a committee appointed by the Master of the lodge for such 
purpose, and the report of the committee shall be submitted for the 
unanimous consent of the lodge as to whether the applying Brother 
shall be allowed or denied such right. 


Fifth, That this EDICT shall be read at the next Stated Com- 
munication of all subordinate lodges of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, 
Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina after receipt thereof. 
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Sixth, That the Grand Secretary shall make such distribution of 
this EDICT to the Masonic world as shall be appropriate. 


THIS EDICT, made and issued, to be effective from this the 9th 
day of July, A.L. 5968, A.D. 1963.

INQUIRIES OF SUBORDINATE LODGES 


It has come to us that from various non-Masonic sources 
inquiries are possibly being made of fraternal organiza- 
tions for information relative to their Constitutions, their 
By-laws, their procedures, etc. Such inquiries of which we 
have heard have come from sources whose legal rights to 
make such inquiries are questionable. Accordingly, based 
on information we have received from Masonic Service As- 
sociation, correspondence with the Grand Lodge of Rhode 
Island, etc., your Board of General Purposes agreed with 
this Grand Master that the item was of sufficient impor- 
tance, that an Edict was issued in March, 1964, We hope it 
meets with your favor. 


EDICT 


To: The Masters, Wardens, and Brethren of The Particular Lodges 
of The Grand Jurisdiction of The Grand Lodge, A.F. & A.M. of 
North Carolina: 

WHEREAS, It has been brought to our attention that in recent 
months certain governmental agencies, or organizations, or depart- 
ments, or advisory, or other committees acting for, or in behalf of, 
certain governmental agencies, organizations or departments, have 
been making certain inquiries either in the form of an open letter, or 
by means of a questionnaire, of various clubs, fraternities, sororities, 
concerning the characteristics of the membership of which they are 
composed and other pertinent data usually considered by such frater- 
nities, or clubs, as being of a very private nature, and 


WHEREAS, It is our profound belief that Masonic Lodges every- 
where now must be on guard and use the utmost diligence to preserve 
their inherent nature and type of organization lest certain govern- 
mental agencies, or organizations, make such inroads upon our sacred 
belief and practices as to endanger our very existence as a fraternity; 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, W. Edward Burrier, Grand Master of 
Masons in North Carolina, do now issue this Edict and I hereby direct: 


1. That no lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Caroliria, nor any master or other officer, 
or brother, give any answer, either written or oral, to any inquiry, 
request, or questionnaire concerning our Fraternity, its organization, 
its structure, its membership, or any other related phase of our fra- 
ternity from any non-Masonic organization, agency, or governmental 
department, and 
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2. That in the event any such inquiry, request, or questionnaire 
is received by any lodge, its Master, or other officers, or members, it 
shall immediately be forwarded to the Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina for his consideration and action, and 


3. That this Edict shall be read at the next regular meeting, 
i.e Stated Communication, of all Master Mason lodges of the Grand 
Lodge of A. F. & A. M. of North Carolina after receipt hereof, and 


4. That the Grand Secretary shall make such distribution of this 
Edict to the Masonic world as shall be appropriate. 

THIS EDICT made and issued, to be effective from this the 18th 
day of March, A.L., 5964, A.D., 1964. 1

FORT BRAGG 

Our beloved Brethren of Fort Bragg Lodge No. 667 
sometime ago elected to purchase a lot off the reservation 
with the idea of discontinuing their meetings on Fort 
Bragg reservation. Along this line, it was my pleasure 
during October to lay the foundation stone of what is going 
to be a beautiful temple. In November, after having heard 
many rumors to the effect that such a call would probably be 
forthcoming, I received a phone message the Commandant 
of the reservation had issued an order that our minutes and 
records of all financial transactions, etc., must be furnished 
to the Commandant. My understanding by phone of that 
requirement was that this included not only the meetings 
and transactions of the past but would require a prompt 
filing of the minutes of future meetings as well as future 
financial transactions. Without going into too much detaul, 
I am happy to advise you United States Senator (and 
Brother) Ervin as well as Congressman Charles Raper 
Jonas, at my request, contacted the Department of Defense 
in Washington following which the Commandant at Fort 
Bragg withdrew the order stating that it would not be ap- 
plicable to our Masonic Lodge. Thus endeth the story ex- 
cept to say that of our own volition the Lodge will shortly 
meet in its own temple off the reservation. 


| SUBORDINATE LODGES 
Ihave recorded here that the year has been such a pleas- 
ant one regarding which we shall comment more in clos- 
ing, however, it is necessary to say that during the year one 
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cloud did appear. As a matter of fact, our troubles were so 
few during the year that instead of speaking of our prob- 
lems for the year, perhaps we should be very grateful that 
such unpalatable instances did not exceed the one that fol- 
lows. At a location that it would probably be better to leave 
unnamed here, there existed between two lodges having 
concurrent jurisdiction an ill feeling which, from all infor- 
mation that could be developed, had occured a number of 
years ago and was still being continued by but one or two 
dissidents. After thoroughly investigating the matter 
through the officers and members of Grand Lodge, I called 
a meeting at which summons were issued to each of the offi- 
cers of each of the two lodges as well as to each of the Past 
Masters of each lodge. At the meeting held in the Temple of 
one of these two lodges every brother summoned was pres- 
ent with the exception of two who requested and to whom 
I had granted excuse for valid reasons. 

That meeting was most capably presided over by our 
Right Worshipful Deputy Grand Master, assisted by our 
Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden, the Right Wor- 
shipful Junior Grand Warden and our Right Worshipful 
Grand Secretary. Complete frankness prevailed, the meet- 
ing eulminating in your Grand Master severly admonish- 
ing the brother obviously the cause of these troubles. Rath- 
er than dwell on these distasteful but highly necessary pro- 
ceedings, I am happy to tell you that at the beginning of 
‘this year 1964 the two lodges which had been separated 
.now meet in the same temple, they share the same aims, 
and there is greater inter-lodge visitation between the two. 
I am assured by the Master of each lodge that harmony 
does and will continue to prevail in this small city which 
‘has. suffered .so long. The present generation of Masons will 
not be manacled by any prejudices of the years gone before. 
As this report is being dictated a Certified Public Account- 
ant has been employed by one of the lodges at the direction 
of the Grand Master, and is currently making a complete 
audit of the “Temple Fund" of one of the two lodges. As 
suggested at the beginning of this subject, rather than re- 
gard this episode as a tragedy, perhaps we should regard 
it as a blessing in that our countretemps during the year 
were no greater than this one incident. 


To the Brethren involved in this circumstance, may I 
remind you again of that beautiful Masonic charge, “Live 
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in Peace, and May the God of Love and Peace Delight to 
Dwell With and to Bless You.” 


VETERANS HOSPITAL—SALISBURY 

The Masonic Service Association carries on a great hu- 
manitarian work in arranging for visitation at various 
government hospitals. Early during our Grand Lodge year, 
the Commandant of the United States Veterans Hospital at 
Salisbury requested this Grand Master to arrange for a 
hospital visitor to be available at his hospital. Through 
the very efficient and capable efforts of our ardent Broth- 
er Harold Isenhour under the direction of our M, S. A. 
Representative, Most Worshipful Robert L. Pugh, as- 
sisted by Most Worshipful James W. Brewer, contact was 
had with Worshipful Brother William Edmunds of the 
MSA and after a series of meetings, a volunteer program 
was worked out by MSA satisfactory to the government to 
be handled by the lodges in Salisbury. To each of these 
Brethren have I mentioned as well as a number of others 
whose names I do not have before me as this report is being 
prepared, do I want to say thank you not only on behalf of 
your 65,000 Brethren of the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina, but more especially on behalf of those Masons, who, 
but for what you have done, would be spending a most lone- 
some day in a great big hospital far away from home. 


GRAND REPRESENTATIVES 

For too long, too many of us have regarded the title of 
Grand Representative as merely an honor bestowed upon 
us by a beneficient Grand Master after being approved by 
the Grand Lodge to whom we might be accredited, however, 
it was the privilege this year of those of us who received 
the Masonic Service Association Bulletin to be enlightened 
by a splendid treatise on Grand Representatives. Most 
Worshipful Brother Conrad Hahn very capably and com- 
prehensively points out in that bulletin that, properly pur- 
sued, the duties of a Grand Representative are of invalu- 
able aid to communication between Grand Jurisdictions. 
Each of our Grand Representatives has been furnished a 
copy of this bulletin and I am sure each of them feels fully 
the responsibility incumbent upon him in this position of 
importance.

COMMITTEE ON MASONIC RESEARCH AND EDUCATION 


The Committee on Masonic Research and Education un- 
der Most Worshipful Brother Robert L. Pugh has accom- 
plished an outstanding work—which is only par for the 
course for such a group of Masons as constitute the mem- 
bership on that Committee under this most qualified leader. 
During the year our budget for this item became exhaust- 
ed. The Chairman felt that we should examine the results 
being obtained before making an emergency appropriation 
to continue the work. Such a survey was carried on by 
Brother Pugh from which were received replies to indicate 
that the material was splendid, that it was being dissemi- 
nated in most instances, that in most instances it was doing 
a great deal of good resulting in the conclusions by Brother 
Pugh and his Committee that perhaps some further study 
should be given to the manner of disseminating the data. 
This matter is currently being considered by Brother Pugh 
and his Committee, however, in the meantime in acordance 
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with the desire of the Right Worshipful Deputy Grand 
Master and the Grand Master, Brother Pugh has concurr- 
ed and has prepared a limited number of papers for this 
year while the Committee is working assiduously in its ef- 
fort to find the means of performing the mission which it 
desires to accomplish. Theirs has been a stupendous enter- 
prise and well deserves the merit and approbation of their 
brethren which we at this Annual Communication, I know, 
are glad to give. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE, MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 

In our Masonic Orphanage at Oxford, which bears such 
a splendid reputation not only among the brethren in this 
state but likewise among such knowledgeable institutions 
as the Duke Foundation, isn’t it good to contemplate that 
at this very moment as we sit here 318 children, who would 
otherwise well be termed waifs—which is all the more re- 
markable because but 6% of them are Masonically connect- 
ed—live in an atmosphere of security and love because you, 
my Brother, wear that apron which adorns you at this mo- 
ment. Yes, my Brother, little birds with broken wings— 
these unwanted children—will soar to normal heights be- 
cause of what you do about your obligation of charity. 
Some child today in a loveless home will six months from 
today be in that atmosphere of love and protection because 
of you and your bounteousness. 


. Likewise, at Greensboro there are today 100 Masons, 
their widows, their daughters or mothers. And while we 
are so happy that we carry on this work of love, pause with 
me to reflect on the tragedy of the 27 who patiently wait 
admission which can only be gained to our limited quarters 
when one of the present guests leaves by way of the hearse 
at the back door. 

My brethren, a building program is underway at each 
of our institutions. We must give our undivided attention 
to the continuance of these charities since we certainly do 
not want you or me to be told upon making applieation that 
you or your widow, must wait eighteen months because you 
and I as Masons have not provided. 

Earlier in this report, in expressing my 0ئ"‎ 
ments, I spoke of the magnificent character of our two 
Brethren, Brothers Gray and Robbins who serve as our 
working tools in'earrying on our obligations of charity to 
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the orphans, our elderly Masons, their widows, et cetera. 
Please visit at Oxford, please visit at Greensboro and know 
the joy that you give to others because of what you do 
through your Masonic charities. A kind Heavenly Father 
has richly endowed us in giving us the services of Brother 
Leon Gray and Brother Troy Robbins to carry on this great 
law of the Master to “love thy neighbor as thyself.” 


OTHER ORGANIZATIONS 

The Order of DeMolay very kindly set up a Grand Mas- 
ter’s class the Sunday following Christmas, however, due to 
my incapacitation caused by influenza, as mentioned ear- 
lier in the report, I was unable to be present but had my 
address most eloquently delivered by Brother L. B. Hood, 
Chairman of the sponsoring committee of DeMolay in 
Charlotte. Due to a schedule taking care of just about every 
night in the week on Blue Lodge functions, it has not been 
possible to be present at any DeMolay communications, 
however, I think well of this organization, having been a 
DeMolay more than forty years ago. During our year, there 
was a misunderstanding relative to a DeMolay Headquar- 
ters proposed promotional campaign, however, with the 
advent of the Grand Chaplain of DeMolay from Kansas 
City, the misunderstanding was worked out harmoniously 
and the Order seems to be thriving in North Carolina. 


We have not received and I am advised none of my pre- 
decessors has received any advices, acknowledgments, or 
requests from the Order of Rainbow Girls. 


The Order of Job’s Daughters has written to this Grand 
Master requesting assistance in their becoming activated 
in the state of North Carolina. That matter has been care- 
fully considered by a committee of distinguished Grand 
Lodge Officers whose recommendations I am happy to sub- 
scribe to and accordingly I have addressed the inquiring of- 
ficer of Job’s Daughters to the effect that while the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina recognizes only the York Rite and 
the Scottish Rite as collateral bodies, on the other hand we 
know of no reason after investigation why a subordinate 
lodge could not sponsor a Bethel or Job’s Daughters on 
the same basis that such lodge might sponsor an assembly 
of Rainbow Girls or a chapter of DeMolay. 
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HONORARY MEMBERSHIPS AND AWARDS 


It has been my privilege to have been accorded honor- 
ary membership in so many of your lodges. As I have ex- 
pressed on each occasion when such a certificate has been 
presented to me, such a grant of honorary membership is 
not considered by this person to be a routine one. Rather do 
I value it so much beyond the ordinary membership since it 
comes unsolicited. In each case have I suggested to the 
brethren that they endeavor to transpose themselves to my 
position that they might more fully comprehend what I am 
trying to say in my inability to properly express a whole- 
hearted appreciation for a generous gesture of brotherly 
love and friendship on your part. Each of these honorary 
memberships is deeply treasured. 


Likewise, I am so grateful to my mother lodge Phalanx 
for its life membership. This represents the only life mem- 
bership of that distinguished lodge and I hold it as one of 
the highest honors that I have been privileged to receive. 


To Sudan Temple, the Red Fez Club, and numerous 
other organizations basing their membership requirements 
on Masonic affiliation, I shall always be grateful for your 
remembering and honoring your author. 


We shall with great pride wear the Award of Merit 


presented to us by the Worshipful Master of Greensboro 
Lodge No. 76 in March, 1964. 


The Award of Merit from the Grand Lodge of Ohio, 
as well as the Award of Merit from my predecessor, Most 
Worshipful Charles Carpenter Ricker, while placed in prom- 
inent positions in my office, are with the Award from 
Greensboro Lodge much more appreciated by being accord- 
ed a hallowed place within my heart to these thoughtful and 
generous Masons. 


JOSEPH MONTFORT MEDALS 
It would be superfluous to repeat here the background, 
the reasons, etc., for the Joseph Montfort Medal. It suf- 
fices to say that the potential recipients are carefully 
screened and as with my predecessor, I take great pride in 
announcing the following recipients of that Medal: 
Most Worshipful Brother Charles Carpenter Ricker, my 


distinguished predecessor to whom I have alluded frequently in 
this report. 
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Most Worshipful Brother Andrew White, P.G.M. of Ohio and 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Ohio, a great Mason 
deservedly nationally known and highly regarded, 


Most Worshipful Brother Eli Hand, a grand P.G.M. of Ma- 
sons in North Carolina who so capably presided during the year 
1959-60. 


Most Worshipful Brother Samuel McIntosh, P.G.M. of Ma- 
sons in the District of Columbia, not only a great Grand Master, 
but one who continues to serve Masonry so capably and so ua- 
selfishly as Executive Secretary of the Grand Masters Confer- 
ence of North America. This is one of America’s great Masons. 


Most Worshipful Brother Martin L. Kinsinger, P.G.M. of 
Masons of Maryland, a most deservedly nationally known Mason, 
but also one to whom this Grand Master owes so much for his 
counsel and guidance. Most Worshipful Brother Kinsinger in 
every respect is a great Mason. 


APPOINTMENT OF GRAND STEWARD 


At the time of my installation as Grand Master in Ashe- 
ville, it was my pleasure to appoint as Grand Steward, my 
long-time friend and learned Masonic brother, Worshipful 
Brother Fred Trethewey, Past Master of Friendship Lodge 
No. 700. Brother Trethewey had been reluctant to accept 
the appointment in view of a personal business that was 
superabounding. During the year, that augmentation 
exceeded even his most optimistic expectations. Very re- 
luctantly he again discussed his complication with your 
Grand Master and later presented a letter of resignation 
stating that while he would continue to be of assistance to 
the Craft in any way possible, it was not feasible in view of 
his personal responsibilities to continue on in the Grand 
Lodge Line. It was with the deepest regret that I accepted 
his resignation. Brother Trethewey is a well-read Mason 
and vigorous in his propagation of the principles of the 
Craft. We hope that some day he may be able to give more 
fully of his time, but we are assured that he will give all of 
the time that he can during this transition period of growth 
in his business. It is the loss of Grand Lodge that he cannot 
continue with us. 


While it was with regret and a feeling of loss that I ac- 
cepted Brother Trethewey’s resignation, on the other hand, 
as I advised the Board of General Purposes, I could most 
highly recommend my new appointment, Worshipful 
Brother William Watson Mims, Past Master of Joppa 
Lodge No. 530. Brother Mims is one of the most capable 
Masons in North Carolina, enjoying a state-wide acquaint- 
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anceship with the Craft. Brother Mims’ business connec- 
tions are such that he will be able to devote a great deal of 
his time to Masonry and my feeling is shared by the Board 
of General Purposes that in Brother Mims we have started 
a most capable Grand Lodge Line Officer with great poten- 
tial. Brother Mims was duly installed by Grand Lodge in 
Emergent Communication. 


THOMAS J. HARKINS 


During the Masonic lifetime of most of us the name of 
Most Worshipful Brother Thomas J. Harkins has been syn- 
onymous with Masonry. He has served so well, so faithfully 
and with distinction in many Masonic fields and to Brother 
Harkins the Craft of North Carolina will always owe a 
great debt. This erudite and intellectual brother has con- 
tributed with unlimited generosity his time and his many- 
faceted talents all without any expense whatsoever to Free- 
masonry. Mere words that I might say here could never 
adequately serve as paint and brush to furnish the picture 
of Brother Harkins’ contribution to the Craft, hence, when 
we received in February his request that due to reasons 
of health he be permitted to resign from the Board of Gen- 
eral Purposes, truly one could almost feel the passing of an 
era. While the Grand Master and the Board of General Pur- 
poses had to accept that resignation it was only accepted 
after the Grand Master received the assurance of Brother 
Harkins that his counsel and guidance would always be 
available to those of us who have more health with which to 
today labor in the quarries. Elsewhere in this proceedings 
is a resolution of appreciation to this Pillar of Boaz, as pre- 
pared by a committee from the Board of General Purposes 
appointed by the Grand Master. 

With the resignation of Most Worshipful Brother 
Thomas J. Harkins a vacancy, of course, occurred on this 
most important board of advisors and counselors, hence it 
was necessary to carefully survey the field that we might 
use only the finest talent for the benefit of our brethren. 
We quoted earlier in this report our acknowledgement of 
thanks to an eminent and illustrious Mason, Most Worship- 
ful Brother James G. Johnston. For a while during his term 
as Grand Master and shortly thereafter Brother Johnston 
was incapacitated, but now is enjoying a vigorous return to 
work with the Craft and I am happy to advise you that he 
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has kindly consented to complete the remainder of the term 
of Brother Thomas J. Harkins on the Board of General 
Purposes. Masonry is happy to have the privilege of the 
services of this fine Mason. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recomend that we continue our usual appropria- 
tions to the Oxford Orphanage, the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home, Charity, the Masonic Service Association, the 
Grand Masters’ Conference, the Grand Secretaries’ Con- 
ference, Masonic Relief Association of the United States 
and Canada, George Washington Masonic National Memor- 
ial Association, the Masonic Service Association for Hos- 
pital Visitation, the Grand Chapter of DeMolay. 


Based on the comprehensive report of Most Worshipful 
Brother Robert L. Pugh, P.G.M., and Worshipful Brother 
Alfred Kafer, Jr., S. G. D., it is the recommendation of this 
Grand Master that we affiliate with the Southeastern Ma- 
sonic Conference and that we invite them to hold their an- 
nual session in North Carolina in 1965. This Conference is 
doing a great work as evidenced by the report of our dis- 
tinguished representatives. I also recommend that an ap- 
propriation be made for the printing of The Code. 


This does not include the usual request for the Order of 
Rainbow Girls, however, this lack of recommendation on 
my part is not due to any desire to eliminate Rainbow Girls 
but rather represents a lack of communication with that 
organization, our Grand Lodge having received no com- 
munication of any kind from them during the year nor any 
previous years. I have been interested in this organization 
from a family standpoint over a period of a number of 
years, however, I cannot conscientiously recommend that 
Grand Lodge make an appropriation to an institution or 
organization from whom we have received no reports, re- 
quests, acknowledgments, etc. 


Of course, the same consideration and the same decision 
under the circumstances would apply to the Order of Job’s 
Daughters if and when activated in North Carolina. 

(NOTE: Each Recommendation involving finances was approved 


by the Committee on Finance and budgeted under the proper item. 
See Docket No. 58 on Pages 162-166, of these Proceedings.) 
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CONCLUSION 


Before closing I want to pay a most important tribute 
to some very indulgent folks. 


To my long-suffering and patient sweetheart of forty 
years and to those two daughters whose always ready an- 
swer as to Daddy’s whereabouts consisted of two words 
*Masonic Temple," I am deeply grateful for their tolerance 
and their patience. Not only have I been long-gone-so-often, 
but so frequently on my infrequent visits at home have they 
had to listen to the preparation, rehearsal, et cetera, of that 
next speech to be made. So often have they tolerantly ap- 
parently been convulsed in laughter at the same joke they 
have been compelled to hear dozens of times. To constitute 
the wife and family of a Grand Master is a task in which no 
Grand Master ever had more support, more encouragement 
and more love than this Grand Master has had from Helen, 
Joyce and Judy. 


And now, my brethren, in Asheville I gave you my 
solemn vow that I would utilize my energies during the 
coming year to the advancement of Freemasonry in North 
Carolina. I have tried my very best to fulfil] the demands 
of those responsibilities and I hope that my efforts have 
met with your favor. I have had the privilege of visiting 
in many Grand Jurisdictions. I have seen Freemasonry in 
operation in many sections of this country, but I want to 
assure my brethren of North Carolina that nowhere have 
I found a more fervent zeal and spirit of enthusiasm for 
the fundamental principles of Freemasonry than I have 
found here with my brethren in The Old North State. 


I ean appropriately now use a few words of the Apostle 
Paul when he said, “The time of my departure is at hand." 


Certainly, the year of my service as Grand Master is 
complete and in the foregoing I have attempted to render 
unto you à report of my stewardship. The Apostle Paul 
went on to say, “1 have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith." I can only say to you that 
I have done my very best to fight a good fight. I have sin- 
cerely tried to my utmost to carry Freemasonry to the 
brethren. I have tried to uphold the high standard which 
Freemasonry continues to uphold, and I have honestly done 
the best that I could to keep the faith. That wherein I may 
have fallen short, I trust will be accepted by the Supreme 
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Architect of the Universe as a failure due to my human 
limitations and not due to any intent of the heart. 


To this I can safely subscribe: It has been the most 
marvelous year of my life. I have met with brethren from 
the east to the west, from the north to the south, and every- 
where have I found Freemasonry striving to accomplish 
something in the community and to make that community 
a better place in which to live. Everywhere I have witness- 
ed optimism for the future of Freemasonry. These are the 
things, my brethren, that have caused my enthusiasm to 
soar. They have inspired me and have been my motivation 
to do everything within my meager talents to transmit the 
Craft to my sucessor in good condition. I can only pray that 
something I have done may cause his work to be a little 
easier and to help him reap the maximum enjoyment from 
his labors as Grand Master. I know that his association 
with the brethren throughout North Carolina will be to him, 
as it has been to me, the most enlightening and inspiring 
experience of his life. To that end, I shall continue to serve 
the Craft, and I pledge to him, as I pledge to you, my con- 
tinued dedication to the cause of Freemasonry and to ren- 
der any service to the Craft that he and the Grand Lodge 
might desire. 


May God’s richest blessings be upon him and each of you 
as we look forward now to the beginning of a new Masonic 


year. God bless you.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage herewith submits 
its report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a 


detailed report of the Superintendent and the Departments of the Or- 
phanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the 
year and harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. 
The Executive Committee and the Local Advisory Board in Oxford 
held their meetings and made full report to the Board of Directors. 


We are pleased again to express our appreciation to the State of 
North Carolina for its support; and also, to thank the Duke Endow- 
ment Corporation for its approval and increased support. 


We are truly grateful to the Masons of our jurisdiction for their 
tremendous love for our beloved old institution. Through the conse- 
crated efforts of the officers, Orphanage committees and members, 
the lodges of North Carolina made a more generous expression of 
love in their contributions to the Orphanage so we were able to com- 
plete our year free from all debt. We wish to emphasize the analysis 
made by Duke Endowment Corporation which revealed the fact that 
our Orphanage operated at the most economicai level of all similar 
institutions in the Carolinas. We highly praise our Administrative 
Officers for their dedication and efficiency. 


We magnified our attention to the need for wholesome and ade- 
quate housing for our children. This evolved into a long range build- 
ing program. We anticipate erecting twelve modern, fireproof, whole- 
some cottages which will replace nine antiquated buildings which have 
served for many years. We plan to erect these new cottages one at a 
time as soon as funds are available without incurring any debt. All 
of the existing buildings are adequately covered by insurance. 


During the year our Orphanage was almost filled to capacity. 
We closed the year with an enrollment of 306 children. We have chil- 
dren from fifty-three counties, of which only six percent are from 
Masonic parent and thirty percent have Masoni. relationship. 


Again we urge each lodge to plan a pilgrimage to Oxford Orphan- 
age to enable each Mason to share the spiritual joy in the glorious 
work we are accomplishing together in transforming children into 
productive men and women. 
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We recommend that the Grand Lodge appropriate ihe same 
amount for the support of the Orphanage for the year 1964.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PROPOSED 
CHANGES FOR BURIAL SERVICES 
(Docket No. 45) 


The following report of the Committee on Proposed 
Changes for Burial Services was received, entered on the 
record and referred to the incoming Grand Master: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Burial Services concerning proposed changes 
in Code Amendment 90-03 and 90-13 beg to make the following report 
to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


A letter explaining the proposed changes was sent to each Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Master in North Carolina to ascertain the opin- 
ion of the various Districts. Fifty-three of the fifty-seven Districts 
responded. Fifty-one of the Districts were found to be opposed to any 
change, indicating their reasons as follows: 


1. Many Masonic Lodges want and need a meeting before a fun- 
eral for both instruction and rehearsal. 
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2. The Profane should not be included in our Masonic Rites; it 
should be Masonic all of the way or not at all. 

3. Either or both of the changes advocated could lower the sol- 
emnity and dignity of the said service. 

4. Inasmuch as the Burial Service is one of the few opportun- 
ities in which Freemasonry makes a public appearance, every effort 
should be made to maintain the dignity and standard of the work. 


The Committee therefore recommends that the suggested changes 
in Regulation 90-03 and 90-13 be not approved. 


In making the survey of the District Deputies Grand Master 
throughout the State, the Committee received a very interesting sug- 
gestion from several to the effect that perhaps some of the difficulties 
confronted by the lodges in attracting attendance in the lodge room 
not only for the opening, but especially for the closing, might be ob- 
viated if the lodge when it has opened prior to the burial service 
should proceed with the necessary instructions concerning the service 
and then close the lodge before proceeding with the service. The sec- 
retary could keep the minutes of the meeting not only as they actually 
transpired during the Communication prior to the service, but he 
could also make a record of their actual participation in the burial 
service. This record could be included in the minutes of the next suc- 
ceeding Communication of the lodge. It is believed by those who have 
suggested this that a problem which confronts many of the lodges in 
North Carolina would be relieved immeasurably if such a method as 
this, or a method similar to this, could be arranged. It is therefore 
recommended by your Committee that the incoming Grand Master ap- 
point a committee to study this particular recommendation and to 
make a report at the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 47) 


The following report of the Committee on Necrology 
was delivered by W.'.Brother Edward P. Blair, P.M., and 


entered on the record: 

We pause again, My Brethren, before this Sacred Altar in grate- 
ful consideration of 1142 Master Masons who have already answered 
the final summons of the Supreme Architect of the Universe—a sum- 
mons, My Brethren, that each one of us some day must answer for 
ourselves, each in our way. We gather here in humble submission and 
offer these Eulogies to those whom we knew and loved; and we speak 
of “that far off Divine Event to which the whole creation moves.” 
For many of them its was a welcome call from labor to Refreshment 
and they are now serving in that “a!l perfect Celestial Lodge above 
where the Supreme Architect of the Universe presides.” 

Two of our number served us as members of the Grand Lodge 
itself and served with distinction. From these positions their influence 
extended into every Lodge in our State. 

It is both fitting and proper that I now call upon those who knew 
them best and who worked closely with them to offer the Eulogies to 
these two Distinguished Masons. 

I now present M.'.W.'.Watson Sherrod, P.G.M. who will offer 
the Eulogy to R.'.W.'. Wilbur McIver, Past Grand Secretary.

WILBUR LeROY McIVER 

On January 2nd, 1905, the New Year brought great joy to the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Lee G. MelIver. For on January 2nd, 1905, Wil- 
bur LeRoy McIver was born in the city of Sanford, Lee County, North 
Carolina. 

Brother McIver, “Mac” as he was fondly known by his brethren 
and associates, received his primary education in the Sanford Graded 
and High School. From the High School “Mac” was further prepared 
at Buies Creek Academy and on to Wake Forest College where he was 
an honor student. Although not an ath'ete he was Manager of the 
Freshman Baseball team in 1925 and of the Varsity Baseball team in 
1926. After completing his college education Brother McIver returned 
to his home town of Sanford where he entered into the retail furniture 
business in a sales and executive capacity, from 1926 to 1938. Leaving 
the furniture business in 1938 he formed the McIver Insurance Agency 
which he managed until 1946 when he moved to Raleigh and accepted 
the office of Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina, which office he held until he 
resigned on November 1, 1958 owing to his health. After recuperating 
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“Mac” accepted a position as Special Representative of the Occidental 
Life Insurance Company until his death April 22nd, 1963. 


-- During his tenure of office he served as Director and Secretary- 
Treasurer of the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc. 1946-63. 


Wilbur LeRoy McIver was initiated January 25th, 1927; passed 
February 22nd and raised March 15th, 1927, in Sanford Lodge No. 
151, of which he was a member. He served as Secretary of Sanford 
Lodge No. 151 from 1935 to 1945. He served as Distriet Deputy Grand 
Master of the Old 13th District for the years of 1939-1945 inclusive; 
the President of the District Deputies Association in 1943. Brother 
McIver served his Lodge as Master in 1943. 

After the retirement of Grand Secretary John H. Anderson in 
1944, Past Grand Master Charles B. Newcomb, who had been appoint- 
ed Acting Grand Secretary by Grand Master Julius C. Hobbs, re- 
quested Brother McIver to come to Raleigh and take the management 
of the Grand Secretary's Office. *Mac" was elected Grand Secretary 
in 1946 and from the date of his election he put his life in his work, 
until his health forced him to resign November 1st, 1958. He traveled 
each year over the entire State with the Grand Master, holding schools 
of instruction at each District Meeting. He was beloved by the thou- 
sands of his brethren whom he contacted in his extensive travels. His 
work in the Grand Secretary's Office was his life, and he was a per- 
fectionist and could not realize that anyone else could do anything as 
well as he could. He was a most lovable character and as such, he was 
loved by all who knew him. He was honored by being elected Hon- 
orary Member of many of the Lodges in North Carolina, and made a 
member at Large of the Conference of Grand Secretaries in North 
America. 


Brother McIver was a member of the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite of Freemasonry in the Valley of Wilmington and was invest- 
ed with the rank and decoration of Knight Commander of the Court of 
Honour by the Supreme Council. He was also a member of the follow- 
ing York Rite Bodies in Raleigh: Raleigh Chapter No. 10 Royal Arch 
Masons; Enoch Council No. 5, Royal and Select Masters; and Raleigh 
Commandery No. 4 Knights Templar. He was a member of Sudan 
Temple, Ancient Arabie Order Nobles of Mystic Shrine of New Bern. 
He held Honorary Membership in many foreign jurisdictions. 

Brother McIver was married to Nell Lee of Johnston County, 
June 6th, 1933. To this happy union was born a son Wilbur L. McIver, 
Jr. He is survived by his wife, son, a granddaughter, and his mother, 
Mrs. Florence Rogers McIver of Sanford, North Carolina. 


Wilbur was a staunch Baptist, being a member of Hayes Barton 
Baptist Church. He created a library in the First Baptist Church of 
Sanford and served as a Deacon for several years. He served as li- 
brarian in Hayes Barton Baptist Church for many years. He was 
faithful in his attendance to his duties in his religious life, ever pres- 
ent at church services and other functional duties. 

On Monday morning, April 22nd, 1963, in the course of his work 
as special representative of the Occidental Life Insurance Company 
he ran off the road and was instantly killed. The entire Masonic mem- 
bership of North Carolina was shocked. One of the best known and 
most outstanding Masons was gone. On Wednesday, April 24th at

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three o’clock in the First Baptist Church in Sanford, a host of friends 
and brethren paid their last sad tribute to our brother. 

To the members of his family and his loved ones, we extend our 
deepest sympathy and this Grand Lodge weeps today along with the 
other Masonic Bodies in the loss of an outstanding leader. Masonry 
has lost one of its most ardent, fervent friends and benefactors in the 
passing of Wilbur LeRoy McIver. A tall Oak in the mighty forest has 
fallen, but his unselfish contribution of his life remains as an eternal 
monument.

JOHN CATLETT VANCE 


JoHN CATLETT VANCE was a man and he spoke softly. He was a 
loving Brother of a devoted sister. He was a loving uncle of a devoted 
niece and grandniece. He was an outstanding publie-spirited citizen 
of his community, a publie servant, a county commissioner. He was a 
neighbor and a friend and he spoke softly. He loved his family, his 
community, his mountains. He loved his church and this Fraternity. 
He loved his friends, his Blue Lodge, his York Rite, his Scottish Rite, 
his Shrine and this Grand Lodge, and to each he always spoke softly. 


He respected his colleague's opinions contrary to his own. He 
knew not false pride, professional jealousy, only humility. He knew 
not the corrosion of bigotry or intolerance. He knew on!y dedication, 
loyalty, devotion, and he spoke softly. 

He was a leader always ready to assume responsibility, to give 
of his time and substance, to take a stand based on his own high sense 
of conviction, of logic, of justice, and he spoke softly. He was a leader 
quick to give praise, slow to anger, slow to admonishing a faltering 
Brother or errant friend, careful to demand no more of others than 
he himself was prepared to give. He was a leader, and he spoke softly. 

Above all that he did, all that he was, above all that he wanted 
to do or be, he was a gentleman and indeed a Mason, both in word 
and action, and he spoke softly. 

Some may think the gentle voice is still, but I think it speaks if 
we but listen, and it speaks softly. It speaks to those who were priv- 
ileged to sit in the classes taking the various degrees in Masonry, in 
his committee meetings, in his civic clubs, in his officers’ meetings and 
in his church. Yes, the Spirit speaks and, as always, it speaks softly. 
It urges the family that life continues, that the same courage and 
the same dedication to the high call of service to man and dedication 
to God contains the answer to life's enigmas, and it speaks softly. 

It urges the members of this Grand Lodge to continue striving 
for that same excellence, high excellence, which he set as the goal for 
himself and our beloved Craft, and it speaks softly. 

It urges that each lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction and its offi- 
cers to press forward; to grow in service and dedication to the high 
eall of their profession as Masons; to keep the faith that the primary 
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cause of the Fraternity’s existence, of every man’s existence, is the 
pursuit of truth, and it speaks softly. 

No, the gentile voice is not still. It has only joined with those of 
other distinguished Masonic leaders such as Foy, Hartsell, Hobbs, 
Payne, Ebbs, Timberlake, Anderson, Poteat. Yes, even with Garfield, 
McKinley, Jackson and Washington. With them it now speaks, to them 
it speaks, of this Grand Lodge, of the brethren here assembled, of you 
and me. They speak to all of us, and they speak softly. Yes, John Cat- 
lett Vance was a man, a Mason, a man of courage, a man of faith, a 
man of kindness and humility, and he spoke softly.

My Brethren, these men along with 1140 other Master Masons 
throughout our Great State laid no special claim to Perfection. Per- 
fection to each one of them was a virtue towards which all men strive. 
They would want us to acclaim them as they were. They preferred 
only to serve as almoners of God's grace in the quarries of our glor- 
ious Movement. Let us thank God for each of those men, who would 
dare to estimate the countless thousands beyond their own loved ones 
whose hearts were strangely warmed by their presence? Who would 
dare to estimate the thousands that were moved and enhanced by the 
smiles and words that fell from their lips? Who would dare to estimate 
the thousands who through the priceless jewels of their fellowship 
came a bit closer to God and a better way of Life? 

This is not 8 time of mourning, my Friends, but it is a time for 
us to pause and reflect; a time for us to see that surely there must 
be another chapter in the Book of Human Existence; a time for us 
to see that the designs placed upon the trestleboard of Life by these 
our fallen Brothers placed there for a real purpose. Through their 
efforts, their thoughts, their great contributions; we are to carry on; 
or else, we would be negligent in our duties and our responsibilities 
to them. 

We must see that their work was not in vain, the things that 
they stood for did not end with their passing. It was their wish, their 
desire and their final commission to us, to carry their torch into the 
dawn of another Sunrise and the glory of a New Day. It is unbeliev- 
able to think of the Human Spirit as going down to its final oblivion, 
or its richest capacities crushed and its finest aspirations unrealized. 
We must surely know that if God would guide through the boundless 
sky the path of a migrating bird on its unerring flight from the North 
to the South and back again, that he would not place man on this 
Earth, longing for Immortality, only to mislead and to misguide him. 
I have yet to witness a seagull dashed to Earth by the forces of wind 
and storm. Somehow they are able to so set their wings as to ride up 
and over the storms. I believe, My Brethren, we were so created by 
the Supreme Architect of the Universe that we too can so set the 
wings of our Soul to enable us to ride up and over the storms end 
tragedies that beset us. 

This Belief and This Faith was recently given to us again when 
on Easter morning the Galliliean, Jesus of Nazareth, emerged from 
the tomb as our Companion and Guide to remind us of this great 
faith, which is the Basis of our Religion. 

Yes, I believe, My Friends, that these our Fallen Brothers were 
building their bridges for us. They knew, we too, would pass this way. 
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The Beliefs of the Master were not buried with him in his tomb; they 
were passed on to his followers and down through the avenues of 
Life to our forefathers and then on to us. There is a job yet to do. We 
must not fail them. They simply gave us Their Torch to carry on. 
Our own great Movement has suffered reversals, at times it has been 
driven underground; but let us thank God that our leaders were driven 
by a great faith to continue meeting in dingy attics and murky cellars 
to keep alive the Torch of Freedom and Love. 


Let us thank God for the poet who penned the lines— 


"I long for household voices gone, 
For vanished smiles I long, 
But God hath led my dear ones on, 
And He can do no wrong. 
I know not what the future hath 
Of marvel or surprise, 
Assured alone that life and death 
His mercy underlies. 
I know not where His islands lift 
Their fronded palms in air; 
I only know I cannot drift 
Beyond His love and care.” 


There is a Commission here for us, My Brethren. We must carry 
on, there is no other way. Our Movement like our Religion is a Lay- 
Movement so conceived and so dedicated, it depends upon us. 

The writer of Deuteronomy once wrote these tragic but meaning- 
ful lines. “We have compassed this Mountain long enough. Let us 
rise up, let us rise up and commence our journey anew—.”

60.05 AND 83-01 OF THE CODE 
(Docket No. 48) 


The following Resolution to amend Regulations 60-05 
and 83-01 of THE CODE was read by M.'.W.'.Brother 
James W. Brewer, P.G.M., Grand Treasurer and referred 
to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the aforementioned Regulations be 
amended by adding sub-divisions to each, reading as follows: 

“A member of a lodge in another Grand Jurisdiction which per- 
mits dual membership may apply for affiliation to and become a mem- 
ber of a lodge in North Carolina while still retaining membership in 
the lodge in this other Grand Jurisdiction." 

(NOTE: Referred to incoming Grand Master. See report of Com- 
mittee on Masonic Jurisprudence, Docket No. 59, Item No. 9 on Page 
169, these Proceedings.) 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON APPEALS 
(Docket No. 49) 


The Committee on Appeals presented the following re- 
port, which was read by M.'.W.'.Brother William J. Bundy, 
P.G.M., Chairman, and upon motion, duly seconded, was 
adopted by sections and then adopted as a whole: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Appeals respectfully submits the following 
report: 

1. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been com- 
pleted since the Annual Communication in 1963, and now pending 
before the Committee, wherein the accused has been expelled by order 
of the Judge Advocate under the provisions of Regulation 99-22. We 
particularly directed our attention to the strict compliance with the 
Regulation, and in each of the following cases we recommend that the 
decision of the Judge Advocate be affirmed by the Grand Lodge: 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 197: In the Matter of Charges Preferred 
a.ainst a Master Mason of Fort Bragg No. 667, A.F. & A.M. 


Expelled February 2, 1963. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 202: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Excelsior Lodge No. 261, A.F. & A.M. 


Expelled September 6, 1963. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 208: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Berne Lodge No. 724, A.F. & A.M. 


Expelled November 2, 1963. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 204: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Holland Memorial Lodge No. 668, A. F. © 
A.M. 


Expelled November 2, 1963. 


2. We have reviewed the record in all cases which have been com- 
pleted since the Annual Communication of 1963, and now pending be- 
fore this Committee, in all of which the punishment was expulsion, 
tried before a Trial Commission. We directed our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of the Trial Commissioners, the service 
of notice upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence 
presented at the trial, and the decision of the Trial Commission, all 
in accordance with the Regulations of the Grand Lodge as contained 
in Chapters 98 to 106 inclusive of THE CODE of 1948 as amended. 
Your Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commissions in 
the following cases, and reccommends that the decision and judgment 
of the Trial Commission in each case be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 195: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Belmont Lodge No. 627, A.F. & A.M. 


Expelled October 23, 1962. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 199: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Mount Holly Lodge No. 544, A.F. & A.M. 


Expelled April 12, 1963. 
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TRIAL DOCKET NO. 201: In the matter of charges preferred 
against a Master Mason of Excelsior Lodge No. 261, A.F. A.M. 


Expelled June 21, 1963. 
3. There were no appeals. 


APPLICATIONS FOR RESTORATION 


1. In the matter of the Application for Restoration of John Mon- 
roe Bell to Masonic Rights and Privileges. The application was filed 
with the Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this Annual 
Communication. This applicant was dismembered January 28, 1953. 
(Trial Docket No. 45). A true copy of application with statement of 
grounds upon which the applicant seeks restoration was served on 
Aulander Lodge No. 516, A.F. & A.M., in accordance with Chapter 
109 of THE CODE as amended, on January 15, 1964, more than 
ninety days before this Annual Communication. Said lodge does not 
oppose restoration, the matter having been voted on in the lodge 
when application was read to the lodge. 


The Application for Restoration was read before the lodge, and 
there was no opposition to his restoration. 


This Committee recommends that the Grand Lodge restore John 
Monroe Bell to all the Rights and Privileges of a nonaffiliated Mason. 


2. In the matter of the Application for restoration of J.L.B. to 
Masonie Rights and Privileges. The application was filed with the 
Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this Annual Communi- 
cation. This applicant was dismembered July 30, 1960 (Trial Dock- 
et No. 161). A true copy of the application with statement of the 
grounds upon which the applicant seeks restoration was served on 
Kedron Lodge No. 387, A.F. & A.M. on August 8, 1963, in accordance 
with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 1948, as amended, more than 
ninety days before this Annual Communication. Twelve officers and 
brethren of Kedron Lodge No. 387 have signed a strong recommenda- 
tion that he be restored to the rights and privileges of Masonry, but 
none since his first application in 1959. 


After carefully examining the record in this matter, this Com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the seriousness of the charges for which 
the applicant was dismembered are such that he is not entitled to 
restoration at this time. For this reason, this Committee recommends 
that the Grand Lodge deny such Application for Restoration. 


3. In the matter of the Application of Alvin Wade Rice for Res- 
toration to Masonie ights and Privileges. The application was 
filed with the Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this 
Annual Communication. This applicant was dismembered November 
17, 1959 (TRIAL DOCKET NO. 155). A true copy of the application 
with statement of the grounds upon which the applicant seeks res- 
toration was served on Black Mountain Lodge No. 663, A.F. & A.M. 
on December 26, 1963, in accordance with Chapter 109 of THE CODE 
of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days before this Annual Com- 
munieation. Át a stated communication of this lodge, when the ap- 
plication was read, the lodge unanimously recommended that the ap- 
plieation be given favorable consideration. 
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After carefully examining the records in this matter, this Com- 
mittee recommends that the Grand Lodge restore Alvin Wade Rice to 
all the Rights and Privileges of a nonaffiliated Mason. 

4. In the matter of the Application for Restoration of Nick De- 
Mai, Sr., to Masonic Rights and Privileges. The application was filed 
with the Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this Annual 
Communication. This applicant was dismembered on November 10, 
1947 (in Corinthian Lodge No. 230.) A true copy of the application 
with statement of the grounds upon which the applicant seeks res- 
toration was served on Corinthian Lodge No. 230, A.F. & A.M., on 
January 6, 1964, in accordance with Chapter 109 of THE CODE of 
1948, as amended, more than ninety days before this annual communi- 
cation. The lodge of which the applicant was formerly a member has 
taken no action for or against the application, nor have any individ- 
ual members thereof. However, three very prominent citizens of Dunn, 
North Carolina, where he now resides, have strongly recommended 
that he be restored to the rights and privileges of Masonry. 

After carefully examining the records in this matter, this Com- 
mittee recommends that the Grand Lodge restore Nick DeMai, Sr., to 
all the Rights and Privileges of a nonaffiliated Mason. 

5. In the Matter of the Application of Royce Wesley Sutphin to 
Masonic Rights and Privileges. The application was filed with the 
Grand Secretary more than thirty days before this Annual Communi- 
cation. This applicant was dismembered on March 10, 1962. (Trial 
Docket No. 184.) A true copy of the application with statement 
of the grounds upon which the applicant seeks restoration was served 
on Buffaloe Lodge No. 172, A.F. & A.M., in accordance with THE 
CODE of 1948, as amended, more than ninety days before this Annual 
Communication. A number of prominent Masons of Buffaloe Lodge 
No. 172 and of Sanford Lodge No. 151 strongly recommends his res- 
toration and give testimony to his good character and reputation and 
rehabilitation. 

After carefully examining the records in this matter, this Com- 
mittee recommends that the Grand Lodge restore Royce Wesley Sut- 
phin to all the Rights and Privileges of a nonaffiliated Mason.

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To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The Board held four meetings since the last annual communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge June 21 and August 16, 1963; February 29 
and April 19, 1964. 


FIRST MEETING 


1. On June 21, 1963, the Board met at the Masonic Temple, 329 
South Tryon Street, Charlotte, M..W..W. Edward Burrier, Grand 
Master, Chairman ex-officio, presided. All members were present ex- 
cept W.'.George Bland Church, P.M., C.D. 

2. The Board organized as required under Regulation 35-02, and 
M.'.W.'James G. Johnston, P.G.M., C.L., was elected Chairman, and 
M.'.W..Chas. B. Newcomb, P.G.M., P.G.S., was re-elected Secretary. 

3. M.'.W.'.Charles C. Ricker, P.G.M. (No. 118) Asheville, North 
Carolina was appointed a member of the Board for three years by the 
Grand Master, to fill the vacancy created by the expiration of the 
term of office of W.'.Nathan P. Strause, P.M., C.L. (No. 229) which 
expired 1963. 


FEES FOR LECTURE SERVICE 


*4. No change was made in the present allowance for fees for the 
Lecture Service to Lodges. We recommend that no change be made at 
this time in the allowance for fees for this service. 

*This recommendation was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 


RULES GOVERNING THE LECTURE SERVICE 


5. The Rules Governing the Lecture Service may be found in the 
Appendix of THE CODE, also in these Proceedings at Pages 270-273, 
inclusive. The last issue of the rules is dated June 14, 1957. 


MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS FOR 
A SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION 


6. The schedule of minimum requirements for an Area or a 
District School of Instruction previously adopted June 8, 1956, and 
revised June 10, 1961, was reconsidered and further revised on 
September 9, 1961, to specifically provide for holding these schools 
on a one-day or on a two-day schedule within fourteen consecutive 
days. This revision of September 9, 1961, repeals all schedules here- 
tofore promulgated and they may be found in these Proceedings at 
Pages 274-275. 

DUTIES OF A DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND LECTURER 

7. The duties prescribed for a District Deputy Grand Lecturer 


will be found in Regulation 35-08(2B) of THE CODE, as adopted 
April 17. They have not been amended since that date. 


THE RULES GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STANDARD OF 
THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 
8. On June 8, 1962, this Board adopted and promulgated certain 
amendments to the Rules Governing the Official Standard of the 
Work and the Vocabulary which Rules were originally adopted in 
April, 1948. These amendments became effective on June 8, 1962, and 
will be found in full on Pages 276-278 of these Proceedings. These 
amendments provide for a wider distribution of the Official Standard 
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of the Work by permitting a lodge to have the use of not more than 
five copies in addition to the seven copies it may have now. 

9. The Secretary reported that plans are being made for examina- 
tions for proficiency during September, 1963, and there are 97 Class 
* A" and 3 Class “B” due for re-examination. The Board authorized the 
application of Regulation 35-07(4) to those cases coming under its 
provisions, for failure to appear when called for re-examination.

MASONIC EDUCATION 


2. Our Grand Lecturer reports that there is increasing interest 
in the Lodge System of Masonic Education; 355 lodges are using it. 
The remaining 13 lodges, 5 of which failed to report, are now using 
this system; therefore, we recommend that the Grand Lodge continue 
this educational effort; and, for the purpose of carrying out this 
recommendation, we present the following resolution and recommend 
that it be adopted: 


“BE IT RESOLVED, That the Lodge System of Masonic Educa- 
tion, approved by the Grand Lodge in 1935 (Pro. 1935, Pages 32 and 
86, and again in 1949, Pro. 1949, Page 197), be continued and that 
each lodge be requested to put that plan in operation promptly. 


“This resolution was adopted by the Grand Lodge. We do not recom- 
mend at this time that this program be made mandatory. 


LODGES LECTURED IN 1963 


3. The record furnished by the office of our Grand Secretary in- 
dicates that 173 lodges were lectured for which the Grand Lodge al- 
lowed compensation. Twelve Lodges were excused during 1963, making 
a total of 185 cleared during 1963 as having complied with Regulation 
35-09. We report that 117 Certified Lecturers took part in lecturing 
lodges during 1963. 


Fees paid by the Grand Lodge for Lecture Service amounted to 
$7,050.00, the amount paid by lodges for Lecture Service amounted to 
$240.00, a total of fees paid amounted to $7,290.00. In addition to this 
sum, the several lodges paid the expense of the Lecturers and this 
amounted to $1,005.00, making a total of fees and expense of $8,295.82. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


4. Since our last report one lodge, Richard Caswell Lodge No. 
705, Kinston, North Carolina, has applied for permission to use robes 
in conferring degrees; the application was approved on August 16, 
1963.

RESOLUTION SUPPLEMENTING REPORT OF THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME COMMITTEE 


(Docket No. 52) 


The following resolution was presented by R.'.W.'.Broth- 


er Arnold J. Koonce, Sr., Junior Grand Warden, and was 
adopted: 


WHEREAS, The Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of North Carolina 
at its 1961 Annual Communication in New Bern directed the Board 
of Directors of Masonic and Eastern Star Home of N.C., Inc., to ex- 
pand its facilities to accommodate 100 guests, and, 


WHEREAS, The bedroom facilities have been increased but noth- 
ing has been done to provide adequate cooking and dining facilities 
since the enrollment has been increased by 33%%, and, 


WHEREAS, We are agreed that the need for efficiency and en- 
rollment at the Home is ever-increasing: 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. That the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of North Carolina ap- 
prove the immediate construction of the following: 


(1) New heating plant to be relocated on a selected site at 
the northwest corner of the Home grounds. 


(2) New kitchen and dining room building to be located im- 
mediately at the rear of existing kitchen, having approximately 6,000 
square feet of floor space and with a.basement to accommodate ade- 
quate laundry equipment and work room. 


2. That the pro-rated cost of the above be on a 6096-4096 basis; 
the 6096 to be paid out of the Masonic Reserve Funds now held on de- 
posit by the Home and that the Grand Chapter 0.18.5. be respectfully 
requested to endorse this phase of our expansion program and assume 
responsibility for the payment of 40% of the building cost. 
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REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 53) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was pre- 
sented and entered on the record: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


1 have studied with care the reports of the Grand Historian be- 
ginning in 1950 and note that each have recommended that the sec- 
retaries of the Lodges be admonished to keep accurate and compre- 
hensive minutes, and that the Lodges should observe certain anni- 
versary occasions. I would certainly make this my recommendation 
also. 


I would also recommend that the eight point program delineated 
by Most Worshipful Brother Charles H. Pugh, Past Grand Master, 
in his report as Grand Historian in the 1958 proceedings be fully im- 
plemented. Significant work has been accomplished in several of his 
recommendations; namely, the appointment of historian in each lodge; 
listing of the dormant Lodges and dates; a listing of the Governors of 
North Carolina who have been Masons, with biographical materials. 


It is quite probable that some work may be underway in the other 
suggested areas, namely: indexing Masonic happenings; maintaining 
as a continuous project a “Cut and Paste Book,” and, in securing ma- 
terials and objects of historical significance for the archives and for 
museum display. 


I would like to add to this program a recommendation that each 
Lodge proceed to microfilm their valuable and irreplaceable records. 
The expense is moderate and will insure a continuous operation in 
ease of the destruction of the original records. There are several com- 
panies that will do this work on an appointment basis and complete 
your records in two or three hours time for a moderate fee. 

I believe there is a need each year for a summing up of significant 
and unusual happenings, sort of an overview of the past years work. 
A summation of this year might be, for example: The 177th Annual 
Communication of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
lina was held in Charlotte, N. C., April 21-22, 1964. The Annual Re- 
port of the Most Worshipful Grand Master W. Edward Burrier was 
highlighted by the following: 

There has been an increased enthusiasm among the brethren! 
Grand Master Burrier noted the increased zeal and dedication which 
resulted from the program projected by Past Grand Master James W. 
Brewer in 1962, a program continued under Past Grand Master Chas. 
C. Ricker, and maintained during the past year. 


It was noted that the Grand Lodge had received as a gift from 
Past Grand Master Harvey Smith a valuable work of art by Vasari, 
painted sometime prior to the year 1574 and known as “Building King 
Solomon’s Temple.” This painting is now on permanent display in the 
Grand Lodge Administrative Building in Raleigh. 


It was reported that there were four new Lodges instituted and 


that one Lodge was constituted; the first daylight Lodge under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina; namely, Meridian 
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No. 728, Charlotte, N.C. There were five dedications and cornerstone 
layings, among them being the first modern building constructed to 
replace the old cottages of Oxford Orphanage. 


A most interesting and significant visitation was made to 
Guthrie, Oklahoma, in October 1963 by Excelsior Lodge No. 261 to ex- 
emplify for more than 4,000 brethren the Sublime Degree of Master 
Mason. This invitation was extended by the Grand Master of Okla- 
homa to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina for the occasion of the 
Oklahoma Grand Lodge annual meeting. Excelsior was selected after a 
friendly competition among several lodges vying for the honor. 


Two Edicts were issued by the Grand Master during the year. 
One concerned the procedure for recognizing and admitting of Broth- 
ers claiming membership through a Lodge of Cuba. Admittance to be 
accorded only to those holding a Certificate for Visitation, signed by 
Dr. Tarajano and affixed with the Grand Seal of the Grand Lodge of 
Cuba in Exile, and the dues card, in addition the Seal of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina and the signature of the Grand Secretary. 

The second Edict had to do with the proper procedure to be fol- 
lowed when and if the subordinate Lodges received inquiries for in- 
formation relative to their constitutions, by-laws, procedures, ete. It 
was outlined in the Edict that such inquiries, requests or question- 
naires shall be immediately forwarded to the Grand Master of Masons 
of North Carolina for his consideration and action. 

The recommendation was made that we affiliate with the South- 
eastern Masonic Conference and invite them to hold their Annual Sess- 
ion in North Carolina in 1965.

MASONIC RESEARCH AND EDUCATION 
(Docket No. 54) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic Re- 
search and Education was presented, and adopted. 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Masonic Research and Education met Monday 
afternoon, April 20, 1964, and unanimously approved the following 
resolution: 

WHEREAS, the Grand Lodge of North Carolina has made many 
attempts to provide an educational program to stimulate interest in 
attendance and understanding of Masonic teachings and principles; 
and 

WHEREAS, each attempt has met with what might be considered 
an unsatisfactory degree of acceptability; and 


WHEREAS, it is still the belief of many Masons that for many 
reasons there is a great and deep-felt need for a formal medium of 
communication between the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master, the 
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Grand Secretary’s office with all of the subordinate lodges and their 
individual members, which medium would bring to every Mason and 
every lodge in North Carolina: 


(1) Masonic news items of interest occurring in North Carolina; 

(2) A monthly message from the Grand Master; 

(3) Announcements and requests from the Grand Secretary’s 
office; 

(4) Items of interest from Oxford Orphanage; the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home; MSA Hospital Visitation Program; 

(5) Suggested programs for use in the lodge; 

(6) Suggestions to guide the Senior and Junior Wardens in prep- 
aration for the time when they will occupy the East; 

(7) Other suggested items of related Masonic interest; and 


WHEREAS, the Orphans’ Friend and Masonic Journal is now 
without an editor and is seeking someone to assume the responsibilities 
of that position: 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 

First, that the incoming Grand Master, as soon after the close 
of this Annual Communication as possible, appoint a committee of 
not less than five, nor more than seven, members to determine the 
feasibility of the Grand Lodge assuming responsibility for the publi- 
eation of the Orphans’ Friend and Masonic Journal, changing its 
name if such is deemed advisable; arranging for it to be sent monthly 
to every Master Mason holding membership in a lodge in North Car- 
olina; making it a Grand Lodge monthly publication in every sense of 
the word, conforming generally to the suggestions as set forth in this 
resolution; determining ways and means of making it a self-support- 
ing organ, if such is deemed desirable and possible, or, if not, then as 
nearly self-supporting as possible; providing and establishing the 
necessary mechanics for the required organization to issue such a 
publication on such a basis. 

Second, that in the event the committee finds such implementation 
is not feasible and/or practical at this time, it shall project its think- 
ing and planning of such a program into a recommended future date, 
and shall file such a report, together with its recommendations, with 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina at its next Annual Communica- 
tion.

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully submits 
the following report. For convenient reference, we use the same sub- 
jects, titles and subdivisions of the Report of the Grand Master as 
used by him, or the Docket number as used in any report, or other 
document submitted for our consideration and action, in all references 
to those matters and subjects. 

DISPENSATIONS

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA MASONIC FOUNDATION, INC. 
(Docket No. 60) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of The 
North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc., was read and the 
report was adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of the North Carolina Masonic Founda- 
tion, Inc., respectfully presents the following balance sheets, reports of 
assets and liabilities, and reports of income or receipts and disburse- 
ments of the Permanent Fund, the Drewry Memorial Grand Secre- 
tary's Fund, the B. F. Moore Legacy, and the Taylor Grant Fund, for 
each of which the Foundation is the Custodian, and which constitutes 
its entire business for the calendar year ending December 31, 1963. 

The attached Exhibits “A”, “B”, *C", and "D" represent Balance 
Sheets of the Permanent Fund, the Drewry Memorial Grand Secre- 
tary's Fund, the B. F. Moore Legacy, and the Taylor Grant Fund, re- 
spectively. Exhibit “E” represents income and disbursements for the 
year of the Permanent Fund, and exhibit *F" represents receipts and 
disbursements for the year of the Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary's 
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Fund. All of the Exhibits “A” through “F” were taken from the re- 
port of the Auditor for the year 1963. 

Exhibits “G”, “H”, “I”, “J”, “K”, ang “L” represent the listings 
of the investments or assets of the Permanent Fund, the Drewry 
Memorial Grand Secretary’s Fund, and the B. F. Moore Legacy, all of 
which were placed in the hands of the First-Citizens Bank and Trust 
Company, of Raleigh, to be referred to hereafter as the “Trustee,” as 
of December 31, 1963, and acknowledged by said Trustee under date of 
November 27, 1963. 


Due to a tragic accident on April 22, 1963 which took the life of 
our then Secretary-Treasurer of the North Carolina Masonic Founda- 
tion, Inc., Right Worshipful Brother Wilbur LeRoy McIver, Past 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, a special 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the Foundation was called by the 
President for May 24, 1963, at which time Brother Charles A. Harris, 
a Director, was elected Secretary-Treasurer. Brother James G. John- 


ston, also a Director, was elected a member of the Investment Com- 
mittee. 


Another special meeting was called by the President for Novem- 
ber 15, 1963. All of the Directors were present except Brother James 
G. Johnston. Brother G. Dudley Humphrey, Attorney for the Foun- 
dation, was also present. A proposed trust agreement between the 
North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc., and the First-Citizens Bank 
& Trust Company, Trustee, to become effective on January 1, 1964, 
was adopted by unanimous vote of the Directors present. A certified 
copy of this agreement, which was executed on December 17, 1963, is 
attached to and made a part of this report. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Directors of the Foundation 
was held in the Executive Office Building of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina on March 13, 1964. All Directors were present except 
Brother Harvey W. Smith.

THIS AGREEMENT made and entered into this 31st day of De- 
cember, 1963, by and between the NORTH CAROLINA MASONIC 
FOUNDATION, INCORPORATED, a non-stock, non-profit, exelu- 
sively charitable corporation, duly organized and existing under the 
laws of the State of North Carolina, with its principal office at Ra- 
leigh, North Carolina, hereinafter called *Foundation" and FIRST- 
CITIZENS BANK AND TRUST COMPANY, a North Carolina Bank- 
ing Corporation, with its principal office in Smithfield, North Caro- 
lina, hereinafter called “Trustee.” 


WITNESSETH 


That the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Incorporated, is a 
non-stock, non-profit, and exclusively charitable corporation organized 
and existing under the laws of the State of North Carolina, and a copy 
of its Charter is hereto annexed as Exhibit A; and 


That the Foundation is custodian for the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, (hereinafter called the 
“Grand Lodge") Permanent Fund (hereinafter called the “Permanent 
Fund"); and 


That the Foundation is custodian for the Trustees of the “Drew- 
ry Memorial Grand Secretary’s Fund”, for the benefit of the Grand 
Lodge, which trust was created by item XI of the Last Will and Testa- 
ment of John C. Drewry, Sr., who died October 2, 1916, and whose will 
is recorded in Will Book H, page 309, in the office of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Wake County, a copy of said item XI of said will 
is hereto annexed as Exhibit B; and 


That the Foundation is custodian for the Grand Lodge of that 
property devised to the Grand Lodge for the benefit of the “Orphan 
Asylum at Oxford”, now the Oxford Orphanage, hereinafter called 
the B. F. Moore Legacy, by item XXX of the Last Will and Testament 
of Bartholomew Figures Moore, which will is recorded in Will Book 
A, at page 63, in the office of the Clerk of the Superior Court of Wake 
CU a copy of item XXX of said will is hereto annexed as Exhibit 

; an 

That a grant, hereinafter called the “Taylor Grant Fund", was 
made to the Grand Lodge by a letter from an anonymous person, dated 
February 18, 1947, and a copy of said letter is hereto annexed as Ex- 
hibit D; and 

That the Foundation is authorized and empowered to execute this 
instrument, by virtue of its Charter and has full and complete custody, 
power, authority and control of all matters pertaining to the assets of 
the Grand Lodge Permanent Fund, and, subject to the restrictions con- 
tained in Exhibits B, C and D has full and complete custody, power, 
authority and control of all matters pertaining to the assets of the 
Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary's Fund, the B. I". Moore Legacy, 
and the Taylor Grant Fund; and 

That the Trustee is duly authorized and empowered to exercise 
trust powers and to do and transact fiduciary business within the 
State of North Carolina; and 

That the Foundation has determined to create four (4) or more 
separate and distinct funds, which shall be administered by the Trus- 
tee upon the uses and trust and for the purposes hereinafter set forth. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises, the Foun- 
dation and the Trustee agree as follows: ۔‎ 


1. The Foundation has, in such capacity as it may be serving any 
of the separate funds herein provided for or any funds hereafter cre- 
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ated in accordance with this Agreement, designated the Trustee as 
its Trustee for the purpose of receiving, holding, and investing and re- 
investing and the said funds, heretofore or hereafter created for the 
use and benefit of the Foundation, the Grand Lodge, and any subordi- 
nate lodge under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, of any charitable 
cause supported by the Foundation, the Grand Lodge, or any subordi- 
nate lodge under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge; and all additions 
and accretions made thereto by donation, gifts, contributions, bequests 
or otherwise; maintaining, managing, and administering the same, and 
distributing the net income of the separate funds as hereinafter provid- 
ed, until otherwise directed by the Foundation: 


(a) The net income of the Permanent Fund shall be distributed 
semi-annually to the Foundation to be disbursed by it for such 
purposes as the Foundation determines proper, in accordance 
with its Charter and by-laws. The Trustee shall have no duty 
to see to the application of income distributed to the Founda- 
tion. 


(b) The net income from the Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary’s 
Fund shall be distributed semi-annually to the Foundation for 
distribution by the Foundation in accordance with Item XI of 
of the Last Will and Testament of John C. Drewry, Sr. The 
Trustee shall have no duty to see to the application of income 
distributed to the Foundation. 


(c) The net income of the B. F. Moore Legacy shall be distributed 
semi-annually to the Foundation, for transmission to the “Or- 
phan Asylum at Oxford, North Carolina," now the “Oxford 
Orphanage, Incorporated" to be used "for the support and 
education of the orphans of the said asylum,” as directed by 
Item XXX of the Last Will and Testament of Bartholomew 
Figures Moore, The Trustee shall have no duty to see to the 
application of the income distributed to the Foundation. 


(d) The net income from the Taylor Grant Fund shall be accumu- 
lated and invested and reinvested in accordance with the 
terms of the gift of the anonymous donor of the said fund un- 
less the Foundation shall direct otherwise. The Trustee shall 
pay to the Foundation such amounts of the income or princi- 
pal of said fund as the Foundation shall direct, in writing. 
The Trustee shall have no duty to see to the application of the 
income or principal distributed to, or in accordance with the 
direction of the Foundation. 


2. The Trustee is authorized to receive donations, gifts, contribu- 
tions, legacies, and/or bequests from the Foundation, from its officers, 
or any governing body or agency thereof, from the Grand Lodge, from 
any subordinate lodge under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, from 
members of the Grand Lodge or any subordinate lodges under its juris- 
diction, and/or from any other person or persons, whether individuals 
or corporations and such property, whether real or personal, and/or 
mixed and whether securities or cash, as the Foundation, donor, grant- 
or, contributor, or testator may direct, and any and all additions or ac- 
cretions thereto shall form a part of the trust under the terms of this 
Agreement; all of which property so received by the Trustee is to be 
held for the use and benefit of the Foundation and for the purposes for 
which the said Foundation is organized; those funds which are receiv- 
ed, with restrictions or limitations as to the use or investment of prin- 
cipal or income or are to be designated as permanent memorials to the 
donor or to some other person shall be identified as separate and dis- 
tinct funds; and those funds received without restrictions or limita- 
tions as to the use or investment of principal or incme shall become a 
part of the Permanent Fund. 
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8 The Trustee is further authorized to hold, manage, and invest 
and reinvest such funds and every part thereof; to collect, recover, and 
receive the rents, interests, issues, dividends and income thereof, (all 
herein referred to as income), and until otherwise directed by the 
Foundation, after deducting all proper and lawful charges and ex- 
penses, to pay over the net income as provided in paragraph 1 above, 
and to continue the payment of income as herein provided until it shall 
be directed otherwise by the Foundation. 


4. The Trustee is hereby authorized and empowered as long as it 
may deeem it advisable to do so, (exercising the same amount of pru- 
dence and judgment as required for paragraph 5 hereof), to retain in 
the same form in which it is received, any and all property, whether real 
or personal, at any time constituting an asset of any of the funds here- 
in created or hereafter created, or if in its judgment, it deems it advis- 
able to do so, to sell and convey any such property either real or per- 
sonal upon such terms and at such times as it may deem advisable, and 
to invest, reinvest the proceeds of any such sale in the manner provid- 
ed in paragraph 5 hereof. The Trustee is further authorized to cause 
all real and personal property, including stocks and bonds, (except bear- 
er bonds) of corporations to be transferred to and/or registered in the 
name of the Trustee, or its nominee, or to hold the same unregistered 
and in such form as will pass by delivery; to vote upon,, or consent 
with respect thereto, any stock at any time subject hereto, in person or 
by proxy, discretionary or otherwise, at all meetings of stockholders or 
otherwise, upon any and all matters whatsoever, whether ordinary or 
extraordinary in character; to pay out of the principal of each of the 
said separate funds all assessments, subscriptions and other sums such 
as the Trustee may deem expedient for the protection of the interest of 
of the Trustee as the holder of any stock or any properties subject 
thereof; if deemed advisable so to do, to exercise any option contain- 
ed in any securities for the conversion of the same into other securities, 
to take advantage of any rights to subscribe for stock or other securi- 
ties, and to make any and all necessary payments therefor; to sell such 
rights as it deems to be in the best interest of the said funds, The said 
Trustee is further authorized and empowered to lease and rent 
any real estate, forming a part of either the said funds, upon 
such terms and conditions and for such period of time, as it, in its 
judgment, deems best for the best interest of the said funds; to sue for 
and recover the possession of any real estate so leased and rented; to 
extend or renew the time of payment of any mortgage or encumbrance 
upon any real estate which shall be conveyed to it under this agree- 
ment; to sell, transfer, mortgage, convey, and to improve, repair or re- 
build any real estate so coming into its possession at such time and up- 
on such terms and conditions as it may in its judgment deem for the 
best interest of the fund, and to invest and reinvest the proceeds of sale 
as herein provided in paragraph 5. 


5. The Trustee is authorized and empowered, in the case of sales 
or other dispositions of property, real or personal, constituting a part 
of either of the funds or any part thereof, to invest and to reinvest the 
proceeds of such sale or sales and to invest and reinvest any cash at 
any time constituting an asset of any of said funds or a part thereof, 
in such investments and only such investments as a prudent man 
would make of his own property having primarily in view the preser- 
vation of the estate and the amount and regularity of the income to 
be derived, all in accordance with the laws of the State of North Caro- 
lina and the decisions of its Supreme Court; provided, however, that no 
participation or fractional or split interest in mortgage pool or in sin- 
gle mortgages shall be purchased; and provided further, that if any 
instrument or writing evidencing any gift, devise, bequest or donation 
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shall make provisions as to property or securities in which the same 

may be invested, the Trustee shall be furnished with a copy of the said 

instrument or writing, and shall, as to the property, real or personal, 

En by the said instrument or writing be bound by the terms 
ereof. 


6. The Foundation represents that it has the power to execute this 
agreement, and agrees to deliver to the Trustee a copy of each and ev- 
ery will, trust, deed or other instrument which requires creation of a 
separate fund hereunder, and to inform the Trustee of any facts or in- 
formation known to the Foundation which will in any manner modify 
the terms of the Agreement. The Foundation represents that copies of 
all such instruments, and all facts known to the Foundation with re- 
spect thereto, have been disclosed to the Trustee. The Foundation 
agrees to notify the Trustee, contemporaneously with delivery of any 
asset or fund hereinafter added to the Trust concerning all facts 
known to the Foundation, and the Trustee shall add all funds or assets 
hereafter delivered to the Trustee to the Permanent Fund, unless the 
Foundation shall otherwise instruct the Trustee. The Foundation 
agrees to save the Trustee harmless from any and all liability the 
Trustee may incur by its acts or omissions taken or omitted in reli- 
ance upon the representations of the Foundation and requirements 
imposed upon the Foundation by the terms of this Agreement. 


7. In the event that any mortgage or deed of trust upon any real 
or personal property, held by the Trustee at any time under the terms 
hereof shall be delinquent, and if the Trustee shall deem it advisable 
and necessary to foreclose the same or subject the property to the pay- 
ment thereof, Trustee may make such settlement with the mortga- 
gor or mortgagors, trustor or trustors as it shall deem best in its best 
judgment, for the best interest of the particular fund, taking in the 
poperty so mortgaged in the payment of the debts, under such terms 
and conditions and for such considerations as the Trustee, in its judg- 
ment, shall deem best. This action may be taken without foreclosure 
proceedings. Likewise, it may when it deems best, proceed to foreclose 
any such mortgages or other securities and upon such sales the Trus- 
tee may bid in such property for the benefit of this trust for such 
amount as it shall deem for the best interest of the particular fund and 
may pay such bid by the cancellation of the mortgage debt to the 
amount of such bid, without in any manner becoming liable to the 
particular fund or the Foundation or to anyone else upon such bid. 


8. Notwithstanding any other provisions of this instrument, the 
Trustee shall not purchase, sell or otherwise acquire or dispose of any 
property or security without first obtaining the written or verbal con- 
sent of a majority of the members of the Investment Committee of the 
Foundation, unless there shall be some emergency need for action and 
the members of the said Committee cannot be contacted or unless the 
Investment Committee shall have delegated to it auhority to make tem- 
porary or short term investments or dispositions thereof of uninvested 
cash without such approval. If such emergency shall arise, the Trustee 
shall notify the Committee in writing of its action at the earliest possi- 
ble date. The Foundation agrees to deliver to the Trustee, under the 
signature of the Secretary of the Foundation, the names and ad- 
dresses of the members of the Investment Committee of the Founda- 
tion, together with a specimen of the signatures of such members, and 
the Trustee may rely on the last such notice furnished until the Secre- 
tary of the Foundation shall deliver to the Trustee a notice of change 
in membership of the Investment Committee of the Foundation. The 
provisions of this paragraph 8 shall apply, as herein set out, to the 
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duties of the Trustee as between the Foundation and the Trustee; how- 
ever, no person dealing with the Trustee need require any evidence 
of the approval of any purchase, sale, other acquisition or disposition 
of property, real or personal, constituting an asset of any of the 
funds, herein or hearafter created, but such persons may rely solely 
upon the signature of the proper officers of the Trustee that it has ob- 
tained the requisite consent of the Investment Committee of the Foun- 
dation. The Trustee’s liability shall be solely to the Foundation, in the 
event it fails to obtain the requisite consent. 


9, With respect to the investments of the Permanent Fund, the 
Trustee shall be limited only by the terms of this Trust, and it shall 
be only so limited, except as expressly provided by the terms of the 
instruments creating the Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary’s Fund; 
the B. F. Moore Legacy; and the Taylor Grant Fund, and by such 
other trust instruments, copies of which are delivered to the Trustee, 
creating future memorial funds, as provided in paragraph 2 above. The 
limitations of the Trustee with respect to the three memorial funds 
now in existence are as follow: 


(a) As to the Drewry Memorial Grand Secretary’s Fund, the 
Board of Trustees of the said fund have empowered the Foun- 
dation to invest the said funds as herein provided, and the 
Foundation agrees to save the Trustee harmless from any 
liability it may incur by complying with the terms of this in- 
strument relative to the investment of the Drewry Memorial 
Grand Secretary’s Fund. 


(b) The B. F. Moore Legacy Fund shall be invested in a United 
States Government Bond or bonds or other securities guaran- 
teed by the United States Government or agencies thereof and 
as otherwise expressly directed by the Foundation, and the 
Trustee shall have no duty concerning the Investment or rein- 
vestment of the said fund, except at the express direction of 
the Foundation. 


(c) The Taylor Grant Fund and the income therefrom which is to 
be accumulated as above provided, shall be “invested and rein- 
vested in securities legal for savings banks.” 


(d) As provided elsewhere in this Agreement, any other fund or 
funds hereinafter created and added to this trust as separate 
funds shall be invested and reinvested in the manner provided 
by the instrument creating each said fund. 


10. The Trustee is authorized in the discharge of its duties, to em- 
ploy counsel and agents and to determine and pay them reasonable 
compensation out of the income derived from the particular fund they 
were employed to represent and to pay out of the income received from 
each separate fund, any and al] taxes which are now or hereafter 
properly may become payable from time to time under the laws of the 
United States, or any state, county or municipality upon any of the 
said funds of income therefrom, or for the transfer thereof, or upon 


transactions effecting the same, and to affix and cancel tax stamps in 
accordance with the provisions of law. 


11. Except as otherwise provided in Paragraphs A and B hereof, 
all corporate liquidating distributions and all extraordinary distribu- 
tions payable in cash, in stock (be it that of the corporation declaring 
the same or another corporation), or in property other than cash or 
cash or stock shall be deemed principal. All other distributions shall 
be deemed to be income. The Trustee, shall, in its absolute and uncon- 
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trolled discretion determine whether any corporate distribution is or is 
not extraordinary or liquidating in nature. 


(a) Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore to the contrary, the 
Trustee, may in its absolute and uncontrolled discretion, allo- 
cate in part or in whole to income any corporate distribution 
which would otherwise be allocated to principal, if, in its opin- 
ion, the purposes of this trust would be better served by mak- 
ing such allocation to income. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything herein before to the contrary, the 
Trustee, shall also, in its absolute and uncontrolled discretion, 
determine whether or to what extent capital gains dividends 
declared by investment companies, mutual funds, and the like 
shall be allocated to principal or to income. 


12. In the event any of the monies or properties deposited by the 
Foundation with the Trustee as a part of this trust are received by the 
Foundaton under a will or other instrument containing limitations or 
restrictions applicable to the bequest or gift which are inconsistent 
with the authorizations and powers conferred upon the Trustee by this 
agreement; the said authorization and powers contained in this agree- 
ment shall be inapplicable insofar as they are inconsistent with the 
will or instrument applicable to the devise, bequest or gift, and upon 
being furnished with a copy of the particular will or other instrument, 
that it will be governed by the terms thereof applicable to the bequest 
or gift including the setting up of separate and distinct accounts sub- 
scribed with the name of the donor so that the gift may consitute a 
permanent memorial, if the donor has expressed a wish that this be 
done; provided, however, that all such bequests and gifts subject to 
such restrictions or limitations shall at all times constitute a part of 
the trust and shall be managed by the Trustee in accordance with all 
the provisions of this Agreement not in conflict with the terms of the 
wil or other instrument creating the bequest or gift; and provided 
further, that the Trustee may, at its option, refuse to accept any 
property which may be governed by any particular instrument or pro- 
visions other than this Agreement. 


13. The Foundation represents that no part of the Permanent 
Fund has been received by any gift, devise or bequest in conflict with 
the general terms hereof, and that the assets of the permanent Fund 
are those assets described in Exhibit E hereto annexed. The Founda- 
tion represents to the Trustee that the terms of Item XI of the Last 
Will and Testament of John C. Drewy, Sr., are the only known pro- 
visions limiting in any way the investment of the Drewry Memoral 
Grand Secretary’s Fund, and the Trustee agrees to be bound by the 
terms thereof, and that the assets of the Drewry Memoral Grand Sec- 
retary's Fund are those assets described in Exhibit F hereto annexed. 
The Foundation represents to the Trustee that the terms of Item XXX 
of the Last Will and Testament of Bartholomew Figures Moore are 
the only known provisions limiting the invesment of the B. F. Moore 
Legacy, and the Trustee agrees to be bound by the terms thereof, and 
that the assets of the Moore Legacy are described in Exhibit G here- 
to annexed. The Foundation represents to the Trustee that the terms of 
the anonymous letter dated February 13, 1947 are the only known pro- 
visions limiting the investment of the Taylor Grant Fund, and the 
Trustee agrees to be bound by the terms thereof, and that the assets 
of the Taylor Grant Fund are described in Exhibit H hereto annexed. 


14. In the event any of the monies or properties deposited by the 
Foundation with the Trustee as a part of the trust were received by the 
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Foundation, as Trustee or in any other fiduciary capacity, under the 
terms of a will or the instrument creating the bequest or gift, the de- 
posit by the Foundation with the Trustee under the terms of this instru- 
ment shall be deemed to be the exercise by the Foundation of its dis- 
cretionary powers as Trustee or in other fiduciary capacities and 
the liability of the Trustee to the Foundation with respect to the said 
monies or properties so deposited shall be as defined in this instrument 
and shall be an addition to the liability of the Foundation, as Trustee 
or in some other fiduciary capacity, which shall be defined by the 
terms of the will or other instrument creating the original trust; such 
monies or properties deposited subject to an existing trust shall at all 
times constitute a part of this trust but shall be set up as separate sub- 
accounts so that they may at all times be identifiable; provided, how- 
ever, that the Trustee, may, at its option, refuse to accept any proper- 
ty which may be governed in any particular by any instrument or pro- 
visions other than this Agreement. The terms of this paragraph shall 
also apply to the various sub-accounts provided by the terms of this 
instrument. 


15. The fiscal year of the Foundation begins on January 1 and 
ends on December 31 of each year. The Trustee agrees with the foun- 
dation that it will faithfully and honestly fulfill and discharge all du- 
ties hereby imposed upon it; and agrees to render detailed annual re- 
ports of the account, and each sub-account thereunder, together with 
such general consolidated report governing all accounts combined, to- 
gether with such additional reports as may be required for such addi- 
tional accounts hereafter added under the terms of this instrument. 
Such reports will be a true and complete statement of the income re- 
ceived by the Trustee and the disposition made thereof, and an inven- 
tory of the assets held in the trust and each sub-account at the close of 
business of each year. The Trustee agrees that any auditor designated 
by the Foundation to audit the account shall have access to the books, 
papers, and documents of the trust annually or at any other time the 
Foundation may designate, provided that said books, papers and docu- 
ments shall not be required to be available other than during the regu- 
lar business hours of the Trustee. 


16. The Foundation will pay to the Trustee, as its agent and 
trustee for the purposes set forth in this agreement, five (5%) of the 
annual gross income received by the Trustee on the first Ten Thou- 
sand ($10,000) Dollars annual income, including the income of all sub- 
accounts combined, and two and one-half (215) percent of the gross 
annual income, including the income of all sub-accounts combined, 
above Ten Thousand ($10,000) Dollars; said payments to be retained 
semi-annually (or as otherwise agreed to by the Foundation) by the 
Trustee from the income of the Trust. The Trustee shall unless other- 
wise directed by the Foundation, charge all such expenses to the in- 
come of the Permanent Fund and shall not be required to pro rate 
the expenses among the several sub-accounts created hereunder. 


17. The Trustee may at any time resign and be discharged as 
Trustee of the Foundation by executing an instrument in writing speci- 
fying the dates when such resignation shall take effect, and by mailing 
the same by registered mail addressed to the Foundation at its princi- 
pal place of business, 2921 Glenwood Avenue, Raleigh, North Carolina, 
atleast thirty (30) days (or such shorter time as may be accepted by 
the Board of Directors of the Foundation as adequate) before such 
resignation is to take effect, such resignation so mailed shall take ef- 
fect on the date specfied in such instrument and upon rendering a 
just and true account to such date; all of the principal of the said 
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trust, and each sub-account thereunder, in the hands of the Trustee, to- 
gether with any and all accumulated income therefrom shall be paid 
over, transferred, and delivered to the Foundation. 


18. The Foundation may at any time, upon thirty (30) days notice, 
modify, amend, cancel, or annul this Agreement, in whole or in part, 
and revoke or alter or change any and all powers given to the Trus- 
tee by this instrument. Such modification, amendment, cancellation, re- 
vision or annulment of said Agreement, shall be in writing and signed 
by the President and Secretary of the Foundation accompanied by a 
certified copy of their authority so to do, duly adopted by the Board of 
Directors of the said corporation, said notice to be delivered personally 
or mailed by registered mail to the Trustee; and in the event this Agree- 
ment is wholly cancelled, or annulled, the Trustee shall thereafter render 
a report covering all funds and property of the trust, and each sub-ac- 
count, in writing to the Foundation, and the Auditor of the Foundation 
may audit the boeks and accounts of the Trustee pertaining to the said 
funds, and each sub-account thereunder, and as and when the auditor 
has approved the reports, the Trustee shall transfer and deliver all 
of the principal of the said fund, and each sub-account thereunder in 
its hands, together with all accumulated income therefrom to the Foun- 
dation. The Foundation agrees to secure the prior consent of the Trus- 
tee to any proposed modification of this Trust Agreement, and it is un- 
derstood that, in the event the Foundation makes or proposes any modi- 
fications under the terms of this Agreement, of the responsibilities of 
the Trustee hereunder shall be unsatisfactory to the Trustee, then the 
Trustee may resign and be discharged as Trustee in accordance with 
the provisions of Paragraph 17 hereof. 


19. Any corporation into which the Trustee or any successor may 
be merged or with which it or any successor of it, may be consolidated, 
or any corporation resulting from any merger and consolidation in 
which the Trustee or its successor shall be a part, shall be the Trustee 
under this Agreement. 


20. The Trustee shall, upon the direction of the Board of Directors 
of the Foundation deliver to the Foundation any particular asset, or a 
portion thereof, constituting the principal of this trust and by deliv- 
ering the same to the Foundation and obtaining its receipts therefor, 
the cioe shall be discharged from all liability with respect to assets 
so delivered. 


21. In the administration of this Trust, the Trustee shall incur no 
liability for any action taken or omitted by it in good faith and it is 
expressly released from, and will be protected and saved harmless by 
the Foundation against and from liability from any loss or deprecia- 
tion in value of the Trust property which may be sustained for any 
reason except gross negligence or willful misconduct on its part. The 
Foundation further agrees to save the Trustee harmless against and 
from any and all loss or depreciation in value of trust property which 
may be sustained on account of any purchase, sale, retention, dis- 
position or other action taken by the Trustee in reliance upon the 
written or verbal advice, consent or directions of a majority of the In- 
vestment Committee of the Foundation, or upon any omission of the 
Trustee, to act on account of any failure or refusal of a majority of the 
Investment Committee of the Foundation to approve and purchase, 
sale, retention, disposition or other action advised by the Trustee. 


22. This Agreement is to be governed by and is to be construed 
with reference to the laws of the State of North Carolina. The Trustee 
is authorized to perform and do any and all acts and things which it, 
in sole discretion, many deem necessary in the premises to protect, pre- 
serve and further the interest of the several funds created hereunder. 
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The Trustee may do and perform such acts, upon its own initiative, 
er may require the advice and consent of the Foundation with respect 
thereto. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, The North Carolina Masonic Founda- 
tion, Incorporated, has caused this Agreement to be signed in quad- 
ruplicate by its duly authorized officers and its corporate seal to be 
hereunto affixed and First-Citizens Bank and Trust Company, Trustee, 
has caused this instrument to be signed by its duly authorized officers 
and its corporate seal to be hereunto affixed.

is something that Masonry can be proud of.

We would like to take this opportunity to express our apprecia- 
tion to the dedicated group of Masons, the Advisors, who are giving 
their time, talent and money to help and further the Order of DeMo-

In our opinion Masonry thru DeMolay, is producing the most 
important product today, our future Citizens and future Leaders of 
tomorrow. ۱ 

The following is a brief reviewing of DeMolay activities in North 
Carolina for 1963: 

Since the concept of DeMolay was conceived by Frank S. Land in 
1919 nearly three million young men have knelt before the altar and 
pledged themselves to the ideals of the order. These include 4 U.S. 
Senators, 150 Congressmen, 9 Governors, 14 Generals, and more than 
130 33° Masons. 

The main purposes of DeMolay are the building of better citizens 
and creating leaders through the development of character in young 
men. The youth movement bolsters a boy’s character by emphasizing 
the virtues of comradeship, reverence, love of parents, patriotism, 
courtesy, cleanness, and fidelity. The entire program of a DeMolay 
Chapter revolves about these seven cardinal principles. DeMolay does 
not attempt to take the place of the home, church, or school, but rather 
to supplement them with a supporting program of teaching good citi- 
zenship to its members. Re 

As the DeMolay movement has spread throughout the world, 
North Carolina has assumed its rightful position of leadership and 
responsibility. Although there is already a DeMolay Chapter in al- 
most every good sized community in the state, a continuous drive is. 
underway to make the ideals and opportunities of the Order available 
to every eligible young man from Manteo to Murphy. The coordina- 
tion and execution of this expansion program is just one of the re- 
sponsibilities of the State Association. Others include: 

State Conclave— The Conclave is a four-day state convention 
held in August of each year. Its activities include the election of state 
officers, business meetings, Sweetheart competition, degree competi- 
tion, Flower Talk competition, athletic competition, social activities, 
and various other special features. The Conclave is one of the high- 
lights of the DeMolay year and is an invaluable experience in meeting, 
leading and working with other high caliber young men from across 
the state. | 00 

DeMolay Week—This is the week that each chapter carries out 
& strong program of activities and publicity in order to inform the

public of the purposes and work of the Order. The State Association 
coordinates the work of the individual chapters and promotes the 
week on the state level. 

Service Projects—Two annual service projects are carried out 
by the State Association. These are a trip to Oxford Orphanage and 
a Christmas carol sing and visit to the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home. A feature of the latter trip is the distribution of boxes of sta- 
tionery as DeMolays personally visit the residents of the home. The 
work of the State Association in such projects as these as well as in 
the coordination of the activities of the various chapters is essential 
to the strength and growth of the movement. However, its real back- 
bone is the work of the individual chapters. 

Every strong chapter in the state carries out a full program of 
widely varied activities. None of them, however, is more meaningful 
to DeMolays or DeMolay good will than the program of service pro- 
jects. Although these projects are carried out throughout the year, 
there are six “obligatory days" which chapters must observe—The 
Sunday nearest March 18, is Devotional Day; the nearest convenient 
day to June 14 is Patriot’s Day; a day around Christmas or Thanks- 
giving is Day of Comfort; a convenient day in April is Education 
Day; the Sunday preceding November 21 is Parent’s Day; a day of 
the chapter’s choosing is Government Day. Some typical projects for 
the observance of these days, or just as chosen chapter projects are— 

Collections for Medical Research—Many chapters throughout 
the state including Burlington, Durham, Thomasville, and Gastonia 
frequently collect for such causes as the Heart Fund and the March 
of Dimes. The Winston-Salem Chapter recently collected $550 for these 
two particular funds. Other chapters have made outright contribu- 
tions. 

Needy Families—Almost every chapter in North Carolina pro- 
vides food, clothing, and toys for needy families. Last year the Dur- 
ham Chapter joined forces with the local Rainbow Chapter and pro- 
vided twelve large boxes of food and six boxes of clothes and toys 
which were distributed among three families. A number of chapters 
also carry out a similiar project at Thanksgiving. 

Service to School—The Burlington Chapter recently painted their 
high schoo! recreation room. Durham has cleaned up their parking 
lot, and Statesville plans to present a new flag to their high school. 

Service to Hospitals—The Asheville Chapter does volunteer work 
at a hospital every weekend. Gastonia donated a wheel chair to the 
North Carolina Orthopedic Hospital, and Thomasville sponsored a 
blood donation drive. Many other chapters make frequent visits to 
hospitals and rest homes. 

Safety Campaign— The Thomasville Chapter puts a badly wrecked 
car in some public place every holiday weekend as an ominous warn- 
ing to motorists. Another activity in this vein is the washing of 
windshields on parked cars and leaving safety literature under the wi- 


pers. 
Service During Elections—-Many chapters sponsor a “get out the 

vote” campaign. They frequently follow these up with the project of 

removing old election posters from trees and telephone poles. 
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Miscellaneous—Most chapters perform various services such as 
keeping the temple grounds, for their sponsoring bodies. The Burling- 
ton Chapter recently washed all the city’s police cars and carried out 
a civil defense campaign. Thomasville cleaned up a city park. Wil- 
liamston has a gospel team which performs church services for nu- 
merous organizations upon request. 

These projects, and many more like them, have a twofold pur- 
pose. They serve the community today; they teach DeMolays to serve 
their country and the world tomorrow.

. Lecture Districts are hereby abolished. 

. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer may accept an invitation to in- 
struct in the Ritualistic Work from any lodge in the State of 
North Carolina, regardless of location. 

3. Class “A” Certified Lecturers are urged to co-operate in this work 
by accepting invitations to instruct in the Ritualistic Work from 
lodges located near their residences. 

4. (a) The revised and amended Regulation 35-09, effective April 

17, 1957, reads as follows:

1. REG. 35-09. Each subordinate lodge shall engage the services

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(b) For the instruction required in Regulation 35-09, as quoted 
above in lines numbered 1 through 5, the Grand Lodge will 
allow credit, or will refund to a lodge the fee, as set forth 
in Rule 5 below. 

(As amended and approved by the Board of Custodians. 6-14-57), 
5. The required one week of instruction may be complied with in 
either of the two following methods: 


(a) The lecturer may visit the lodge for the entire week on one 
trip, and he shall give not less than thirty hours of ACTUAL 
INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and time when he is 
not actually instructing; provided, also that there shall be 
instruction on each of not less than five different days, all 
within seven consecutive days, and for this class of service 
the fee shall not exceed $50.00 per week, or 

(As amended and approved by the Grand Lodge. Page 185. Pro. 1956). 

(b) He may make several trips to the lodge, in which case in- 
struction must be given for not less than twenty-four (24) 
hours of ACTUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time 
and time when he is not actually instructing; provided, also, 
that there shall be instruction on each of not less than five 
different days, and all within a period of thirty (30) days, 
beginning the first day of the lecturer’s engagement, and for 
this class of service the fee shall not exceed $40.00 for twenty- 
four hours of instruction. (See Rule 18). 


6. The Board of Custodians recommend that the instruction be ren- 
dered on consecutive days, whenever it is practical or if circum- 
stances render it more efficient, but this is not mandatory. 


7. A Class "A" Certified Lecturer, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, is authorized to instruct subordinate lodges 
for compensation. 


8. A Class "B" Certified Instructor, during the period he is on the 
roster of such class, may give instruction in the scope of work 
coming under Class “B,” for which he shall not receive compen- 
sation; but this class of instruction shall not be considered as 
compliance with Regulation 35-09. 


9. The Grand Lodge will refund to a lodge, or will allow it a credit 
for, the fee actually paid out as set forth in Rule 5, when the 
lodge is instructed for the minimum of one week in every con- 
secutive two years as required in Regulation 35-09, and in these 
rules. If the lodge does not make a payment for the instruction 
the Grand Lodge will not allow a credit nor make a refund, but 
a report of the instruction given shall be made as required under 
Rule 13. 


(a) A subordinate lodge will pay the lecturer the fee for instruc- 
tion according to the class of instruction given, as defined in 
Rule B (a) or (b). After payment of such fee, the lodge 
shall, within ten days, forward the lecturer's certificate of 
service, under the seal of the lodge, and the lecturer's receipt 
for payment to the Grand Secretary, who will determine 
whether, under Regulation 85-09, and these rules, the lodge 
is entitled to a refund for the instruction, and if it is, he will 
either reimburse the lodge by voucher the stipulated amount, 
or credit the lodge's account with the same. 
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(b) All such certificates for reimbursement of fees for lecture 
service paid out by lodges shall be filed with the Grand Sec- 
retary on Official Form No. 38 before December 20 of each 
year. (See Rule 13). 


A lodge desiring instruction in the Ritualistic Work shall make all 
the necessary arrangements and agreements for the service with 
the Class “A” Certified Lecturer of its choice. Immediately after 
such service has been rendered, the lodge shall: 


(a) Pay all proper transportation, board and lodging expense, 
necessary to fill the engagement, incurred by the lecturer. 


(b) Transportation expense shall not exceed eight cents per mile 
actually traveled, each way, when private automobile is used, 
or it may be the actual railroad or bus fare between the resi- 
dence of the lecturer and the lodge served. Transportation 
expense may properly be the subject of a special agreement 
between the lodge and the lecturer, before the instruction is 
commenced. It is the intent of the Board of Custodians that 
travel expense, board and lodging shall not be made an un- 
reasonable burden on lodges. 


(c) Comply with Rule 13, below. 


A lodge not entitled to instruction in the Ritualistic Work, under 
Regulation 35-09, and these rules, which accepts instruction from 
any Class “A” Certified Lecturer, will pay the fee, as defined in 
Rule 5 (a) or (b), for such instruction and the expenses of the 
lecturer rendering the service without reimbursement from the 


Grand Lodge. (See Rule 13). 


A lodge may obtain special lecture service or instruction as often 
as it desires, But the lodge, in such case, will pay all fees as set 
forth in Rule 5 (a) or (b) and such expenses incident thereto 
which exceed one week in every two consecutive years as set forth 
in Rule 4, without reimbursement from the Grand Lodge. A re- 
port of any such work done must be made as required in Rule 15. 
(See also Rule 10). 


Within ten days after any lecture service is rendered a lodge 
under Rule 5 (a) or (b), whether or not it is paid for by the 
lodge, shall be reported by the Secretary of the lodge to the Grand 
Secretary on N. C. Official Form 38, for the Grand Lodge records. 


[See also Rule 9 (b)]. 


In all cases in the ritualistic work where the Official Standard 
of the Work is silent as to any action in floor work, or other work, 
no Certified Lecturer or Certified Instructor, or any brother, shall 
be authorized to insist that his idea of the subject is positively the 
only way to do that particular thing; he may state “his opinion,” 
but he is not authorized to insist that his way is the only way to 
do such work.

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RULES FOR GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STANDARD 
OF THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 


(In effect June 8, 1962) 


The Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary adopted 
by the Grand Lodge in April, 1942, are to be distributed under the 
following rules made by the Board of Custodians, pursuant to Regu- 
lation 30-03(1) as adopted new April 18, 1962 and Regulation 30-08, 
as adopted in 1948, and amended in 1957. 

(Amended and promulgated by the Board of Custodians at Raleigh, 
N. C., June 8th, 1962). 

Rule 1. The Grand Secretary shall be the Custodian of all un- 
issued copies of the Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabu- 
lary, and shall issue them only upon proper written application. He 
shall provide all forms of application, receipts and other documents 
necessary to account for the same, and shall keep a record of all 
copies issued, and to whom issued. 

Rule 2. Receipts for the Official Standard of the Work or the 
Vocabulary shall be given on such forms as may be prescribed by the 
Grand Secretary. Immediately on receipt of a copy of either, the 
brother receiving the same shall sign proper receipt, which shall be 
transmitted to the Grand Secretary promptly. 

Rule 3. The Vocabulary shall be issued only to Secretaries of 
our subordinate lodges, who shall receipt therefor and be held re- 
sponsible for the same. He shall transfer the Vocabulary, so issued to 
him, to his successor in office and take his receipt for the same, which 
shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. In the event 
he is unable, for any cause, to deliver to his successor the copy of the 
Vocabulary in his possession, the Master of his lodge shall take up 
his copy of the Vocabulary and re-issue it to his successor in office, 
taking his receipt for the same which shall be forwarded immediately 
to the Grand Secretary. 

Rule 4. Only each of those in the following categories are quali- 
fied to apply for and obtain the loan of one copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, to-wit: Masters, Senior Wardens, Junior Wardens, 
Senior Deacons and Junior Deacons and the two Stewards of our sub- 
ordinate lodges; Grand Lodge Line Officers, District Deputy Grand 
Masters; members of the Board of Custodians; Certified Lecturers, 
and Certified Instructors, while they occupy the said offices and 
positions and while they are qualified as indicated in this Rule, 

Rule 4 (a) This subdivision of Rule 4 provides that in addition 
to the categories entitled to the loan and use of the Official Standard 
of the Work as set forth in the foregoing paragraph (Rule 4), any 
lodge subordinate to this Grand Lodge may have the loan and use of 
not more than five (5) additional copies of the Offical Standard of 
the Work to be loaned and used as hereafter provided. 

If a lodge should apply for any or all of the said extra five (5) 
copies of the Official Standard of the Work it may loan not more 
than one (1) copy to a member of said lodge who may apply to the 
secretary thereof in writing and who desires to prepare himself to 
take the examination for proficiency in the ritualistic work, either 
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Class “A” or Class “B”, as set out in REG. 35-07 and who pays the 
fee, if any is charged for the use of the same, which copy is not trans- 
ferable in any manner whatever to any other person, and any such 
transfer, or attempt to transfer the same, shall be a serious Masonic 
offense. 


Such application shall be made on the form prescribed by the 
Grand Secretary and filed with the secretary of the lodge of which 
the applicant is a member. A member of a lodge outside of this state 
cannot have a copy of the Official Standard of the Work. 


The Official Standard of the Work may be loaned under this sub- 
division to a member for not more than one (1) year, and it may be 
renewed by the same member for an additional year, but it shall not 
be loaned to the same member for more than two (2) consecutive 
years. If the member shall pass the said examination for proficiency, 
either Class “A” or Class “B”, he shall be entitled to have the loan 
and use of one copy as such certified member and as provided in the 
first paragraph of this Rule 4; however, if he shall fail to pass said 
examination within the said two (2) years he shall not be entitled 
any longer to have the said copy and he shall return the same to the 
secretary of his lodge. If he should transfer his membership to another 
lodge, either within or without the state, he shall promptly return 
the said copy to the lodge issuing it, and a failure or refusal to deliver 
up the said copy at any time upon demand by the secretary of said 
lodge or by the Grand Secretary or by the Grand Master shall be a 
Masonic offense, for which expulsion shall be the penalty upon con- 
viction. 


The secretary of the lodge may, in his discretion at any time, call 
for and examine any copy of the Official Standard of the Work loaned 
to a member of his lodge under this subdivision, and if he deems it 
necessary, he may proceed under the provisions of Rule 6, which Rule 
shall also apply in all respects as a part of this subdivision as far as 
it can be made to apply. 


Any fee deposited for the loan and use of said copy issued here- 
under shall be fixed from time to time by the Grand Secretary, but 
not to exceed $5.00. 


If the Grand Secretary should require a fee for the loan and use 
of the said copy of the Official Standard of the Work under this sub- 
division, the fee shall be refunded to the member making the payment 
upon return of the said copy to the secretary. If the said copy should 
be lost, destroyed or for any reason cannot be produced, the said fee 
shall not be refunded. 


All laws, rules and regulations of this Grand Lodge, including 
the “Rules for Governing the Official Standard of the Work and the 
Vocabulary,” now in effect or that may be hereafter promulgated, 
shall apply to and govern the application, loan and use of any copy 
of the Official Standard of the Work issued under and by virtue of 
this subdivision, except Rules 3, 5(a) and 5(b); and excepting also 
as this subdivision may amend Rule 4 hereof by adding this subdivi- 
sion (a) providing for another category qualified to obtain the loan 
and use of a copy thereof. 


[See Regulation 30-03(1) enacted April 18, 1962; 30-06(1) enacted 
April 19, 1961 but repealed April 18, 1962 and 30-08 enacted April 22, 
1948, and amended April 17, 1957]. 
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Rule 5. (a) At the installation of officers following the annual 
election, each retiring officer elective or appointive in the Grand 
Lodge and in our subordinate lodges shall deliver to his successor in 
office the copy of the Official Standard of the Work held by him, 
and in the event his successor has a copy, then the retiring officer 
shall transfer his copy to a new officer entitled to the same, who 
does not have a copy, and the successor so receiving the Official 
Standard of the Work shall sign the prescribed receipt therefor, which 
shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. It is the 
purpose of this paragraph to make it possible for a brother to retain 
the same copy of the Official Standard of the Work originally issued 
to him so long as he is entitled to have the use of the same under 
Rule 4. 

(b) In case a brother, who holds a copy of the Official Standard 
of the Work under Rule 4, should vacate his office or lose the quali- 
fication which entitles him to the use of a copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work, due to death, resignation, lapse of certificate, or for 
any other cause, then the Master of his lodge shall take up the copy 
of the Official Standard of the Work held by such brother and either 
forward it to the Grand Secretary, or re-issue it to a brother who fills 
the vacancy, if any, and take a receipt for the same, which receipt he 
shall forward to the Grand Secretary immediately. 

Rule 6. No writing, marking or notations of any nature what- 
soever shall be made in or upon any copy of either the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work or the Vocabulary, and it shall be the duty of any 
Grand Lodge Officer, District Deputy Grand Master, District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer, or any Certified Lecturer, at any time, to call for 
any copy of either, and examine the same to determine whether this 
Rule has been violated; and if it has been violated, he shall imme- 
diately take up such copy marked in violation hereof, and forward the 
same at once to the Grand Secretary, and report his action to the 
Grand Master without delay. [See also Regulation No. 30-07(4) ]. 

Rule 7. In case of loss or destruction of either the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work or the Vocabulary, the Grand Secretary shall be 
notified immediately, giving a full report of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the said loss or destruction. 

Rule 8. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be used in any lodge while conferring the degrees, nor 
at any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 

Rule 9. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the Vo- 
cabulary shall be issued to one entitled to the use of the same under 
these Rules, unless applied for in writing on the proper form, except 
as provided in Rule 5.

The following address was delivered by Hon. Sam J. 
Ervin, Jr., Grand Orator, at the 1968 Annual Communica- 
tion and printed in the 1963 Proceedings, but due to the 
fact that the same was changed somewhat in transcription, 
it is again printed herewith in corrected form: 


AFFIRMATIONS OF FREEMASONRY CONCERNING 
GOD, MAN, AND IMMORTALITY 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Visiting Brethren, and Freemasons 
All: 


I will discuss for a few moments what the Symbolic Degrees of 
Freemasonry affirm concerning God, man, and immortality. While so 
doing, I will direct your thoughts to the language of poets, who have 
consciously or unconsciously enshrined the affirmations of Freemason- 
ry in respect to these subjects in words of unforgettable beauty. 


1. THE AFFIRMATION OF FREEMASONRY CONCERNING GOD 


Freemasonry bases its affirmation concerning God upon its ob- 
servations of the universe and man, and the revelations of the Holy 
Writings upon its Altars. 


Freemasonry looks at the universe and beholds with wonder the 
life-giving sun, which rises in the east at morn, travels across the sky 
by day, and sets in the west at eventide; the galaxies of stars, which 
twinkle in the infinite heavens; the clouds, which bring the soil-re- 
freshinz rain; the majestic mountains with hills at their knees; the 
rivers, which water pleasant valleys and fertile plains and run end- 
lessly to the sea; the tall trees, which lift leafy arms heavenward to 
pray; the arbutus and dogwood, which brighten springtime, and 
the marigolds and roses, which ornament summer; the glory of the 
leaves and ripened crops of autumn; the crystal snowflakes, which 
descend so gently in winter; and the other beautiful things past 
numbering, which adorn the earth. 


Freemasonry notes with awe the order and regularity of the 
processes of life and nature as the tide ebbs and flows, as the harvest 
succeeds the seedtime, and as the heavenly bodies move in their orbits 
without mishap in conformity with natural laws. Freemasonry ob- 
serves with reverence that despite the feet of clay on which he makes 
his earthly rounds, man is endowed with the capacity to obey con- 
science, exercise reason, study holy writings, and aspire to righteous 
conduct in obedience to spiritual laws. 


On the basis of these things, Freemasonry affirms with complete 
conviction that the universe and man are not the haphazard products 
of blind atoms wandering aimlessly about in chaos, but, on the con- 
trary, are the creations of God, the Architect and Master-builder of 
the Universe, conforming to designs first traced upon the divine 
trestle board. 
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Freemasonry requires every man, whether prince or peasant, 
who seeks admittance to its lodges to confess his faith in God. 


Further than this, the Symbolic Degrees do not go. While theo- 
cratic in faith and philosophy, they do not attempt to limit any Free- 
mason’s conception of the Divine. They leave to each the freedom to 
fashion his own creed and his own theology. As a consequence, men of 
all religions kneel in brotherly love at the altars of Symbolic Lodges. 

The attitude of Freemasonry toward God is set out in the match- 
less verses of William Herbert Carruth entitled “Each in his own 
Tongue.” 

“A fire-mist and a planet— 

A crystal and a cell, 
A jelly-fish and a saurian, 

And caves where the cave-men dwell; 
Then a sense of law and beauty 

And a face turned from the clod,— 
Some call it Evolution, 

And others call it God. 


“A haze on the far horizon, 
The infinite, tender sky, 
The ripe, rich tint of the cornfields, 
And the wild geese sailing high; 
And all over upland and lowland 
The charm of the golden-rod,— 
Some of us call it Autumn, 
And others call it God. 


"Like tides on a crescent sea-beach, 
When the moon is new and thin, 
Into our hearts high yearnings 
Come welling and surging in; 
Come from the mystic ocean 
Whose rim no foot has trod,— 
Some of us call it Longing, 
And others call it God. 


“A picket frozen on duty, 
A mother starved for her brood, 
Socrates drinking the hemlock, 
And Jesus on the rood; 
And millions who, humble and nameless, 
The straight, hard pathway pled, 
Some call it Consecration, 
r And others call it God." 
2. THE AFFIRMATION OF FREEMASONRY CONCERNING MAN 
Freemasonry affirms that God made man in his own image; that 
the chief duty of man is to build a life rich in character and service; 
and that the mission of Freemasonry is to aid man in that undertaking. 
If we are to understand this affirmation of Freemasonry concern- 
ing man, we must understand Freemasonry. 
Freemasonry is founded on faith in God, but it is not a religion 
and does not seek to supplant or control religious institutions. Free- 
masonry is concerned with the problems of man and society, but it 
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is not a political party and does not participate in political movements 
or succumb to the present-day delusion that man and society can be 
easily and quickly remade by the passing of laws. Freemasonry is 
dedicated to the freedom of the mind and spirit of man, but it does not 
advocate armed revolt against governmental and ecclesiastical tyr- 
ranny. 


Freemasonry is ancient, patient, and wise. It knows that neither 
man nor society can be made or remade in a day. It knows that the 
worth of man is to be determined solely by the goodness of his char- 
acter, and that the betterment of society is dependent entirely upon 
the ministrations of good men. As a consequence, Freemasonry ac- 
cepts as its task the making of good Freemasons, knowing, as it does, 
that good Freemasons are good men who acquit themselves well in 
all relationships and responsibilities. 

To this end, Freemasonry admits to its lodges men of faith from 
all walks of life, seats them around its altars, and teaches them by 
allegory, precept, and symbol the love which makes them brothers and 
the truth which makes them free. 


The character of the good Freemason is pictured with fidelity 
by Will Allen Dromgoole in the poem entitled “The Bridge Builder.” 


“An old man, going a lone highway, 
Came at the evening, cold and gray, 
To a chasm, vast and deep and wide, 
Through which was flowing a sullen tide. 


The old man crossed in the twilight dim; 
The sullen stream had no fears for him; 
But he turned when safe on the other side 
And built a bridge to span the tide. 


‘Old man,’ said a fellow pilgrim near, 
‘You are wasting strength with building here; 
Your journey will end with the ending day; 
You never again must pass this way; 
You have crossed the chasm, deep and wide— 
Why build you the bridge at the eventide?’ 
“The builder lifted his old gray head: 
‘Good friend, in the path I have come,’ he said, 
‘There followeth after me today 
A youth whose feet must pass this way, 
This chasm that has been naught to me 
To that fair-haired youth may a pitfall be. 
He, too, must cross in the twilight dim; 
Good friend, I am building the bridge for him.’ ” 


3. THE AFFIRMATION OF FREEMASONRY CONCERNING IMMORTALITY 


Let us consider what Freemasonry has to say concerning personal 
immortality. 

The desire for personal immortality is virtually universal. This 
desire is not to be attributed simply to the egotism of men, or their 


fear of the unknown beyond the grave, or their repugnance to the 
thought of their nothingness after death. 
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The pessimistic philosopher Schopenhauer was sadly in error in 
his caustic comment that “to desire immortality is to desire the eternal 
perpetuation of a great mistake.” The longing for immortality is 
prompted by most meritorious motives. 

Life on earth at best is all too short and unfinished. Man enter- 
tains high hopes for an abundant life with his loved ones, and under- 
takes worthwhile things for them and his generation. His high hopes 
vanish as he is robbed of those he loves by death, and his hands drop 
the working tools of life while his undertakings are incomplete. 


As a consequence of these things, our hearts cry out that there 
must be some place after life’s fitful fever is over where tears never 
flow and rainbows never fade, where high hopes are realized and 
worthy tasks are accomplished, and where those we “have loved long 
since and lost awhile” stay with us forever. 


Revealed religion and an irrepressible intuition of the human 
heart unite to declare that there is such a place—“an house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens." And Freemasonry affirms by the 
enactment of a poignant drama and the deposit of the sprig of acacia 
in the Freemason's grave that the God who made man in his own 
image will not permit him to perish in the dust. 

We should accept this affirmation “in sure and certain hope of the 
Resurrection to eternal life." After all, there is nothing more mirac- 
ulous or mysterious in immortality than there is in our life on earth or 
the existence of the universe. 


We shall not know while we abide here what the “house not made 
with hands eternal in the heavens" is like, or what our way of life 
will be after we pass its threshold. We hope, however, that these 
things are portrayed with some prophetic foresight by the eloquent 
words of the great Master Mason, Rudyard Kipling, in his poem 
“L’Envoi.” 


“When Earth’s last picture is painted, and the tubes are all twisted 
and dried, 
When the oldest colors have faded, and the youngest critic has died, 
We shall rest, and faith, we shall need it—lie down for an aeon or 
two, 
Till the Master of All Good Workmen shall put us to work anew. 


“And those that were good shall be happy: they shall sit in a golden 
chair; 
They shall splash at a ten-league canvas with brushes of comets’ hair: 
They shall find real saints to draw from—Magdalene, Peter, and 
Paul; 
They shall work for an age at a sitting, and never be tired at all! 


“And only the Master shall praise us, and only the Master shall 
blame; 
And no one shall work for money, and no one shall work for fame; 
But each for the joy of working, and each, in his separate star, 
Shall draw the Thing as he sees It for the God of Things as They 
Are!”

CHAIRMAN OF COMMITTEE ON 
FRATERNAL CORRESPONDENCE 
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We submit our third report as Foreign Correspondent and Grand 
Reviewer of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of 
North Carolina. 


We want to thank Grand Master Burrier for giving us the oppor- 
tunity of serving our Grand Lodge and also to spend many hours of 
pleasant and profitable reading of the Proceedings of the several 
Grand Lodges whose Proceedings came to our desk. 


With so many different circumstances and conditions in the Ma- 
sonic world today, you cannot find a uniform statement of gains and 
losses in membership, in the varying degrees of ability and devotion in 
the leadership, of the various causes underlying those differences, and 
of the efforts in different Jurisdictions to meet the challenges of today. 


One of the outstanding statements in a majority of Jurisdictions 
is in the “net loss” column; next to this is usually poor attendance, 
followed by loss of interest, not attracting the younger men, apathy, in- 
difference, poor leadership, depending on the local conditions. 


In regard to net losses, it has become, with few exceptions, a geo- 
graphical question. The South, Southeast, and Southwest with some 
in the extreme West are almost always in the “net gain” column, while 
some of the larger Jurisdictions in the North and Midwest are usually 
in the net loss column. Of course there are several exceptions. 


There are different ideas springing up in various Jurisdictions 
relative to the introduction of innovations as a means of correcting 
some of the problems of today. We will mention a few. One of these 
could be called “short cuts” in the process of advancing. One Grand 
Master recommends that in the case of a sojourner in the military or 
naval service or one employed in defense work, the petition be received 
without regard to the period of residence, depending on correspondence 
to be the means of investigating, and to make it easier, after a man 
was initiated the same Grand Master recommended shortening the 
time between degrees. We wonder how he would reconcile such ideas 
with some European Jurisdictions of one year between degrees. 


Another Grand Master recommended “that a candidate for initia- 
tion must be a free born white man of the age of 18 years or more and 
of good report.” (This one was reported unfavorable by the Jurispru- 
dence Committee.) 


Several Grand Jurisdictions have introduced and are considering 
various changes in the requirements relative to physical qualifications. 
There are many things that can be said both for and against changes 
in requirements relating to the “Doctrine of the Perfect Youth.” 


The subject of dispensations and decisions is one of the subjects 
this Reviewer has always looked upon with a certain degree of consid- 
ering them “trivial.” Of course the question of decisions is usually a 
matter for the Grand Master of that certain Jurisdiction to use his 
best judgment as it applies to the rules and regulations of his Juris- 
diction. But when we discuss dispensations, we sometimes think that 
they are doing by dispensation that which cannot be done by Law. If 
it is necessary every year for a Grand Master to issue a dispensation 
for performing some duty “out of time,” why not change the law? 
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From several Jurisdictions comes the question, what is wrong with 
Masonry? What can be done to improve the condition? The answer is 
this: There is nothing wrong with Masonry. 


“But Freemasonry is a perpetuating way of life. It is concerned 
with man as an individual; and harmony and universality can function 
only through the efforts of the individuals involved. This individual 
integrity for universal good is the philosophy upon which Masonry was 
founded. The ideals of Masonry are perfect. The challenge is for us 
to live up to those ideals. What an enormous responsibility this is for 
those of us who profess to be Masons. And it is a responsibility which 
each one of us must accept personally. It is not something that we can 
pass on to others to assume. Passivity is our greatest source of weak- 
ness. We have become so accustomed to having others represent us, act 
for us, legislate us, that we have almost lost our sense of responsibility. 
We have allowed a social philosophy to creep into our lives without a 
strong challenge, and now it is slowly sapping our strength and sewing 
seeds of weeds which may crowd out our Masonic principle of individ- 
ual responsibility and worth. 


“Our nation was formed by Masons who realized the significance 
of a philosophy of individualism. Their writings and utterances con- 
tinually stressed the importance of the individual, and they endeavored 
to place safeguards so that individual freedom will forever be prac- 
ticed. As a result of their foresight in meeting their problems in Amer- 
ica, individual freedom was held to be man’s right. Through this phi- 
losophy of individual] responsibility our brethren conceived freedom 
to be a way of life under which man could plan long-range social, mor- 
al, spiritual and economic goals. Through these goals man was freed 
to seek further intuitive and intellectual light. 


“Our Masonic ancestors realized that the search for truth de- 
pends upon an educated citizenry. How well they planned! No Nation 
in the world extends so far the opportunities provided for its people 
to become educated. Our educational institutions have given us the 
means to search out truths never before available to man. Although 
our citizenry recognizes the value of education, we as Masons are es- 
pecially cognizant of its importance. 


“A perusal of the pages of the annual report of almost any Grand 
Jurisdiction, if read with understanding and without undue pessimism, 
will leave one with a feeling that the tide is turning, ever so slowly, 
back towards Freemasonry. Where is there another institution, even 
those Divinely Inspired, that has been able to meet successfully in the 
evening, night after night, month after month, in winter and sum- 
mer, in the face of so much competition from outside interests? Where 
else can men find fraternal fellowship free from the usual restraints 
of the commercial and political world? The tide of diminishing increas- 
es has been stemmed and net gains are on the rolls in some sections. 
With the stress of modern times, men are seeking for the quiet peace- 
fulness of their Lodges once again, and those who do not attend Lodge 
often are manifesting their interest and love for the Fraternity in 
various and numerous ways. This is the true test of our Order. As 
long as good men are proud to bear the name of FREEMASON we 
have little to fear. Yes, the tide is turning our way!" 


Again, we want to thank Grand Master Burrier for the opportun- 
ity to read these Reviews. 
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We have reviewed separately about 25 Grand Jurisdictions which 
follow this Foreword.

ALABAMA 


14310 Annual Communication, Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 19-20, 1963. 
M.'.W.'.Penson Rabon Graham, Grand Master. Membership July 
14, 1963 (75,227). Net Loss 761. No. Lodges, 434. 


The Annual Grand Lodge Banquet was held on Monday evening, 
Nov. 18, 1963. The speaker of the evening was the Honorable George 
C. Wallace, Governor of Alabama, who is a Mason. The Proceedings 
refer to his address as an inspiring oration which was received with 
resounding applause. 


Another paragraph in this description of the Annual Banquet 
reads: *An overflow crowd of delegates, visitors, representatives of 
other Masonic Bodies; including Grand and Past Grand Officers of 
both the Order of the Eastern Star and Royal Order of Amaranth; and 
distinguished guests enjoyed the delicious dinner. 


There were present 15 Past Grand Masters. After they were pre- 
sented and officially received together with a large number of distin- 
guished guests from this and other Grand Jurisdictions, the Grand 
Master presented his annual address giving an account of his activ- 
ities during his Masonic year. 

While a large percentage of Grand Jurisdictions and Past Grand 
Officers do not agree with the customs and references to those organ- 
izations which make membership in Masonry as pre-requisites, as ap- 
pendant organizations, we want to congratulate him on a year of in- 
tense devotion, to the task before him and his determination to do a 
good year's work. We were interested in his dispensations to confer de- 
grees on maimed candidates. Several Grand Jurisdictions are now con- 
sidering a slightly different interpretation of the “Doctrine of the Per- 
fect Youth." The various objectives which caused the issuance of a 
large number of dispensations are subject to wondering where the end 
would be if continued. 


We observe with interest his presentation of fifty and seventy 
year Gold Awards. We also congratulate him on his handling of “Im- 
peachment Proceedings." 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is very 
full, discussing individually a large number of Foreign Grand Juris- 
dictions. 

The address of the Grand Orator is a very timely discussion of 
different facets of Masonry. Space forbids quoting only a few para- 
graphs. We quote: 

*Brethren, Alabama has had a big man for her Most Worshipful 
Grand Master this year; his wife and doctor think that he is down to 
a mere 230 pounds; but, you and I know that he is 260 pounds of 
smiles, 260 pounds of good humor, 260 pounds of big heartedness, 260 
pounds of brotherhood, 260 pounds of devotion and dedieation, and a 
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full load of Masonry all wrapped up in one package—he could not have 
done the job that he has done for Blue Lodge Masonry in Alabama this 
year without the help of his very fine wife; if you agree with me, 
please join me in a standing ovation for Grand Master and Mrs. Pen- 
son Graham. 


“I cannot make a major speech which climaxes this tenure of of- 
fice without extending my appreciation to one of Alabama’s finest Ma- 
sons and citizens, a neighbor and friend of mine for twenty years— 
who even though unknown and unrequested by me, must have made a 
most convincing and undeserved recommendation of me to you—Broth- 


er Fred Vaughn. To you too, Fred, I shall always be especially grate- 
ful. 


“No organization could run without a good secretary—and even 
though I’ve seen many better looking ones, I’ve never seen a better one 
than is Gordon Evatt; he is the most knowledgeable, patient, under- 
standing and able secretary that I know. Please join me in a special 
hand as a token cf our appreciation to Gordon and Mrs. Evatt. 


“As your Grand Orator during the past year, it has been my priv- 
ilege to re-learn some of the eternal lessons of Masonry, to visit the 
lodges of some of our most illustrious forefathers, shake hands with 
and break bread with brethren in many corners of this great State, 
to share some of the most exalted joys and to feel some of the deepest 
sorrow, to look into the eyes of the newly made Masons full of faith, 
hope and love, to award fifty year pins to and fellowship with some of 
the men whose great character, unimpeachable integrity and capacity 
for love and understanding has enriched the lives of countless other 
Masons and indeed all of their fellow men. 


“Today, for a few minutes, I’d like to share with you some of the 
observations that I have made; and, if permissible, some of the most 
rewarding experiences that I have had and some of the principles that 
we as Masons can be proud to promote. 


WILLINGNESS To HELP OTHERS 


“It has been said that we should beware of the man whose virtue 
lies in the fear of God and not in the love of man. My brethren, Ma- 
sonry is not a religion, but it accords the highest honor to the devotion 
of Deity. 

“A Mason invites the Lord to visit his Lodge each time he visits 
it himself—Indeed he accords the central place of honor to the Great 
Light. 

“Finally, let me say that the greatest self-assurance can come 
from your contact with Masonry, as the acacia is a symbol of immor- 
tality—and the lambskin symbolizes purity—every man under the 
sound of my voice and every brother has the opportunity to be the 
conduit through which may course noble impulses that change the 
hearts of men—he could be the eyes of the blind—the strength for 
the weak—a shield for the defenseless—he can stand erect by bending 
above a fallen brother—he can never let it be said that he is the one 
who broke the chain, remember!” 


“There is a destiny that makes us brothers— 
None goes his way alone; 

All that we send into the lives of others— 
Comes back into our own.” 
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COLORADO 


102nd Annual Communication, Denver, Colo., Jan. 22, 23, 1963. M.'. 
W..Elis Latimer, Grand Master. Number of Lodges 168; Re- 
search Lodge 1; Memorial Lodges 2; Membership Jan. 22, 1963, 
47,286; Net Loss 46. 


Eight special Communications were held during the year. Jan. 2, 
1961 to constitute a Lodge, Feb. 10 to constitute a Memorial Lodge, 
June 16, Pilgrimage to a Lodge, July 14, Laying a cornerstone, July 
21, Laying a cornerstone, Oct. 13, Laying a cornerstone, Oct. 25, dedi- 
cation of a Masonic Hall; Dec. 8, Laying a cornerstone. 

At the request of the M.'.W.'.Grand Master, a Lodge of Master 
Masons was opened by Mount Lamborn Lodge No. 102 for the purpose 
of receiving the Grand Master and other officers of the Grand Lodge. 
After the presentation of the flag, all the Past Grand Masters were 
received, as well as the reception of the other Grand Bodies of Color- 
ado. The visitors were recognized and received, followed by the intro- 
duction of District Lecturers. Twenty seven Grand Representatives 
were present. 

The proposed amendments to the Book of Constitutions, due notice 
of which having been sent to all Masonic Lodges in Colorado, were sub- 
mitted by the Grand Secretary, Bundy, and were ordered referred to 
the Jurisprudence Committee. 

The address of the Grand Master referred to his visits to constit- 
uent Lodges, to organizations outside his Grand Jurisdiction; visits 
to Bodies not recognized as Masonic; visits to other Masonic Bodies in 
Colorado recognized by the Grand Lodge, visit to the Rocky Mountain 
Masonic Conference, and other visits connected with the duties of his 
office. A large number of By-Laws of Subordinate Lodges were ap- 
proved. These were mostly for the purpose of raising dues. Several 
Masonic trials were sent to the Referee and were approved by the 
Grand Master. 

He spoke in a very commendable manner in regard to the Masonie 
Service Association. 

He was called upon to make several decisions, most of which would 
be in keeping with general Masonic Law. However, some of them 
would not be consistent with the Code in our Jurisdictions. 

We quote his closing paragraphs: 

“At a time, a person is incapable of expressing adequately appre- 
ciation felt. That is the way I now feel toward my Masonic Brothers 
and the Masonic Fraternity for bestowing upon me the highest honor 
that this Grand Lodge can give to one of its own. All that I will say 
is Thank You from the bottom of my heart for the greatest experience 
that any Mason can have. 

“It is my earnest desire that the following Grand Masters will 
have an enjoyable year as I have had. Knowing these Brothers and 
their very splendid capabilities, I would say that this Grand Lodge 
has nothing to worry about when it comes to leadership through- 
out the coming years. To these Brothers in the Grand Lodge line, 
thank you for your co-operation, advice and encouragement. To all the 
Brothers of this Grand Lodge, may God bless you and our wonderful 
Fraternity." 
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The report of the Grand Lecturer and the Custodians of the work 
was very fine and represented a lot of hard work. 

The Oration, delivered by Brother John F. Dole, Grand Orator, 
was very entertaining and instructive. We wish all Masons could read 
this Oration. We quote the following: 

“In our work we repeatedly pray to God and refer to the Holy Bi- 
ble. In so doing we are constantly aware that Masonry is more than a 
collection of wise sayings, historical allegories, and moral instructions. 
In spite of all this, we face today the penetrating question, “Is the 
presence of the eternal God real to you and a vital part of your life?” 


“Today we face a great dividing line running throughout the 
world between those who believe that there is an eternal reality be- 
yond man and human history and those who do not so believe. This is 
a basic fact of our time. 

“This reality of the eternal God comes to our lives in many dif- 
ferent ways. To some this comes most forcibly through the awesome 
power and beauty of nature. This is expressed in the words of the 
Psalmist: The heavens declare the glory of God and the firmament 
sheweth His handiwork.” The writer of a familiar hymn expressed it 
this way: 

Before the hills in order stood, or earth received her frame 

From everlasting thou art God, to endless years the same.” 


"To others this reality of the eternal God comes by special reve- 
lation through inspired or divine agents of God, to the Jew through 
Moses and the prophets, to the Christian through Jesus, to others 
Jesus, to others through Mohammed or Buddha. 


"To others this reality comes through the process of working in 
great projects for the glory of God and the betterment of mankind. 
In recent weeks I have read a book entitled Notre Dame of Paris by 
Alan Temko. This is the story of the erection of the great cathedrals 
of the middle ages and of the master builders who worked on them. It 
presents many interesting facts relating to these medieval Masons. 

"May it be our purpose, as Masons of this day, working not in 
stone but in human values and relationships, to unite persons of all 
areas of life in our communities in the common endeavor of erecting 
those living monuments which redound to the glory of God and the bet- 
terment of mankind." 


They have a very full and instructive report on Masonic Educa- 
tion, also on public schools week. 


They have a very full report of the Committee on Grand Lodge- 
Employment Retirement. The report of the Committee on Fraternal 
Relations, Brother C. Wheeler Barnes, chairman, discusses the Cuban 
situation in practically the same language that most of the Jurisdic- 
tions have used. He recommends that no action by Colorado be taken 
at this time. He recommends recognition of the Grand Lodge of India. 
In regard to Parana, Brazil, the committee recommends this matter 
be deferred until next Annual Communication. Grand Lodge of Mexico, 
Occidental Mexicana, recommends a continuation for further consid- 
eration. Also the Grand Lodge of South Africa, a continuation of 
the investigation until next annual communication. 


All of these recommendations were adopted. No Reviews were 
submitted.

At 10 o'clock Wednesday April 3, 1963, the R.'. W.'.Deputy Grand 
Master Brother Frank H. Linsley congregated the brethren in the 
Capitol ballroom of the Statler Hilton Hotel, Hartford, Conn. The 
brethren were called up while the Grand Officers entered in regular 
procession to the music of the Grand Organist. The Grand Master or- 
dered his officers to assume their stations and places, whereupon he 
seated the Grand Lodge. 


After the ceremony of purging the Grand Lodge the Grand Mas- 
ter ordered the roll of Lodges called. When a constitutional number 
had responded, the roll call was terminated and a quorum was declared 
present. 

The Grand Master then opened the 175th Annual Communieation 
of Connecticut in ample form. 


The visitors were then received by the Grand Master and accorded 
honors appropriate to their several official positions. Included in this 
were Bro. John D. Cunningham, Masonic Service Association of the 
U.S.; Brother Campbell, Executive officer for Connecticut of the 
International Supreme Council, Order of DeMolay; Knight Companion 
Wyman, Sovereign St. Andrews Conclave Knights of the Red Cross of 
Constantine; Brothers Irvin E. Partridge 33? Illustrious Deputy for 
Connecticut; and Fred W. Hummel 33* Active for Connecticut; R.E. 
Geo. H. Carter, Grand Commander, Knights Templar of Connecticut; 
Companion Pierson E. Dolbeare, Most lllustrious Grand Master, Gr. 
Council; M.E. Laurence G. Farwell, Grand High Priest; Companion 
Bliss W. Clerk, P.G.H.P. and Grand Secretary, Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter of Connecticut. Also introduced were representatives from 
the Grand Lodge of Belgium, Canada, Maine, District of Columbia, 
Delaware, Vermont, Rhode Island, Maryland, New Jersey, and Mass. 


The Grand Master then delivered his address and gave an account 
of his activities for the year just closing. This was a very comprehen- 
sive address and gives evidence of a year's work well done. 

They observed a Grand Master's Day which was rather unusual. 

In discussing the degree of Past Master, either actual or virtua! 
he made some recommendations. Their Grand Lodge rules and regu- 
lations provide in section 509, *A Master-Elect must receive the Past 
Master's degree in a Lodge of actual Past Masters as a necessary part 
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of installation, provided he is not already an actual Past Master.” Also 
Section 1204 “A Virtual Past Master becomes an actual Past Master 
by being installed Master of a Blue Lodge.” Due to certain inconsisten- 
ces he recommends that Grand Lodge strike out section 1204 and that 
an authorized Ritual be adopted for the conferring of the actual Past 
Masters Degree, and that the Grand Lodge Rules and Regulations be 
amended to provide for the establishment of actual Past Masters 
Lodges. 


The report of the custodians of the work “B” stated that the Rit- 
ual had been prepared and that his report was accepted and the 
recommendations adopted. 

All dispensations were approved by the Jurisprudence Committee. 

He recommended and it has approved “withdrawal of recognition 
of the United Grand Lodges of Germany, if Committee finds current 
reports to be true.” The following recommendation relating to Cuba 
was adopted. 

“That the Grand Lodge of Connecticut suspended its recognition 
of and its pro forma ties with the Grand Lodge of Cuba until such 


time as the Grand Lodge enjoys full liberty of action, and heals the 
scism in its ranks.”

IDAHO 


97th Annual Communication, Lewiston, Idaho, Sept. 17, 18, 19, 1963. 
M.’.W.’.Charles F. Gill, Grand Master, Membership, 14,621; Net 
Loss, 218; No. Lodges 84. 18 of the 26 living past Grand Mas- 
ters were present. 50 Grand Representatives were present. 


The address of the Grand Master shows that Idaho certainly 
had competent leadership during the 1962-1963 year. He evidently 
made a great effort to make as many official visitations as he possibly 
could. He also made a large number of visitations to other Grand 
Jurisdictions. 


The Grand Master was pleased to present 67 Worshipful Masters 
of Idaho Lodges. The address of the Grand Orator on the twin sub- 
jects “What came we here to do?” and “Whither are we traveling?" is 
a masterpiece. It would be well for every man who loves the finer 
things in Masonry to read this. We quote a few paragraphs: 


“Common to all discussions, bulletins, and other media, is concern 
for declining membership, small attendance at lodges, that Lodges 
are too big, and lack of interest because of the speed and pressures 
of the present day living. It is heartening that Masonic leadership is 
concerned and aware that there is confusion in the temple and that 
the brethren are in need of, and seeking solutions. 
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“It is easily apparent that these problems are not peculiar to 
Masonry alone and concern is pressing all leadership—political, eco- 
nomic, moral and spiritual because of the reaction and behavior of 
people to the tensions and problems of this rapidly changing, scientific 
age in which we are privileged to live. 

“Newspapers, national magazines, and organizations’ publications 
are full of editorials and articles conveying concern about world con- 
ditions, new organizations, new philosophies and the impact of scien- 
tific developments on the author’s well-being, or his field of interest. 
A few samples are — “Honest Constitutionalism," Government by 
Mob," *A Changing Culture Challenges Us," Freedom of Economic 
Growth,” and “The Recovery of Individual Responsibility." 


“In the field of medicine, a Mayo Clinic doctor addressing a meet- 
ing of the American Medical Association said in part—"More than 
50 per cent of the patients in any waiting room are there because of 
the vicissitudes of life. Such people may have no organic disease yet 
they are experiencing real symptoms, including pain, as the result of 
the pounding linflicted by life." 

“The fact that concern is general, reflecting that the world 
situation is influencing human behavior and thinking in all fields of 
endeavor, resulting in adjustments of personal and organizational phil- 
osophy, adds greatly to the concern and obligation of Masonry. For 
Masonry must not only maintain the moral and spiritual stability of 
the Craft, but must by its leadership inspire Masons to continue as 
they have through the years to contribute to the moral and spiritual 
standards of our nation. 

Our technological development has progressed at a rapid pace 
far outstripping our moral and spiritual development putting our 
world not only out of balance, but poorly equipped to cope with the 
problems confronting it. Racial strife, Communistic infiltration, atom- 
ic weapons, population explosion, unemployment resulting from auto- 
mation and tribal groups seeking freedom, and, although poorly pre- 
pared, attempting to imitate our democracy are some of the problems 
that must be faced. 

“What has brought all of this about? This nation conceived in 
liberty and dedicated to the proposition that all men are created equal, 
has under democracy and its free enterprise system, produced the high- 
est standard of living ever known. Under this system, through research 
and scientific development, we have produced luxury and leisure that 
have resulted in a tremendous influence on the thinking and habits of 
people resulting in basic changes in the pattern of living that are not 
conducive to an interest in moral and spiritual values. Not only are 
these scientific developments extensive, but they have arrived with 
great rapidity. Many brothers sitting in this Grand Lodge today have 
seen in their lifetime, the discovery and development of most of the la- 
bor saving and convenience devices that have made this era known as 
the scientific age. The automobile, telephone, radio, television, aviation, 
electronic computers, atomic power, and rockets to put men into orbit.” 

The report of the Grand Historian is one of the most complete we 
have observed this year. It is a very interesting report of some of the 
conditions under which Masonry existed in the early days of the devel- 
opment of the Great West. 
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The report of Committee on Foreign Correspondence is much in 
keeping with the thinking of North Carolina. The report that “The 
Cuban situation is as confusing as ever, conflicting reports are 
received from the Masons in Cuba and the Grand Lodge in Exile in 
Florida.” They do not feel like taking any action against the Grand 
Lodge of Cuba in Havana, and yet they cannot recognize them. Their 
reason is that they have no information in regard to 30,000 Masons 
that were in Cuba and what percentage of them have remained faith- 
ful to Masonry or how many have adopted communism. 


Their Reviews or Fraternal Relations as they call their report, is 
very much abbreviated but very interesting and shows that they 
have carefully familiarized themselves with the proceedings of 53 
Grand Jurisdictions. 


It has been a pleasure to Review the Proceedings of their 97th 
Annual Communication and their appraisal of the other Grand Juris- 
dictions. 


IOWA 


119th Annual Communication, Cedar Rapids, Iowa Sept. 18, 1963. M.'. 
W.'.Ralph C. Brown, Grand Master. Membership 12/1/62, 90,794. 
Net Loss, 924. No. Lodges 541. 


Any Reviewer could fill the entire space allotted to me in giving 
the highlights of the 119th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge 
of Iuwa. We have for a number of years. Leen definitely interested in 
the activities of Masonry in Iowa. In stating the sterling qualifications 
of their Grand Master Ralph C. Brown, we quote: 


“Brother Brown can modestly be called a much-traveled Grand 
Master. His gracious wife, Sadie, accompanied him wherever she felt 
she could contribute anything to the activities which were designed to 
appeal to the ladies. She was a most appealing first lady of Iowa Ma- 
sonry. 

"It has been good for Masonry to have a year under Ralph 
Brown's guiding hand. His energies have been directed toward a pro- 
gram modest in scope and definitely pointed to techniques of improve- 
ment. It can be truthfully said of him that his philosophy was the up- 
grading of the lodge at the grass-roots level. He continually emphasiz- 
ed that Masonry’s justification is in the good it does. Yes, the Grand 
Master was at his best when he earnestly “poured out his heart" to the 
thousands who came to meet him and renew acquaintances and to hear 
him say, “Masonry has nothing to be ashamed of. Wear your Square 
and Compasses with pride." 


In his wonderful address he covers a number of subjects which 
are much discussed in Masonic Circles in practically all Grand Juris- 
dictions. He refers with interest to many receptions in, and visitations 
to other Lodges and other Grand Bodies within the state, as well as 
visits to other Grand Lodges. He was much impressed with the several 
conferences in Washington, especially with the George Washington 
Masonic National Memorial Association. 

He attended a large number of Cornerstone Layings and Dedi- 
cations. We agree with his words of approval of the Grand Reviewer. 
He refers to the Foreword which is always well prepared and interest- 
ing and his Reviews give to the busy reader a condensed report of 
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Masonic News emanating from the many other Grand Lodges through- 
out the world. He also speaks with favor about the Committee on 
Publie Relations which is a new Committee. He is of the opinion that 
this Committee can do much good for Masonry in Iowa, especially in 
bringing the activities of Masonry to the attention of the profane and 
their participation in worthwhile community affairs. 

The Grand Master takes a positive stand in regard to the Order 
of DeMolay. 

In discussing the condition of the Craft in Iowa he says: 

“In compliance with the provisions of the Masonic Code of Iowa, 
the Grand Master might well present under the caption of this part 
of his report a summation of events and activities heretofore men- 
tioned, for in them may be found a true picture of the conditions 
prevailing in Iowa Masonry. During the year I have, on several occas- 
ions, done some rather extensive research in preparation for presen- 
tation of Fifty-Year Certificates, Lodge Centennial talks, cornerstone 
layings and dedications of temples. Much of this study has been of the 
Proceedings of this Grand Lodge of the past 100 years. From the 
knowledge thus gained and my observation of conditions now existing, 
I can assure you that Masonry in Iowa is in no sense dying on the 
vine, but, to the contrary, is in a better state, fundamentally and 
economically, than that chronicled in the proceedings of bygone years.” 

* As reported under another heading, 65 brethren were present to 
witness the conferring of two Third Degrees at Atlantic, recently. 
Add to this the fact that more than 1,500 Masons registered for our 
Work Shops this year, and at Des Moines some 1,200 Masons of Cen- 
tral Iowa attended a meeting arranged by the Scottish Rite where a 
team from Wyoming conferred a Third Degree. Consider, too, that 
the cornerstones of four new temples were laid by the present Grand 
Lodge Officers; eight temples, two of them new, have thus far been 
dedicated, and several other lodges have moved into new quarters. 


*Do not these facts disprove any and all assertions that Iowa 
Masonry is in distress? Let the doubting Thomases deceive you not— 
we're off and running." 


In his discussion of assets he refers with pride to the wonderful 
Masonic Library at Cedar Rapids, Iowa. We quote: 

*The subjects of my comments herein will, I know, be considered 
fully by commitees whose reports you are to have later, and I doubt not 
some repetition may result, for which I offer apology in advance. 

«Were it not that I have a strong feeling that we are prone to 
accept our many blessings without due consideration of their impor- 
tance of value to us and Masonry, I would not eneroach further upon 
your time and patience. I have gained the impression while serving 
as Grand Master that too few of us realize and appreciate how for- 
tunate we are in possessing our Grand Lodge Library, our Sanitari- 
um at Bettendorf, and the Rowley Home for Aged Masons at Perry, 
and of them I now wish to incorporate some comment in my report 
to you. 

“At Cedar Rapids the Masons of Iowa have the world's foremost 
Masonic Library, housed in what is undoubtedly the most beautiful 
building in the State. While the value of the building may easily 
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be established, only an estimate can be made of the true value of the 
contents as many are irreplaceable, some items in the museum and 
vaults being without known duplication in the world. 


“Our library of Proceedings of other Grand Lodges is complete 
and it is not unusual for us to supply those Grand Lodges with copies 
of their Annual Proceedings from our surplus. Many Masonic scholars 
and writers use our library extensively in their work for reference 
and background material, and Cedar Rapids is often visited by Masons 
for one purpose only, that of seeing for themselves the library of 
which they have heard so much. 


“Our offices are located in the library building, and furnished so 
completely and beautifully that the casual visitor is awed by the ele- 
gance of his surroundings. This library is yours, a part of the heritage 
of your children, debt free, and entirely lovely.” 


The Fraternal Review prepared by Past Grand Master Ray R. 
Douglass, is one of the most complete of any Jurisdictions we have 
covered. After discussing the various subjects of decline in member- 
ship, lack of attendance at Lodge meetings, lack of leadership and 
other subjects usually found in a majority of the Proceedings, he says: 


“Perhaps the wisest suggestion on how to cure the ills comes from 
one qualified by experience to offer an opinion. He has served his 
jurisdiction as Grand Master. As Grand Secretary he has been in 
constant touch with subordinate lodges. As a writer of Fraternal Re- 
views, he is familiar with world-wide Masonry. Most Worshipful 
Brother Dwight L. Smith of Indiana suggests that ‘the solution to 
Freemasonry’s problems is Freemasonry.’ It should be tried.” 


We appreciate his recognition of this writer in his first attempt 
in reviewing Grand Lodge Proccedings.

The address of the Grand Master represented a year of intense 
effert to further the interest of Masonry in Minnesota. He lists the 
number and places of visitations at the close of his address. 

The address of the Grand Orator is a masterpiece. His subject is 
"The Dynamies of Masonry". Past Grand Master Clyde E. Hegman 


delivered the Oration. We quote two paragraphs from this wonderful 
address: 


“First is the power of faith. Every man in this auditorium, every 
one of almost five million Master Masons in the United States and 
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the Provinces of Canada, and untold numbers of craftsmen across the 
face of the globe, has professed the power of faith. My brother, in 
whom do you put your trust? 


“It was the writer of the letter to the Hebrews who said “Faith is 
the substance of things hoped for, the evidence of things not seen.” 
A man’s Faith is not what he holds; it is what holds him. 


“Faith is always a certain strength and a vital force. Faith of 
each individual man and woman is that which makes the faith of a 
nation. More than any other man a Master Mason must have a living 
faith, a faith that overshadows the simple worldly knowledge; his 
faith is born in that vital experience that when the strength and wis- 
dom of man fails there is an inexhaustible supply above yielded to us 
through the power of prayer. The life of every man is incomplete until 
he comes to the recognition and acceptance of his own inadequacies 
and limitations. In genuine humility man may discover the truth of 
the paradox, to save one’s life he must first lose it; lose it in some- 
thing bigger than himself.” 

We are building every day, 

in 0 good or evil way, 
And the structure as it grows 

Will our inmost self disclose 
Until in every arch and line 

All our faults and failings shine. 
It may be a castle grand, 

Or a wreck upon the sand. 


You may ask, “What building this, 
That can be both pain and bliss, 
That can be both dark and fair?” 
Behold—its name is “Character.” 
Build it well what ere we do 
Build it strong and staight and true 
Build it sound, and clean, and broad 
Build it for the eye of God. 

My Brother, every man can reach as high as his ideals. How high 
is your grasp? 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence recommends the Recog- 
nition of the Grand Lodge of India. They do not make a recommenda- 
tion at this time regarding recognition of the Grand Lodge of Turkey, 
because they had not received a formal request for recognition. 


In regard to Cuba, they withheld any mention last year. This year 
they have a seven page discussion including an edict by the Grand Mas- 
ter of Florida, William S. Christian. They are apparently undecided 
what course to pursue and await further information. They appropria- 
ted $200.00 for assistance from the Commission on Information for 
Recognition, if and when requested, and the amount of $25.00 for pos- 
tage, etc., if necessary for the use of the Committee. 


They furnish the “Minnesota Mason” free to all members in Min- 
nesota. Their report shows that each issue costs 3.2 cents when it 
arrives in their mail box. They publish 7 issues per year at a cost of 
22.4 cents per member, all paid by the Grand Lodge. Their total cost 
last year was $14,282.87. Minnesota does not publish any Reviews. 
The space is used for various and sundry listings of Lodges, Districts 
and names of certain officers.

145th Annual Communication, Jackson, Miss., Feb. 12, 13, 1964 M.. 
W.'.Allen Cabaniss, Grand Master. Membership (Aug. 31, 1962), 
50,872. Net Gain, 93. No. Lodges, 311. Past Grand Masters pres- 
ent, 20. 

A large number of distinguished visitors were present. Also, 
members of their own Grand Lodge who are holding distinguished 
Masonic offices were introduced: Luther A. Smith, P.G.M., Sovereign 
Grand Commander Southern Jursdiction, The Supreme Council, 33° 
A. and A.S.R.; John T. Wilbanks, P.G.M., Grand Commander, Grand 
Commandery of Mississippi, Knights Templar; D.D. Williams, Grand 
High Priest, Grand Chapter Mississippi, R.A.M.; Mays D. Welchel, 
Most Illustrious Grand Master, Grand Council of Mississippi, Royal 
and Select Masters; Tom Q. Ellis, P.G.M., P.G.G.H.P., General Grand 
Chapter, Royal Arch Masons—an imposing array of native sons. 


The Grand Master had an unusual year for a Grand Master. In 
addition to the exacting duties of Grand Master, he was Grand Prelate 
of Grand Commandery and delivered the Annual Sermon. He delivered 
the principal address at the annual Banquet of the Grand Chapter and 
Grand Council. He was elected Grand Principal Conductor of the 
Work of the Grand Council. He also participated in the reunion of the 
Scottish Rite. He delivered the address at the Banquet celebrating the 
Maundy Thursday Service and the principal address at the Annual 
meeting of the Order of the Eastern Star of Mississippi. Has any 
Grand Master ever participated so extensively in all the facets of 
Masonry, both regular and attached. 


The Grand Lecturev’s report closes with this paragraph: 


“My observation is that knowledge of and devotion to are im- 
manently related. Masonry offers a wide scope for study and any 
realm that one chooses to pursue will add to his pleasure and Ma- 
sonic knowledge; but the learning that tends to stimulate a lodge most 
is the ritual. The Lodge that conducts its meetings with dignity and 
decorum, impressively confers the degrees on candidates, lectures its 
candidates accurately, performs funeral rites creditably and conforms 
generally to ancient usages, usually has good attendance.” 

This is one answer to the much debated question of attendance. 

76 Grand Representatives answered present. North Carolina was 
represented. 

The address of the Grand Orator was on the subject of “Politics 
and Masonry.” It is a very fine discussion of this important subject, 
but is too extensive and covers so many different approaches that we 
cannot quote any paragraphs that would do justice to the Orator or 
the subject. We only wish that each member of the Fraternity in North 
Carolina could have access to it. It is the “Address of the Grand 
Orator", *Politics and Masonry", by Thomas D, Ott. Proceedings of 
the Grand Lodge of Mississippi 1963. 

The Fraternal Correspondent submitted a very interesting report. 


NEBRASKA 


106th Annual Communication, Lincoln, June 4, 5, 1963. M.".W.'.Ernest 
O. Van Wey, Grand Master. No. Lodges, 273. Membership 12/31/ 
62, 45,653. Net Loss, 210. Raised, 1092. Affiliated, 225. Reinstated 
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310. Lost by Death, 949. Demitted. 288. Suspended, 615, 22 Past 
Grand Masters were present. 


A large number of Grand Masters or their representatives to- 
gether with the representatives of other Masonic Bodies were recog- 
nized, escorted to the East and accorded Grand Honors. 


The annual report of the Grand Master was very interesting and 
represented to this scribe a year of devotion to duty. He made 51 visits 
to Lodges for many varied events. He presented one 60-year pin and 
one 65-year pin. The latter is very unusual. Dedicated three Temples, 
two Lodges for cornerstone laying other than Masonic Temples, eight 
visits to Lodges that were host to area meetings on Masonic Educa- 
tion. He also visited the meetings of other Masonie Bodies or affil- 
lated Bodies, also those in which Masonic membershp is prerequisite. 
together with a large number of visits to other Grand Jurisdictions. 
He was very much impressed with the Grand Masters Conference in 
Washington in February. 


He issued a large number of dispensations, most of them being 
of the usual procedure in practically all Jurisdictions. 


He refers to the research work of the Grand Historian relative 
to cornerstone laying from 1869 to 1962. It would have been very 
interesting to know the number that had been performed in that pe- 
riod of time. 


It is interesting to read the Grand Master's decisions. Of course 
the law of each Grand Jurisdiction is different in several matters. 
However, his decisions would conform practically to those of a North 
Carolina Grand Master. They reveal that he has a good knowledge of 
Law and studied each one carefully. 


It is difficult to understand why a Grand Lodge that has had such 
competent, interested and aggressive leadership, together with an ef- 
ficient, capable Grand Secretary, combined with a glorious history of 
competent leadership, would show a net loss, Of course, a large number 
of Jurisdictions are showing net losses, but all do not have the leader- 
ship that Nebraska has been favored with a great part of its history. 
We certainly predict a greater future. 


We note that the Jurisprudence Committee approved the first 
two sentences of Decision No. 12 (In the case of the blind man) ; that 
is, it was left to the discretion of the Master and the Lodge. They 
recommended that the remainder be stricken out (His opinion, etc.) 


The report of the Jurisprudence Committee was approved. 


The oration was delivered by Brother Nilo P. Bail, a member of 
Lodge No. 268, Grand Orator. Although he does not have a title to 
his address he deals with various approaches to “Facing The Future.” 
He states he has used for his subject a number of times “Education 
Faces the Future", we quote two paragraphs from this excellent ad- 
dress: 


"If we are to continue, and I know we will—because man will 
always strive for a better day, IF we but prepare the way. But, there 
are barriers in the way. What are the barriers that prevent us from 
developing a society, a nation, a state, that will continuously renew 
itself instead of falling by the wayside as principalities, countries, 
nations, states, have always done? Civilizations have risen to power, 
served for a time, grown weak, then withered and died. Some of these 
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barriers to the renewal of society, in the words of John Gardner are 
tradition, vested interests, and loss of vitality. Quite obviously, cus- 
tom, convention, tradition, do stand in our way on many occasions. 
Creative ideas do not necessarily spring from custom, convention, tradi- 
tion, or from the way we have always been doing things. 


We must remember, for example, that creative ideas of the past 
twenty-five years have given us new vistas, new scenes, new actions, 
and we must remember the old adage, “Be not the first by whom the 
new is tried nor the last to lay the old aside.” 


It has been a pleasure to review these very interesting, infor- 
mative and attractive Proceedings. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


174th Annual Communication, Manchester, May 15, 1963. Membership, 
17,387. Net Gain, 4| Number of Lodges, 82. M.’.W.’.Raymond C. 
Duncan, Grand Master. 


A large number of distinguished guests from several Grand Jur- 
isdictions and other Masonic Bodies were received and accorded pri- 
vate Grand Honors. Letters and telegrams expressing congratulations 
and best wishes were received from several other Grand Bodies. 


The Jeremy L. Cross medal was presented to M.'.W .".Brother Au- 
gustus C. Ulrich, Past Grand Master of New Jersey. 


The address of the Grand Master was a fine presentation of the 
work he had done. He made special emphasis of the importance of the 
office of Grand Master; Religious Services; Anniversaries; DeMolay; 
Conference of Grand Lodge Officers and the presentation of 50 year 
Veteran’s Emblems. 


Courtesy work by New Hampshire for other Grand Juridictions, 
and also courtesy work done for New Hampshire by other Jurisdictions 
was an important part of his administration. Waiver of Jurisdiction 
in 22 instances was also approved by his office. Fifteen special dispen- 
sations were also issued for various reasons. 


The following are parts of the report of the Grand Secretary: 


“The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of New Hampshire for the 
year 1962 were sent out to all of the Constituent Lodges in our Grand 
Jurisdiction, also to all the Grand Lodges in the world with whom we 
are in Fraternal relationship, as has been our usual custom. These 
were also sent to our complete courtesy list, which includes other Ma- 
sonic Bodies and several libraries. 


“Our membership list continues to remain in a very bad condition. 
The work in the office of the Grand Secretary depends upon the 
promptness of the Secretaries of the Lodges to send in immediately 
all changes in membership. A membership list which is not up to date 
is of little value. 


“On the 7th day of this year I had the pleasure of again attend- 
ing the annual Smoker of Acacia Fraternity at the University of New 
Hampshire in Durham. This was the largest gathering which I have 
seen at one of these meetings, and I have heard many expressions of 
surprise from those who have never before attended one of these an- 
nual smokers. It is an extremely fertile ground for Freemasonry, as 
these young men who are nearing the age of 21 years can hardly 
seem able to wait until that age has come, in order that they may ap- 
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ply for the degrees of Masonry. Our Grand Master gave a very en- 
lightening talk on the subject of Freemasonry, and received hearty ap- 
plause at its end. In addition to our Grand Master, M.'.W.'. Brother 
Raymond C. Duncan, there were several other Grand Lodge Officers 
and members. At roll call it was noted that every Lodge in the First 
Masonic District was represented by several officers and members. 
Many other Lodges in the State of New Hampshire were represented, 
as well as some from Maine, Vermont and Massachussetts. It was re- 
ported that our R.'.W.'.Brother Herbert E. Kimball had been initiated 
into this Fraternity a few days previous to this meeting. Herb did not 
say whether the Acacia goat had any advantages over the Masonic 
goat. At the close of the meeting we were entertained by a showing of 
colored slides and a few selections by the Glee Club, after which re- 
freshments were served. The Acacia Fraternity is something which 
we should by no means neglect. 


"This year in the Lodges of New Hampshire, we show a net gain 
of four members, which is not much, however it is not a loss such as is 
experienced in many other Grand Lodges. A list of the gains and los- 
ses in the Grand Lodges of Australia, Canada, and the United States 
will be found at the end of the Reviews of other Grand Lodges." 


New Hampshire also has a Semi-annua] Communciation. Report- 
ed in this copy of the Proceedings, the Communication was held Nov. 
20, 1962. There was also a special Communication June 30, 1962. 


Past Grand Master Harold O. Cady, who is at present Grand Sec- 
retary, is Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence. In 
addition to his fine Foreword, he presents a Review of 74 Grand Juris- 
dietions, one of the most extensive Reviews we have had the honor to 
review. He gives North Carolina a fine report of our 175th Anniversa- 
ry meeting. He refers to the vigorous administration of M.'.W.'.Jas. 
W. Brewer. He also speaks favorably of our Certified Lecture system, 
and also to the address of the Grand Orator, Sam D. Bundy, P.M. He 
refers very favorably to our Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


We appreciate the favorable reference to the “Old North State." 


NEW MEXICO 


86th Annual Communication, Albuquerque, March 18, 19, 1963. M.°. 
W.'.Lamoine Langston, Grand Master. No. Members 12/31/62, 15,- 
290. Net Gain, 10. No. Lodges, ۰ 


1. A Special Communication of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge 
of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of New Mexico, was convened 
in the Hall of Estancia on the evening of April 18, 1962 for the pur- 
pose of installing Worshipful Brother Charles M. Millbourn as Grand 
Tyler of the Grand Lodge of New Mexico. 


2. A Special Communciation was convened in the Hall of Clovis 
Lodge No. 40 Sunday afternoon May 6, 1962, for the purpose of Laying 
a Cornerstone of the New High School Building at Texico. 


3. A Special Communeation was convened in the Hall of Anthony 
Lodge No. 48 at Anthony, New Mexico, on Sunday afternoon Nov. 18, 
1962, for the purpose of Laying the Cornerstone and Dedicating the 
New Masonic Temple of Anthony Lodge. 
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4. A Special Communication was convened at Taos on Saturday 
afternoon Dec. 8, 1962, for the purpose of Laying the Cornerstone and 
Dedicating the New Masonic Temple of Bent Lodge No. 42. 


5. A Special Communication was convened in Clovis on Sunday af- 
ternoon, Feb. 10, 1963, for the purpose of laying the Cornerstone and 
Dedicating the Lodge Room of the New Masonic Temple of Clovis 
Lodge No. 40. 

It is interesting to observe that Special Communications were call- 
ed for Laying Cornerstones and dedicating Masonic Temples on Sun- 
day. We do not know how many Jurisdictions permit this, but North 
Carolina forbids any Official Ceremonies on Sunday, such as Corner- 
stone Layings or Dedication of Buildings. 


A Masonic Funeral may be conducted on Sunday. 


The introduction of distinguished visitors is usually one of the 
first items to be taken up in most all Grand Lodges. Some have a more 
extensive list than others, but it is an act of Fraternal Relationship 
that should always be attended with dignity, decorum and sincerity. 

New Mexico was no exception. They had a very distinguished 
group of outstanding Masons including Bro. John D. Cunningham, 
Executive Secretary of the Masonic Service Association and M.’.W.’. 
Luther A. Smith, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Ancient and Ac- 
cepted Scottish Rite, Southern Jurisdiction U.S.A. 


Sixteen Past Grand Masters were present, also 47 Grand Repre- 
sentatives. North Carolina was mot represented. 


The Oration was delivered by the Worshipful Brother John D. 
Cunningham, Executive Secretary of the Masonic Service Association. 
His subject was “Experiences I have enjoyed in my Masonic Career.” 
I only wish that this address could be published in full in these Re- 
views but we will quote two or three paragraphs to indicate the line of 
thought that caused so many to stop, listen and think. 

“The Fraternal Reviews in the proceedings of many Grand Lod- 
ges, continue to show that throughout the ages, Grand Masters, every- 
where, have always had to contend with problems of one sort or anoth- 
er. They also suggest that no one individual, no one conference, has a 
copyright on the solution to these problems which have long perplexed 
the leaders of Freemasonry, and probably always will. We had just as 
well face that; we probably always will have probems. The same old 
problems which confronted our Grand Lodge twenty-five years ago 
are still with us. But now our Masonic pundits, scholars, orators, ed- 
ucators, call them what you will, tie these problems neatly into a bun- 
die, and label it ‘What is Wrong with Freemasonry?’ 


“What is wrong with Freemasonry? Let us untie the cords of the 
bundle, unwrap the parcel, and examine just a few of the items cover- 
ed by this very general heading. 


“First, and one of the problems sure to be discussed at every Con- 
ference, be it formal conference or one of those you-know-what 
sessions, is the problem of poor attendance. Now I ask all of you old 
timers in Freemasonry, is this new to you? Were we not plagued with 
the problem of poor attendance a generation or two generations ago 
as we are now? Be honest with yourself. Were’nt we? Didn’t we do 
just as much complaining, and just as little about it a generation or 
two generations ago as we are doing now? I challenge you, when you 
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go home, to make a graph of the attendance of your Lodge. Examine 
that attendance carefully, and study the graph, and you will find to 
your surprise, that the lines in that graph, over the years has more up 
and downs than a roller coaster in your local amusement park. The 
problem of poor attendance, has always been with us, but let me tell 
you one thing—and this is the reason for the ups and downs on that 
graph—when you have good leadership, and have good programing, 
you will have good attendance. Select your Lodge officers for their 
ability, their interest, their good reputation and their dedication, and 
you will have a strong, healthy, well-attended lodge. But just to put a 
brother in the line because he is good fellow, or a friend of mine, or 
is faithful to the Lodge, is not only detrimental to the lodge, but it 
nearly always results in embarrassment for that Brother, when the 
escalator of automatic advancement with which we are cursed, lands 
him in the East of your Lodge or in the Grand East of your Grand 
Lodge. If he is a sincere individual, he realizes his inadequacy and he 
feels badly about it, but the fault is yours, because you started it. You 
must look far ahead in selecting your leadership, you must realize that 
sometime that individual will have sole responsibility for the success 
and reputation of your Lodge. You must realize, that some day, he will 
be Mr. Mason in your community; your Lodge will be judged by this 
individual. Some day he may be Mr. Mason in the state, and your 
Grand Lodge and all Freemasonry in the state will be judged by this 
man, whom you started years ago. The selection of qualified leaders is 
imperative if Freemasonry is to march forward.” 


The Grand Master’s report was very interesting and indicates that 
New Mexico had qualified competent leadership during this adminis- 
tration. 


Under decisions, we want to congratulate him on his decisions, es- 
pecially on No. 1. Lottery is a vexing problem for a large majority of 
Grand Masters. Of course, some of these would be decided on the laws 
of a particular Jurisdiction, but his decisions would all be approved by 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. We repeat, we congratulate him 
upon his handling of No. 1. We need more leaders of the same opinion. 


They have no Reviews. 


OKLAHOMA 


55th Annual Communication, Feb. 12, 13, 14, 1963, Guthrie, Okla. 90th 

Annual Communication Grand Lodge Indian Territory, 70th An- 

nual Communication Grand Lodge Oklahoma Territory. M.'.W.'. 

Homer E. Barkley Ponca City, Grand Master, Membership Dec. 

31, 1962, 84,596. Net Loss 651. Number of Lodges, 379, Robert W. 

Osborne, Grand Master-Elect. 

The Grand Lodge of Oklahoma convened 19 Special Communica- 
tions which were called Emergent Special and opening on Entered Ap- 
prentice Degree. We could not differentiate between the terms used. 

One was for the graveside ceremonies for a Past Grand Master 
who was 97 years old. He was Grand Master during Territorial days in 
1903. He died September 25, 1962. Another was for the burial cere- 
monies of their Senior Grand Deacon. Fourteen were for laying cor- 
nerstones in Masonic Temples, churches, public school buildings, mun- 
icipal buildings, library and office buildings for North Oklahoma 
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Junior Co!lege, General Hospital, High School Gymnasium and other 
Masonie Buildings. One Lodge was constituted, and several dedicated. 


Apparently the Craft in Oklahoma is highly respected by the gen- 
eral public. This activity and apparent unusual esteem by the public 
does not usually go with a large loss in membership. 


Grand Master Barkley had the support of 20 Past Grand Mas- 
ters at this Annual Communieation. The tribute to the flag by the 
Grand Flagbearer was quite an innovation but was interesting and 
appropriate. 

Among the distinguished guests listed as receiving Grand Honors 
was R..W..W. Edward Burrier, Deputy Grand Master, and at present 
Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina. 


A large class of candidates from over the state was initiated by 
the Order of DeMolay. This was named the “Grand Master Barkley 
Class." 


In speaking of DeMolay he says, *No Master Mason can do better 
than to give his unstinted support to this wonderful organization which 
does so much to reduce the juvenile delinquency which disturbs us 
these days. A goodly percentage of these boys later become Master 
Masons, but whether they do so or not, they are given a superb train- 
ing for future good citizenship. I was very proud to have this fine class 
bear my name." 


In discussing Masonic Education, he states that this Committee 
has become one of the most important factors in the work of the Grand 
: Lodge, since they are charged with the task of conducting thirteen area 
institutes during the year. 

They have a new committee this year known as the Public Rela- 
tions Committee. It functioned for the first time in 1962 and did a 
great deal to present the activities of Masonry to the attention of the 
general public. He states that the Fraternity has received more fa- 
vorable publicity in the state newspapers than ever before. “Masonry 
has in my opinion, too long ‘hid its light,’ with a consequent lessening 
of its influence in our communities. 

The report of the Committee on Publicity and Public Relations is 
one of the most progressive, informative and far-reaching reports on 
this subject that we have been privileged to read. It is good material 
for any educational program. 

Our present Grand Master, M..W..W. Edward Burrier, is an 
honorary member of the Grand Lodge of Oklahoma. 


It has been a source of pleasure and information to have had the 
pleasure of reviewing this excellent volume of Proceedings. 


PHILIPPINES 


46th Annual Communication, Manilla, April 24-26, 1964. M.'.W.'. 
Brother Juan S. Alano, Grand Master. Membership, 10,573. Net 
Loss, 254. Chartered Lodges, 120. Past Grand Masters received, 11. 


It is evidently their custom to have a guest speaker to deliver an 
address at the beginning of their proceedings. This year it was the 
Ambassador of the Philippines, Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs, 
the Honorable Salvador P. Lopez. It was a wonderful address dealing 
with Internationalism. We quote two or three paragraphs: 
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“Going back to my observations abroad and the political scene that 
is building up in Asia and Africa and elsewhere; whatever destiny 
may bring to our country and people, the welfare of our free institu- 
tions will continue to depend upon mutual respect and mutual consider- 
ation with the United States of America. 

“By reason of background the Government has a responsibility to 
be the bearer of the message of internationalism, international coopera- 
tion among all peoples of the world and finally in the end to empha- 
size the sense of propriety, the sense of tradition and the sense of fra- 
ternity so to speak, that has been the principal characteristic of our 
institution.” 

North Carolina’s Representative was present. 

The message of the Grand Master repersented an all-out effort to 
go forward in all lines, although he was not physically able to do his 
best a large part of the year. He states that during his illness, most of 
the work of Grand Lodge was performed by the other Grand Lodge 
Officers. 


The Committee on Correspondence reports in practically the same 
tone as all others. We quote a few: 


* As in past years, we have picked out what appeal to us as items 
of potential interest to local Brethren without burdening the reader 
with details and familiar routine. It is with regret, however, that 
space does not permit a review of many splendid messages, ora- 
tions and speeches by outstanding Masonic leaders in which practical- 
ly every proceeding abounds. Suffice it to say that we find these an- 
nual reports a rich treasury of Masonic thoughts in prose and poetry 
that both delight and instruct. 

“The overall picture of the Masonic World, seen through the 1961 
Proceedings of various Grand Lodges, is not very cheerful. Although 
work is carried out faithfully and with enthusiasm everywhere, it is 
evident that two common and related maladies afflict many Grand 
Lodges, namely, poor attendance and loss in memberships. 


Utah has a somewhat different approach to its problems of de- 
clining membership. The net loss in 1960 was only 4 (it had at the time 
6,830 members), but it says: 

“Our records show that we must have over 200 petitions each 
year to offset the depletion of our ranks by deaths, demits and sus- 
pensions. We are still losing too many members for non-payment of 
dues. It is questionable whether the members dropped are in financial 
difficulties or have lost interest and prefer to be dropped rather than 
demit ... When we are losing one member for each five new mem- 
bers, it is high time we give 3 very critical look at our Masonry . . . 
Unless we determine where the fault lies, we shall experience contin- 
uing losses and poorer attendance." 


As if in direct answer to the foregoing we have this well-consid- 
ered portion of the speech of Arizonia’s Grand Orator: 


*Certainly, this man who drops out or loses interest has been dis- 
appointed along the way. He either was given the wrong impression of 
Masonry before he became a member or something happened to make 
him lose interest after he became a member. The services of too many 
good Masons have been lost because no one took the trouble to be 
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friendly, to be patient in their explanations of Masonic principles and 
teachings; and to encourage the new members to actively participate 
in the activities of the Lodge." 

On the other hand, the Grand Orator has himself some questions to 
ask, 

“Are we getting the right kind of members or are we just trying 
to get members? Are we today letting too many into our ranks whose 
main reason for joining is to reap the material benefits that they con- 
sider belong to a member of the Masonic Fraternity?” 


Worshipful Brother Roman F. Lorenzo, Grand Orator, delivered a 
wonderful address on “Masonry and the Changing Social Perspective 
in the Philippines.” We only wish we could quote the entire address. 
We quote only one paragraph: 

“Today, the Philippines is faced with grave fundamental problems. 
I made reference to the question of adequately financing the education 
of our children. Aside from this, we have the problem of juvenile de- 
linquency, the problem of increasing unemployment, the problem of 
minimizing criminality, the problem of preserving our democratic 
ideals against the constant and systematic onslaught of the forces of 
Communism. What should be the attitude of Masonry in the face of 
these problems which threaten the very foundation of the society of 
which it is part and parcel? Shall we remain simply an interested but 
remote onlooker as long as the affairs of our organization are proper- 
ly looked after? Or should Masonry descend from its high elevation 
and mingle freely with the populace so that it can hear with its own 
ears the throbbing pulse of the great mass of people—their problems, 
their joys and heartaches, their victories and defeats?” 


SOUTH CAROLINA 


226th Annual Communication, Columbia, April 25, 26, 1963. M.'. W.'.H. 
Dwight McAlister, Grand Master. Membership 59,191. Net Gain, 
561. Number Lodges, 304. 


Three special Communications were called during the year. (1) 
May 7th, 1962, To dedicate a new Masonic Temple at Jackson Lodge 
No. 53, Lancaster, S. C. (2) To consecrate, dedicate, constitute and 
install the officers of Dentsville Lodge No. 398 under its Charter at 
Dentsville, Columbia, S. C. (3) to place the cornerstone and dedicate 
the new Masonic Temple of Bailey Lodge No. 146 at Greer, S.C. 


A custom not usually followed in several Grand Jurisdictions is 
the performing of official ceremonies. Laying cornerstones is always 
done when open on the F'irst Degree. 


The 226th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient 
Free Masons of South Carolina was called to order by the Grand Mas- 
ter, M.'.W.'.Brother H. Dwight McAlister, at 10:00 a.m., He then pre- 
sented the Grand Chaplain, who conducted the Religious Service, which 
is the usual procedure for this Grand Lodge. His subject was “The Su- 
preme Architect of the Universe." 


Eight Past Grand Masters were present. Thirty-nine Grand Rep- 
resentatives were present. Also, a large number of distinguished visi- 
tors from Alabama, Canada, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Mississippi, North Carolina, Ohio, Saskatch- 
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ewan, Texas and Virginia. From South Carolina were his Excellency, 
the Governor of South Carolina, Brother Donald S. Russell; His Hon- 
or, the Mayor of Columbia, Brother Lester L. Bates; M.'.E.'J. B. 
Rivers, Grand High Priest, Grand Chapter R. A. M.; M.°.1.°. W. N. 
Bradford, Grand Master Grand Council R. & S. Masters; R.'.E.'.W. M. 
White, Grand Commander, Grand Commandery Knights Templar. 


The Grand Master's address revealed that one lodge continued un- 
der dispensation, and that five Special Dispensations had been issued 
for Lodges U. D. One Lodge, Dentsville Lodge No. 398, A.F.M., Dents- 
ville, Columbia, was consecrated, dedicated and constituted. Two Tem- 
ples were dedicated and one Cornerstone laid. 


The Grand Master wrote a letter of congratulations to each newly 
raised Master Mason where the names had been furnished him by the 
several secretaries. 


One distinguished visitor during the year was the Grand Master of 
Japan who presented a gift. He was presented an Albert Gallatin Mac- 
key Medal. 


They were also honored by a visit from the Grand Master of the 
Philippines. 


Under State of the Craft he says: 


“It is with pleasure that I report that harmony prevails through- 
out this Grand Jurisdiction. The Lodges have been busy throughout the 
year and our membership has continued to climb, The attendance at 
the District Meetings and Masonic functions would indicate that the 
membership is taking more interest in Masonry. I feel that this 
has been a good year for Masonry in our Grand Jurisdiction. 


“I believe that Masonry in our State will continue to grow and 
prosper if we as individuals accept our duty and responsibility in the 
work, and live according to the principles and teachings of our Fra- 
ternity." 


One of the outstanding events in a number of years for the Grand 
Lodge of South Carolina was on April 21, 1962, the Cornerstone of the 
Grand Lodge Building was laid and on April 25, 1968, the Grand Lodge 
Administration Building Library and Musuem was dedicated. This was 
located at 1401 Senate St., Columbia, S. C. 


One of the finest Reviews that has come to our desk is the result 
of the labors of our friend of many years, Past Grand Master Hugh N. 
Layne, Fraternal Correspondent. We deeply appreciate the nice report 
of North Carolina, and also the kind remarks relative to this Scribe. 
Many Thanks. 


H. Dwight McAlister was re-elected Grand Master and Henry F. 
Collins P.G.M., was re-elected Grand Secretary. 
SOUTH DAKOTA 


89th Annual Communication, Pierre, S. D., June 11, 12, 1963. M.'.W.'. 
Allen P. Stoddard, Grand Master. No. Members 1962, 19,617. Net 
Loss 302. No. Lodges 167. Grand Representatives present, 41. 


18 Past Grand Masters, 26 District Masters and 75 Masters of 
Subordinate Lodges answered roll. 
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A large number of distinguished visitors including John D. Cun- 
ningham, Executive Secretary of M.S.A., were received and given the 
proper honors. 


One of the main subjects discussed in the Grand Master’s address 
was “Separation of Church and State.” He discusses this principally 
in regard to public schools. We quote a few paragraphs from that ad- 
dress. 


“Now, I certainly believe these children are entitled to transpor- 
tation as well as those who attend public schools. However, the respon- 
sibility of providing it, rests with the private school system, which has 
been established in spite of the fact that a public school system is 
available for all who want to use it. 


“One cannot question the right of a parent to send his children to 
the school of his choice, providing that school meets reasonable stand- 
ards, but we may properly question the wisdom in our democracy of 
segregating several million young citizens on the basis of religion. 


“Dr. James B. Conant who at the time was President of Harvard 
University stated, ‘To my mind our Public Schools should serve all 
creeds. The greater the proportion of our youth who attend church 
controlled schools, the greater the threat to our Democratic unity.’ 


“Therefore, to use tax money for such a school, American society 
is using its own hands to destroy itself. 


“Thomas Jefferson stated, ‘No man should be forced through 
taxation to support either his own or another man’s church or religious 
institution.’ 


“It should not be forgotten that church controlled schools do not 
exist for the public good, but for the purpose of indoctrination of the 
pupils with whatever the church authorities think proper. 


“Too many of our children are coming out of these church con- 
trolled schools with very little knowledge of this great heritage we 
have. I believe that the future of America is largely entrusted to the 
Public Schools of today. 


“The free Public Schools is probably the greatest factor in the 
United States that is giving unity to and preserving this Nation. 


“Our American forefathers realized that if we were to have a 
strong Government, we must have strong Public Schools. They knew 
that America must have the type of school that preserved this form of 
Government. We must remember that the very fact that we are Masons 
makes us guardians or trustees of the American Public school. 


“We should do everything within our power to see that every 
child within this great land of ours is taught the history and back- 
ground of this United States. 


“The establishment of its Government, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, The Constitution and Bill of Rights, the struggle and sacri- 
fices of the Founding Fathers and the Freedoms that are within its 
framework. 


"We must indoctrinate every child with the ideals of Liberty held 
by our Founding Fathers and instill into their minds and hearts res- 
pect and admiration for their heroic deeds and sacrifices. 
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“Should we go forward under the proud banner of Masonry, ever 
conscious of our Heritage or should we stand by while the forces that 
enslave the minds and souls of men engulf all our forefathers gave to 
insure our democratic form of Government? 

«May each one of us have the intellect to know and the faith to be- 
lieve in those great principles of individual freedom, the courage to as- 
sume our responsibilities and the diligence to do our duty to protect, 
preserve and defend that Great Heritage that was handed down to us 
«THE AMERICAN PUBLIC SCHOOL", non-partisan, non-sectarian, 
efficient, democratic for all children of all the people and the entire 
separation of church and state; and opposition to every attempt to ap- 
propriate publie funds, federal, state or local, directly or indirectly, 
for the support of sectarian or private institutions." 


All the Grand Officers down to and including the Junior Grand 
Warden made short reports on their activities for the year. 


The Grand Orator's address was “The Golden Tenets of Our Or- 
der". It is reported that this address provided the Brethren with a lot 
of material to think about, both while at their Lodge meetings and in 
the course of their everyday avocation. His advice was certainly time- 
ly and well received by the Grand Lodge. 

The report of the Fraternal correspondent, the Rev. David Gra- 
ham, states that he has reviewed twenty-seven Grand Lodges of the 
world. He recommends the recognition of Belgium and India. However, 
he recommends practically the same hands-off policy in regard to Cu- 
ba that a majority of the other Grand Jurisdictions have assumed. 


He states that South Dakota has been reviewed by a large number 
of Fraternal Reviewers, all of whom, with ome exception, have been 
generous and kind. From his Review of North Carolina, he probably 
refers to this writer as the one exception. We did not realize that we 
had not been generous and certainly we meant to be kind, In our thir- 
teen years of experience, mostly with Reviewing the Proceedings of 
Grand Royal Arch Chapters, Councils and Commanderies, together 
with all four for three years, we have never had a comment that even 
remotely approached this one. It would appear to us that the word 
*whimsey" which he uses, according to its description in Webster's 
Unabridged Dictionary is less capable of being defined as the term he 
objects to in our report. It is our opinion that a Reviewer should at- 
tempt to the best of his ability to find the best in the other Jurisdic- 
tion, whether it be Policy, Laws, Customs Rituals, Masonic Education 
or any other point that would be of value, of some of the practices, 
methods, etc., that would let us profit by their mistakes or that they 
might benefit by our errors. Some of the finest discussions it has been 
our pleasure to study can be found in some of the orations, reports, ad- 
dresses of Grand Masters, and other constructive, educational and Fra- 
ternal discussions found in the Reviews. 


If we have made one statement, or made one move, or inferred 
one item of policy that would or could deter the thinking of a single 
Frater, we hereby, humbly apologize. Masonry is too great and power- 
ful, its influence too extensive and its motives too easily understood to 
cause the least difference between two small caliber writers. It is big-

ger and more powerful than any man or set of men. The world today 
needs the constructive thinking of our great Fraternity, even if it is 
“deadly serious.” We need to be serious. It is our opinion than an ap- 
proach to the matters affecting our Fraternity today, and the entire 
world condition, could not be handled by a “whimsical” attitude.

A large number of distinguished visitors were introduced, escort- 
ed to the East and received with Grand Honors. Chas. C. Ricker repre- 
sented North Carolina but was also received as General Grand Captain 
of the Host of the General Grand Chapter. 


The address of the Grand Master was very thorough and outlined 
the work he had done during the year. He is very favorable to the 
pledged contribution to the George Washington Masonic National 
Memorial in order for it to have a perpetual maintenance. 


His visitations were extensive and included various organizations 
other than the Symbolic Lodge. 


It is worthy of note that they publish the names of those who were 
expelled in the proceedings. This is a questionable procedure and is 
not looked on with favor in some Grand Jurisdictions. 


The District meetings were apparently a great success. In a total 
of 22 meetings the over-all attendance was 7,526, representing 388 Lod- 
ges or nearly.20 per lodge or 342 plus per rating. The District meet- 
ings had the largest attendance of any Jurisdiction that we have re- 
viewed this far. 


Thirty Lodges had 50 or more members present at District meet- 
ings. Seven Lodges had 50% or more of their membership in attend- 
ance. Of the 390 Lodges in Tennessee, 388 were represented at one of 
these District Meetings. 


The Grand Secretary, Bro. T. E. Doss, Past Grand Master, sup- 
plied an article and the record under title *Historical Summary", of 
all the “Extinct Lodges" in the history of Masonry in Tennessee. Since 
Tennessee was chartered by North Carolina (The only instance on rec- 
ord where one Grand Lodge was actually chartered by another) this 
should be very interesting to North Carolina Masons. 


In one of the most interesting and informative “Reviews”, Past 
Grand Master, Wallace Phelan Douglas, Fraternal Correspondent, un- 
der the title ^Forward", discusses Leadership and insists that it is one 
of the main reasons for a progressive, forward looking lodge, or one 
that is listless, with no progressive spirit and usually showing losses. 
We would like to quote this interesting article but space forbids. 

He begins by discussing the Conference of Grand Masters in North 
America, the Conference of Grand Lodge Secretaries and the George 
Washington Masonic National Memorial Association. He gives a very 
interesting resume of approximately 65 Grand Jurisdictions. 
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His covering of the proceedings of the Grand Lodge of North Car- 
olina were very complimentary and also very complete. He refers to 
the progressive, dynamic leadership of Grand Master Brewer and also 
to our 175th Anniversary celebration. Referring to our very capable 
Grand Secretary he says “We would like to commend Grand Secretary 
Chas. A. Harris for the manner in which the proceedings are arranged 
and for the references indicating final disposition of important mat- 
ters." 


We also appreciate the very kind complimentary reference to the 
first attempt of this writer to Review the proceedings of the Grand 
Lodges. Many Thanks. 


It was indeed a pleasure to review the proceedings and to read the 
Reviews of this fine Grand Jurisdiction. Our personal acquaintance 
with a large number of these fine Masons is one of the cherished priv- 
ileges of our Masonic efforts. 


VERMONT 


170th Annual Communication, Burlington, Vt., June 12, 13, 1963. M.'. 
W.'.Neal L. Cobb, Grand Master, Membership April 30, 1963, 17,- 
617. Net Loss, 164. No. Lodges, 102. Past Grand Masters Pres- 
ent, 9. Grand Jurisdictions Distinguished Visitors, 14. Grand Rep- 
resentatives, 55. North Carolina not Represented. 


The address of the Grand Master was very conclusive in its cover- 
age. His visitations to other Jurisdictions as well as local, together 
with District meetings evidently consumed a great part of his time. He 
made special mention of DeMolay, and Lodges of Instruction. Their 
Committee on Education, Promotion and Masonic Progress had what 
was called “Booster Nights". The Grand Master recommended and the 
Committee recommended that the name be changed. The Committee's 
recommendation was “Masonic Friendship Night", and this was adopt- 
ed. 


Several Grand Jurisdictions are beginning to consider some of the 
subjects incorporated under this subject. There is rapidly coming to 
the front the idea of Masonic Education, Research and other phases of 
Masonic information other than Ritualistic. 


The conclusion of the Grand Master's address was entitled *What 
Came you here to do—with Light added to Light"? This is a very fine 
discussion of a serious problem. The report of the committee on Fra- 
ternal Relations “Oral, No Business."

185th Annual communication, Richmond, Va.; Feb. 12, 1963. M.'.W.. 
Edward Herman Cann, Grand Master. Membership, 70,275. Net 
Gain, 180. Number of Lodges, 339. 


16 Past Grand Masters present. Grand Representatives present: 
U. S., 25; Canadian, 6; Australia and Far East, 4; Latin America, 8; 
European, 6. 


A large number of distinguished visitors, including our own Grand 
Secretary, M.'.W.'.Chas. A. Harris. 
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A commemorative Communication of the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge, Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of the Commonwealth of 
Virginia was held on Saturday Nov. 3, 1962, in the Lodge Room ot 
Fredericksburg Lodge No. 4, A.F. and A.M., in Fredricksburg, Virgin- 
ia, at 3:30, post meridian, for the purpose of commemorating the 210th 
Anniversary of the Initiation of George Washington as a Freemason. 
The address was delivered by Dr. Norman Peele. 


The 185th Annual Communication was begun and held in the Ma- 
sonic Temple, Richmond, Feb, 12, 1963, at 10:00 a.m. by M.'. W.', Ed- 
ward Herman Cann, Grand Master. 


The Committee on Foreign Correspondence recommended the rec- 
ognition of the Grand Lodge of India, also a recommendation of the 
Grand Lodge of Turkey. 


We are very much interested in the report of the “Committee on 
Masonic Information, Research and Publication.” 


In their report they state that “unless we grow, we die.” We can- 
not endure in a static condition. Their program “had two major chal- 
lenges; to implement our leadership with plans, programs and man- 
uals, which were down to earth and appealing and equally so, to de- 
velop a dedicated and informed group who would share themselves and 
their experiences with the newly initiated that they might approach 
Freemasonry with an understanding of our beautiful Ritual and know- 
ledge of our history, tradition, and research.” They reported on such 
subjects as Grand Lodge workshops, area conferences, manuals, service 
letters, speakers bureaus, library and museum and cooperation. This 
is a subject that needs to be thoroughly studied by all the Grand Juris- 
dictions that have not already done so. 


The address of the Grand Master is so complete in all details rela- 
tive to his activities as Grand Master, that any attempt to discuss it 
would consume more space than is allotted to this Review. 


We can only say it is one of the most complete, definite accounting 
of his stewardship that it has ever been our pleasure to review. 


Apparently it is a custom in Virginia to present the Grand Mas- 
ter a number of presents at the time of his installation. A top hat and 
gloves is usually presented by the Grand Master’s Home Lodge. Gav- 


els, scrapbook of congratulatory letters and other messages. A Cadil- 
lac automobile was presented the incoming Grand Master by three of 
the Masonic Districts, a lounge chair, a reclining chair, a traveling 
bag, a scarf, a Grand Masters identification card all were presented 
the Grand Master. 


During the year the outgoing Grand Master was the recipient of 
a large number of personal gifts, ranging from oysters and apples to 
country hams. (4 or 5 of these.) 

His official visits represented an enormous amount of travel and 
delivering addresses. 

The Reviews are up to the Virginia standard. Our old friend, 


Archer B. Gay, prepared the Reviews for 1963. North Carolina re- 
ceived a nice mention of our 175th anniversary communication. 
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WEST VIRGINIA 


99th Annual Communication, Charleston, W. Va., Oct. 16, 17, 1963. 
M..W..Willam J. Maier Jr., Grand Master. Membership June 
30, 1963, 48,396. Net Loss, 234. No. Lodges, 168. Lodges merged 
during the year No. 103 and 109. Past Grand Masters present, 15. 
Grand Representatives present, 61. 


The Grand Master has relegated all visitations and special Com- 
munications to the last of his address, and begins with a discussion of 
the powers of a Grand Master. 


* At the time of his installation doubtless every Grand Master is 
apprehensive lest he might exceed the proper limits of the powers of 
his office or otherwise use such authority in a manner inimical to the 
best interest of the Craft. For some years while we served as 8 Deputy 
Lecturer we had been strict about the proper pronunciation of the 
words of our Ritual and, on occasions, had perhaps been impatient 
with brethren who failed to speak the word aright. However, the vast 
improvement which occurred during those years in the poise of de- 
livery and polish of the diction of our work had won general popu- 
larity, and the irritations necessarily incident to such progress had 
been generally forgotten. The achievement of progress is usually pur- 
chased at the price of criticism from those who are content to rest on 
their oars, but the rewards of excellence are generally sufficient to 
assuage the bitterness incident to such criticism. 


“The powers of the Grand Master in our Masonic scheme of things 
are indeed vast, undefined, and perhaps undefinable. They are rooted 
in the ancient usages and customs of the Craft, and the existence of a 
particular power of the propriety of its use often depends on the pe- 
culiar facts and circumstances of the case or upon the answer to the 
question as to how far the particular power still retains its ancient 
virility. Likewise, it is frequently necessary for a Grand Master to 
tailor the remedy in a particular case to unusual circumstances, as the 
chancellors in our equity courts often adjust the remedy to rectify a 
wrong. 

*But no true Mason, imbued with a sense of Masonic history and 
filled with pride in the purposes and accomplishments of our great in- 
stitution, can be particularly concerned as Grand Master with the 
scope of his authority. He knows just as the Master of a particular 
Lodge should know, that his problem is not the extent of his author- 
ity to correct evil but the extent of his capacity to do good." 


Under “The Purpose of Freemasonry” in his address he states. 


“And now, my brethren, we come to what is to us the most pleas- 
ant portion of this report. Dr. James Anderson in his famous Book of 
Constitutions says that it is an ancient prerogative of the Grand Mas- 
ter at the General Assembly of Masons to “harangue the Brethren.” 
We now propose to exercise this prerogative on the subject of the Pur- 
pose of Freemasonry. 


“The subject is not a new one. Ever since Freemasonry came to 
full flower in the second half of the eighteenth century Masonic philos- 
ophers have been pondering the meaning and purposes of our Áncient 
Craft. William Preston in his magnificent Illustrations collated the 
best Masonic ritual of his day. As the King's Printer he picked up the 
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masterly diction of Addison and Steele, of Samuel J ohnson and James 
Boswell, of Oliver Goldsmith, of Edmund Burke and Edward Gibbon, 
of the elder and younger Pitt, and into his famous Fellow Craft lecture 
he injected many of the scientific concepts of the Universe extant 
in his day, thereby laying the foundation of much of the naturalism of 
Masonic thought which subsequently stirred the vehement wrath of 
the Pontiff of the Roman Church. Preston believed that the purpose of 
Freemasonry was to instruct, and as we today look back upon his ef- 
forts we must recognize that his goal was altogether laudable in an 
age when the free public school was virtually unknown. 


“In the early nineteenth century the great German Masonic phi- 
losopher, Kar] Christian Friedrich Krause, conceived of Freemasonry 
as working hand-in-hand with the Church and State for the perfection 
of social progress, furnishing Morals, as the State furnished Law, and 
the Church furnished Religion. During the same period and later Dr. 
George Oliver, the well-known English divine and antiquarian, influ- 
enced by the philosophy of the Romanticist, and swallowing the pseudo- 
historical accounts in the ancient Masonic manuscripts, found in Free- 
masonry a system of Tradition which led directly to the God of the 
Christians. And in the latter half of the nineteenth century Albert 
Pike, whom we regard as the founder of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite, found in Freemasonry a system of Symbolism which 
could yield to the diligent Master Craftsman the answers to the prob- 
lems of existence, although many who now ponder the difficult pages 
of hia Morals and Dogma find themselves lost in a morass of mysticism. 


*But even in our day the definition of the purpose of Freemason- 
ry continues to elude us. The transactions of the Conference of Grand 
Masters of North America reveal that this question is the tap root of 
most of our problems and has evoked the widest variety of answers. 
Some Grand Masters and some Grand Lodges regard Freemasonry 
mainly as a social institution and have permitted their particular 
Lodges to become what might be called *poor men's Shrines." Others 
apparently believe that Freemasonry is doomed to extinction unless so- 
called “projects” are adopted to put us on a par with the plethora of 
"service" clubs which plague the American scene today. Still others 
believe that our principal job should be to teach Americanism or to 
oppose Communism, and at least one Grand Master has suggested that 
we should go into polities, apparently oblivious to the Standards of Re- 
cognition adopted by the Conference in the beginning and assiduously 
followed by the Grand Lodge of England since the beginning of 
Speculative Freemasonry. a3 


“When we turn to Masonic history we find that during the past 
century Masonic scholarship has established beyond the peradventure 
of a doubt that Speculative Freemasonry came to us from the operative 
guilds and lodges whose craftsmen erected the magnificent cathedrals, 
palaces, and public buildings of the Middle Ages. Although the legends 
of even the genuine manuscripts which have come to us have long since 
been relegated to what Dean Pound expressively calls Masonic “moon- 
shine,” there is no good reason to doubt that the regulations they set 
forth were the painful result of generations of experience and were 
actually enforced in those days. These were the ancient usages and 
customs of the Craft and the seed bed of most of our rites today.” 
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This is one of the most informative discussions we have found in a 
Grand Master’s address. 


One of the special Communications was the opening of the box in 
the cornerstone of Logan County Courthouse with the identification 
on Enumeration of the items it contained. This cornerstone was laid 
by the Grand Lodge of West Virginia on October 28, 1905. Quite a few 
could not be identified or recognized. 


The Committee on Foreign Correspondence gives a short report on 
73 Grand Jurisdictions. - 


The 175th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina is given good coverage, referring very favorably to the dy- 
namic administration of Grand Master James W. Brewer. 


In addition to the nice Reviews, these Proceedings carry an un- 
usual amount of Statistics, together with a Roster of all the officers 
and members of the several Lodges in the Jurisdiction. 


WYOMING 


89th Annual Communication, Laramie, Wyo., August 26, 27, 963. M.°. 
W.'.Hugh Brower, Grand Master. Membership 6-30-63, 12,997. Net 
Loss, 40. No. Lodges, 55. 16 Past Grand Masters out of 20 were 
present. 


An unusually large number of Distinguished Guests were present. 
The Chief Instructor and District Instructors were introduced. 


An unusual presentation that all Grand Jurisdictions cannot pro- 
duce was the introduction of the Director of Masonic Education and 
six out of eleven Education Councilors. 


In referring to the Conference of Grand Masters of North Amer- 
ica, the Grand Master stated that he was privileged to serve as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Time and Place. It was voted to hold the 
next conference in Kansas City, Missouri. This is probably more cen- 
tral as far as travel is concerned, but the sentiment of Washington's 
Birthday, the visit to George Washington Masonie Memorial, Masonic 
Week in Washington will be absent. The holding of this conference in 
more central cities is a fine gesture occasionally, but if it should be 
made permanent, it is our opinion that in a few years it would cease 
to have the attraction it has had in the past. 


He mentions three special Communications on October 28, 1962, 
November 1, 1962, and November 19, 1962, for the purpose of laying a 
cornerstone and dedication of two Masonic Buildings respectively. 

We are very much interested in their Masonic Education Council 
and its workings. They have one Director of Masonic Education and 
eleven hard working and devoted Councilors. He also reports a satis- 
factory result and states that the reports which have steadily come in 
indicate that the Program of Masonic Education is being effectively 
carried out within the Grand Jursidiction of Wyoming. 


He issued the following directive to all subordinate Lodges: 


“This directive was issued to all Subordinate Lodges on July 6. 
1963. 
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“Since the Grand Lodge, on August 28, 1962, adopted certain 
amendments to Sections 365 and 375 of the Masonic Code; 


“And since these amendments made necessary certain changes in 
the term of office of all Subordinate Lodge officers; 


“And, since these changes have given rise to the question of which 
officers shall represent their Lodge at the Eighty-ninth Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge; 


«I direct your attention to Section 3 of the Code, which defines 
membership in the Grand Lodge, and it is my order; 


“That those officers who are in office at the time of the Annual 
Communication shall represent their Lodges, subject to the provisions 
of Sections 8, 34, and 40 and that they shall receive mileage according 
to the provisions of Section 231." 

A recommendation of the Grand Master to establish the amount of 
$100.00 as the mininum for the fees, and that the annual dues shall not 
be less than $10.00. This was disapproved by the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee and their report was approved. 


The subject of “The Acacia Fraternity” was discussed in detail 
after which a motion was introduced that “The Grand Lodge go on 
record approving the program that these boys have outlined and that 
the subordinate lodges through the officers and members, be thor- 
oughly informed as to the bonds the boys are attempting to sell, as 
your investment in Masonry in Wyoming." 

Following some discussion the motion carried. The report of the 
Foreign Correspondent was fully presented but there were no Reviews.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 


Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 

Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he presides. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein. (28-01; 
28-03; 102-22).
